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DECLARATION 


The Northern Baptist Convention declares its belief in the independence 
of the local church, and in the purely advisory nature of all denomina- 
tional organizations composed of representatives of churches. It believes 
also that, in view of the growth of the Baptist denomination and its 
extension throughout our country, there is need for an organization to 
serve the common interests of the entire denomination as State and dis- 
trict organizations serve their respective constituencies. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION 
OF THE 


NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


Chapter 384 of the Laws of New York of 1910. 
Became a Law June 6, 1910. 


Section 1. All persons who are now or who hereafter may become 
members of the organization called the Northern Baptist Convention, 
formed in the city of Washington, in the District of Columbia, in the 
year nineteen hundred and seven, are hereby constituted a body corporate 
with the name “ Northern Baptist Convention,” and under that name 
shall have perpetual succession and shall have the right to purchase or to 
acquire by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, and to sell, convey, or other- 
wise dispose of, any real or personal property. 

Sec. 2. The object of the corporation shall be to give expression to 
the opinions of its constituency upon moral, religious, and denominational 
matters, and to promote denominational unity and efficiency in efforts for 
the evangelization of the world. 

Sec. 3. The corporation, at any time it shall determine so to do, may 
elect or appoint such officers and may adopt such by-laws or regulations 
in relation to its organization, to the management, disposition, and sale 
of its real or personal property, to the duties and powers of its officers, 
and to the management and conduct of its corporate business and affairs 
as it shall think proper, provided such by-laws or regulations are not 
inconsistent with the laws of the United States or this State. 

Sec. 4. Meetings of the corporation may be held at such time or times 
and at such place or places in the United States as the corporation may 
determine from time to time. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE 1 


MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The Convention shall be composed of accredited delegates 
as follows: 


(a) Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one delegate, 
and one additional delegate for every one hundred members. 

(b) Accredited officers and members of Boards of Managers of coop- 
erating organizations shall be delegates ex officio. 

(c) Officers and members of committees of the Convention during their 
terms of service shall be delegates ex officio. 


ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers shall be a President, a First Vice-president, a 
Second Vice-president, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, 
a Statistical Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention 
and of the Executive Committee, and shall exercise a general super- 
vision over the affairs of the Convention. 

Sec. 3. In the case of the absence of the President or his inability to 
serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president in attendance 
who is first in numerical order. 

Sec. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Convention, shall send notices to the members of the Executive 
Committee of the times and places of its meetings, shall inform the 
chairman of each committee of the names of its members and of the pur- 
pose for which it was appointed, and shall perform such duties as the 
Executive Committee may direct. 

Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings 
of the Convention in a book provided for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. The Statistical Secretary shall collect, tabulate, and prepare for 
publication in the Convention Annual all statistics relating to the work of 
the Convention down to the first day of October preceding the publication 
of the Annual. 

Should the officers of any State Convention fail to furnish the statistics 
of its own territory to the Statistical Secretary, it will be the duty of the 
latter to collect such statistics from any available source. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer, under the instructions of the Executive Com- 
mittee, shall administer the financial affairs of the Convention except so 
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far as they are connected with the raising of moneys for the prosecution 
of the work of the Convention, of its cooperating organizations, and of 
the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board; shall receive all moneys 
belonging to the Convention, keep an accurate account thereof and of the 
sources from which they were derived, and shall deposit and pay them 
out on the direction of the Convention or of the Executive Committee, 
and at each annual meeting make a written financial report. 

Sec. 8. Each officer shall be elected by ballot and shall serve from 
the close of the meeting of the Convention at which he is elected to the 
close of the next annual meeting, and until his successor is elected. 

Sec. 9. Any member of a Baptist church in the United States is eligible 
to any office or to serve on any committee, except where otherwise 
provided. 


ARTICLE III 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Convention shall meet annually on the Wednesday be- 
fore the first Sunday in June, at such place as shall be fixed by the Con- 
vention. For a special reason the Executive Committee, on conference 
with the Boards of Managers of the cooperating organizations, may desig- 
nate some other place or some other time for the annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. Each delegate to an annual meeting shall pay a registration 
fee of two dollars and shall be entitled to receive a copy of the Annual. 


ARTICLE IV 


COM MITTEES 


Section 1. (a) There shall be an Executive Committee composed of 
the officers, of former presidents who have served as such within the 
last three years preceding the annual meeting, and of thirty others elected 
by ballot, of whom at least fifteen shall be laymen. Of the thirty elected, 
ten shall serve for three years, ten for two years, and ten for one year. 
And thereafter shall be elected annually ten to serve for three years. 
Vacancies caused by death, resignation, or refusal to act of any of the 
thirty may be filled by the remaining members of the committee. 

(b) No one, other than an officer and a former president who has 
served as such within the last three years preceding the annual meeting, 
shall be eligible to membership in the Executive Committee after service 
thereon for six consecutive years, until the expiration of one year after 
the termination of such service. 

_(c) It shall be the duty of this committee to make arrangements for the 
meetings of the Convention, and to care for its interests between the 
meetings. It shall have the control and disposition of the real and personal 
property of the Convention, and the sale, leasing, and mortgaging thereof. 
Tt shall prepare for recommendation to the Convention a budget of its 
receipts and expenditures, and present the same to the Budget Committee 
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of the General Board of Promotion one month before the annual meeting 
of the Board. It shall appoint annually one of its members, whose term 
does not expire the current year, to act as an additional member of the 
Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. It shall present at 
each annual meeting of the Convention the names of persons to be 
appointed by the Convention to fill such vacancies in the Board of 
Managers of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention and in the Board of Managers of the Board 
of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention as shall exist at! the 
annual meetings of said Boards. 


(d) No appeals for money shall be made and no collections shall be 
taken at the meetings of the Convention which have not been approved 
by the Executive Committee. 


Sec, 2. There shall be.a Finance Committee consisting of nine persons. 
It shall be the duty of this Committee to provide for the examination and 
auditing of the accounts of the Convention, of its Committees and agents, 
of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, of the 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, of The Baptist, and of the cooperating organizations, and to 
receive from the General Board of Promotion a proposed combined 
budget of the Convention and its cooperating organizations prepared 
by the General Board. The Committee shall have the power to approve 
or disapprove in whole or in part any budget included in the combined 
budget received from the General Board, and shall present a combined 
budget to the Convention at its annual meeting. In case of any 
emergency arising between meetings of the Convention the Finance 
Committee may approve the incurring of indebtedness by a cooperating 
organization. Should such approval be given, the Finance Committee 
shall report its action with the reasons therefor to the Convention at 
its next annual meeting. 


Sec. 3. There shall be a Law Committee consisting of six persons. It 
shall be the duty of this committee to consider and report upon all 
matters referred to it by the Convention or the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 4. There shall be a Committee on City Missions consisting of fifteen 
persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study questions related 
to cooperation between city mission organizations and State Conventions, 
and the cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
and also all other general questions related to city mission work through- 
out the country. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a Committee on Social Service consisting of 
twelve persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study social 
conditions and needs, to ascertain the activities of Baptist churches in the 
field of social service, to organize and enlist Baptists in practical and 
definite lines of community service in city and country, to cooperate with 
similar agencies of other religious bodies, and from time to time to report 
its findings and recommendations through the religious press. 
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Sec. 6. There shall be a Committee on Denominational Day consisting 
of nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to acquaint the 
denomination with the facts of its history, its distinctive principles, and its 
missionary and educational enterprises, and to provide for and to promote 
the observance of Denominational Day. 


Sec. 7. There shall be a Committee on the Coordination of Baptist 
Bodies Using Foreign Languages consisting of eighteen persons. It shall 
be the duty of this committee to study and report on the best methods 
for coordinating Baptist bodies using foreign languages with one another 
and also with other Baptist bodies, and also to report such other facts and 
such statistics related to the work of the committee as to it may seem 
proper. 

Sec. 8. There shall be a Committee on Enrolment consisting of five 
persons, which shall be appointed at the first session of each annual 
meeting. To this committee shall be presented the credentials of dele- 
gates to the Convention, and the committee shall prepare from these 
credentials and shall report to the Convention a roll of delegates. 


Sec. 9. There shall be a Committee on Order of Business, which shall 
report each day to the Convention a proposed order of business for the 
next day. 

Sec. 10. There shall be a Committee on Nominations of Officers and for 
vacancies in the Executive Committee. No one shall be a member of the 
committee who is a salaried executive officer or an employee of the Con- 
vention, or of a cooperating or of an affiliating organization, or of a 
Standard City Mission Society, other than a pastor, or who is a member of 
the Board of Managers of a cooperating organization, or a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Convention, unless under the authority of a 
by-law he shall be appointed a member of the Committee on Nominations 
without the right to vote. 


Sec. 11. There shall be a Committee on Resolutions which shall consider 
and report upon all resolutions referred to it by the Convention, and may 
originate and report others. A motion to refer to this committee shall 
not be debatable. The final report of the committee shall be presented in 
printed form not later than at the morning session of the day prior to the 
last day on which the Convention meets. After the final report shall have 
been presented, no proposed resolution referring to a subject not included 
in the report shall be referred to the committee, but, without debate, shall 
be sent to the Executive Committee for submission to the Committee on 
Resolutions at the next annual meeting of the Convention. This by-law 
may be suspended by a three-fourths vote. 

Sec, 12. There shall be a Committee on Selection of a Place for the 
Next Annual Meeting, which shall report before the adjournment of the 
last session of the Convention at which the committee is appointed. 

Sec. 13. Of the members first appointed on the Finance Committee, 
the Law Committee, the Committees on City Missions, on Social Service, 
on Denominational Day, and on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using 
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Foreign Languages, one third shall serve for three years, one-third for two 
years, and one-third for one year, and thereafter there shall be appointed 
annually one-third of the number of members to serve for three years. 
The members of these committees shall be appointed by the President 
on the nomination of the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 14. The Executive Committee, the Finance Committee, the Com- 
mittees on City Missions, on Social Service, on Denominational Day, and 
on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages shall 
report in writing at each annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 15. The Committees on Order of Business, on Nominations, on 
Selection of a Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on Resolutions 
shall be composed of one of the delegates from each State to be nom- 
inated by such delegates and elected by the Convention at the second 
session of each annual meeting. A vacancy in any one of these com- 
mittees shall be filled by the delegates from the unrepresented State. 


Sec. 16. The President shall appoint all committees, and shall fill any 
vacancy in any committee, except when otherwise provided. 

Sec. 17. The word “State” means any State, Territory, district, or 
dependency of the United States. 


ARTICLE V 
COOPERATING ORGANIZATIONS 


Section 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention by 
a two-thirds vote, any general denominational missionary, educational, or 
philanthropic organization, whose constituency resides in the States repre- 
sented in the Convention, may become a cooperating organization. 


Sec. 2. A cooperating organization must agree: 

(a) To insert in its by-laws a provision that all accredited delegates to 
the Northern Baptist Convention shall be members of the organization 
during the périod of their appointment; 

(b) To regulate its expenditures in accordance with a budget to be 
annually approved by the Finance Committee of the Convention; 

(c) To solicit funds only on the approval of the Convention,-or of its 
Finance Committee given between the annual meetings of the Convention. 


(d) To incur no indebtedness without the previous approval of the 
Convention, or of its Finance Committee. 


(e) To submit its books and accounts to the inspection of the Finance’ 
Committee of the Convention; to prepare its budgets and to make its 
financial reports in such form as the General Board of Promotion shall 
request. 

Sec. 3. The Convention, through its Executive Committee and General 
Board of Promotion, will aid in raising funds needed to carry on the 
work of each cooperating organization. 
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Sec. 4. Cooperation between the Convention and a cooperating organiza- 
tion shall be terminated on the expiration of a year after written notice 
of a desire to terminate cooperation shall have been given by one to 
the other. 

ARTICLE VIL 


BOARDS 


Section 1. (a) There shall be a General Board of Promotion whose duty 
it shall be, always subject to such regulations as the Convention may from 
time to time adopt, to prepare and present to the Finance Committee of 
the Convention by the first day of March in each year a combined budget 
of the Convention and its cooperating organizations; to make advisory 
recommendations respecting the budgets of the affiliating organizations 
and such standard City Mission Societies as are in Class A as that class 
is defined by the Standing Resolution of the Convention; to recom- 
mend the amount to be apportioned to each of the affiliating organi- 
zations, and to communicate to the Apportionment Committee of each of 
said organizations the amount apportioned to it; to hire and lease in the 
name of the Convention such property, both real and personal, as may be 
necessary for the purposes of the Board; to pledge the credit of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in borrowing funds necessary to the prosecu- 
tion of any work duly authorized by the Convention or its Executive 
Committee; to disseminate among the constituency of the Convention 
information concerning the work of the Convention, its Boards and its 
cooperating and affiliating organizations, and of the Ministers and Mis- 
sionaries Benefit Board; to aid in developing a spirit of beneficence among 
the constituency; to devise and promote ways and means for raising the 
money necessary for the prosecution of the work of all the organizations 
last mentioned; to receive all moneys raised for the prosecution of such 
work; to attend to the distribution of such money or property as may 
come into its hands, and in conformity with any condition imposed by a 
donor and accepted by the organization for which the money or property 
may be received; in the prosecution of these ends to work in close confer- 
ence and cooperation with these organizations, and with the organizations 
affiliating with the Convention, to seek the cooperation of all these bodies 
and to avail themselves of the services of the officers of the cooperating 
organizations in presenting their work to the denomination. It shall make 
a full written report to the Convention at each of its meetings. 

The Board shall consist of (1) The President of the Northern Baptist 
Convention; (2) four members of the Executive Committee of the Con- 
vention, to be elected by the Committee; (3) an administrative officer and 
three members of the Board of Managers of each cooperating organization, 
each Board to elect its own representatives; (4) an administrative officer 
and three managers of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, to 
be elected by its Managers; (5) ati administrative officer and three mem- 
bers of the Board of Education, to be elected by that Board; (6) an 
administrative officer of each affiliating organization, and one other mem- 
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ber (pastor, layman, or woman) of a church within the organization, both 
to be elected by the latter; (7) a representative of each Standard City 
Mission Society in said “Class A,” to be elected by the Society; and (8) 
thirty-six members at large, to be appointed by the Executive Committee 
of the Convention. Of each class of twelve appointed in any year, at least 
six shall be laymen, and at least four shall be women. If at the time of 
his election the Executive Secretary be not a member of the Board he 
shall become such by virtue of his election. 


(b) The members of the General Board of Promotion named in the 
preceding subdivisions (2), (3), (4), and (5) shall be elected on the 
Wednesday before the fourth Sunday in June or as soon thereafter as 
practicable, and each shall serve from the time of his election until the close 
of the next annual meeting and until his successor is elected. 


(c) The members named in the preceding subdivisions (6) and (7) 
shall be elected annually and each shall serve until his successor is elected. 

(d) One-third of the thirty-six members named in the preceding sub- 
division (8) shall be appointed annually and each shall serve until his 
successor is elected. 

Sec. 2. A vacancy in the General Board of Promotion caused by the 
death, resignation, or refusal to act of an elected member, except a 
member at large, shall be filled at its next meeting by the body electing 
such member; but a vacancy caused by the death, resignation, or refusal to 
‘act of any member at large may be filled by the Board itself, the person 
so elected to hold office until the close of the next meeting of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 3. On the adoption of this by-law the Executive Committee shall 
appoint as members of the General Board of Promotion: 

(a) The representatives of each affiliating organization. 

For such appointments its chief Executive Board may present nomina- 
tions, but if any such Executive Board shall fail so to do the delegation 
from the unrepresented State Convention may present such nominations 
to the Executive Committee. 


(b) The representative of each Standard City Mission’ Society in said 
eae ass) Awe 

Each person thus appointed by the Executive Committee shall hold 
office until his successor is elected by the organization which he repre- 
sents; which election shall take place at the first regular meeting of such 
organization after the adoption of this by-law. 


Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall divide the affiliating organiza- 
tions and also the City Mission Societies named in the preceding sub- 
divisions (6) and (7) into three equal classes, as near as may be. The 
representatives of the affiliating organizations and of the City Mission 
Societies in the first class shall serve for three years from their election 
by the organization which they represent; those in the second class shall 
serve for two yeats; those in the third class shall serve for one year; and 
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those thereafter elected as successors to those whose terms of office expire 
shall serve for three years. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall appoint the following Standing Committees: a 
Budget Committee; an Apportionment Committee; an Administrative 
Committee; such other committees as the Board may from time to time 
deem necessary. 

Sec. 6. The Budget Committee shall consist of nine persons, a ma- 
jority of whom shall be laymen. 

Sec. 7. The Appropriations Committee shall consist of a representative 
from each of the following bodies: the Executive Committee of the Con- 
vention, the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, the Board of 
Education, the Board of Managers of each of the cooperating organiza- 
tions, a city church, a rural church, and a State Convention Appor- 
tionment Committee, together with an administrative officer of a State 
Convention. 

Sec. 8. The Administrative Committee shall consist of seventeen mem- 
bers of the General Board of Promotion, as follows: one representative, 
not a salaried officer, of each of the cooperating organizations, of the 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board and of the Board of Education, 
two representatives of the State Conventions, and one representative of 
the Standard City Mission Societies, each of said representatives to be 
nominated by the body or bodies to be represented, and one representative 
of Schools and Colleges and six additional members to be appointed by 
the Board. Of the six additional members, two must be women, two must 
be laymen, and two must be pastors. 

Sec. 9. Of the members first appointed to the Budget and Apportion- 
ment Committees respectively, one-third shall serve to the close of the 
next annual meeting, one-third to the close of the second annual meeting, 
and one-third to the close of the third annual meeting of the Board, and 
thereafter there shall be appointed annually one-third of the number of 
the members to serve for three years. The mentbers of the Administra- 
tive Committee shall be appointed at the first meeting of the Board to serve 
to the close of the next annual meeting, and thereafter the committee 
shall be appointed annually to serve to the close of the next annual meeting. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the General Board of Promotion: 


(a) To recommend a combined budget for the Convention and _ its 
cooperating organizations for the next ensuing fiscal year, and also the 
amount to be apportioned to each of the affiliating organizations, and to 
communicate to the Apportionment Committee of each such organization 
the amount apportioned to it. 

(b) Not less than three months before the annual meeting of the Board, 
through the Executive Secretary, to request from each affiliating organiza- 
tion and each Standard City Mission Society in said “ Class A,” a report of 
its proceedings, its proposed budget for the next ensuing fiscal year, and 
other information respecting its plans. Each affiliating organization shall 
be requested also to make recommendations respecting moneys proposed or 
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necessary to be raised by or for the denominational educational institu- 
tions in the State, and concerning any other contemplated financial 
campaign. The Board may express its judgment upon and may make 
recommendations respecting these budgets and campaigns. 


(c) To report its proceedings to the Executive Committee, to the Board 
of Managers of each of the cooperating organizations, to the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, to the Board of Education, to each 
affiliating organization, to the State Boards of Finance and Promotion, 
and to the Standard City Mission Societies. It shall also make a full 
report to the Convention at its next annual meeting. 


Sec. 11. Always subject to such regulations as the Convention may 
from time to time adopt, the Board may adopt by-laws for its government 
which are not inconsistent with the Act of Incorporation or the by-laws 
of the Convention, and also may elect its own Treasurer and other officers 
and define the duties of such other officers. It shall report annually to 
the Convention. 

Sec. 12. The Treasurer of the Board, under its instructions, shall re- 
ceive all moneys raised for the prosecution of the work of the Northern 
Baptist Convention, of its cooperating organizations, of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, and of the Board of Education, by means 
of such collecting agencies as may be appointed by these bodies in 
cooperation with the General Board of Promotion. He shall keep an 
accurate account of all moneys received by him and of the sources from 
which they were derived, and shall deposit and pay them out on the 
direction of the Board or of the Administrative Committee, and when- 
ever required by them shall make a written financial report. 


Sec. 13. The Administrative Committee of the Board shall appoint 
annually a member of the Board to act as an additional member of the 
Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. 


ARTICLE VII 


AFFILIATING ORGANIZATIONS 


Section 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention any 
Baptist State Convention in any State represented in the Convention may 
become an afhliating organization. 

Sec. 2. An affiliating organization should agree: 

(a) To adopt the following statement of its objects: 

o> promote inthe (State Ofa.na,-eeiecedee the preaching of the gospel, 
ministerial and general education, the establishment, maintenance, and 
assistance of Baptist churches and Bible schools, and the care of worthy 
pastors, their wives or widows, and their dependent children. 

To give expression to the opinions of its constituency upon moral, 
religious, and denominational matters, to promote denominational unity 
and efficiency in efforts for the evangelization of the world, to support 
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earnestly the work of cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and by affiliation with that Convention to promote its plans 
and work. 

(b) To provide for the promotion of these objects by thorough and 
efficient organization. 

(c) To appoint an Apportionment Committee whose duty it shall be to 
receive from the Apportionment Committee of the General Board of 
Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention the statement of the 
amount apportioned by the latter to the territory of the State Conven- 
tion, to add to that amount the sum adopted by the State Convention for 
all other objects, and to apportion the aggregate amount equitably among 
the churches of the territory of the State Convention and to notify each 
church of the amount apportioned to it. District Secretaries of the 
organizations cooperating with the Northern Baptist Convention and the 
Secretary of each State Convention shall be advisory members of the 
Apportionment Committee for the territory of each State Convention. 

(d) To become the agent of the Northern Baptist Convention in dis- 
seminating within the territory of the State Convention information con- 
cerning the work of the Northern Baptist Convention and its cooperating 
organizations and in raising money for said Convention and cooperating 
organizations; working in these matters under the general direction of the 
Administrative Committee of the General Board of Promotion of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

(e) To present each year to the General Board of Promotion of the 
Northern Baptist Convention its proposed budget of receipts and expendi- 
tures for the next ensuing fiscal year for the consideration and counsel 
of such Board. 

(f) To arrange with the Administrative Committee of the General 
Board of Promotion for an equitable division of expenses of the work of 
the State Board of Finance and Promotion between the State Conventions 
represented and the Northern Baptist Convention. 


ARTICLE VIII 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Section 1. On all ballots for officers and for members of the Executive 
Committee there shall be reserved a space after the name of the nominee 
for each office, and after the names of the nominees for the Executive 
Committee, in which spaces may be inserted the name or names of any 
other person or persons to be voted for, as the case may be. 

Sec. 2. (a) When any motion is pending before the Convention, its 
consideration may be temporarily suspended by a motion that a vote 
on the subject shall be taken by the delegations from the States, and 
such a motion shall be deemed carried when supported by one-fifth 
of the delegates voting; and upon the report of the result by States a 
motion to concur shall be in order; and in case it shall be decided in 
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the affirmative, the matter shall be deemed settled; but if the Convention 
votes not to concur, the matter shall be dismissed from further considera- 
tion at that meeting of the Convention. 


(b) On a vote by States, each State shall be entitled to as many votes 
as it has State Conventions and an additional vote for every ten thousand 
members of Baptist churches within each State Convention in affiliation 
with the Northern Baptist Convention. 


If in any State there be no State Convention in affiliation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention, but theré be in such State twenty-five 
Baptist churches which contribute money for said Convention and its 
cooperating organizations, said State shall be entitled to one vote and 
an additional vote for every ten thousand members of such contributing 
churches. 


(c) The vote of each delegation from a State shall be determined by 
the majority of its delegates voting. 


(d) A motion to vote by States shall be in order at any time while 
a motion is pending, shall not be debatable, and shall not close debate 
on the original motion. 


(e) For use at each annual meeting the Statistical Secretary shall 
prepare a statement of the number cf votes to which each State shall be 
entitled according to the best denominational statistics available. The 
statement thus prepared, when approved by the Executive Committee, shall 
be authoritative. 


ARTICLE IX 


AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended at any annual meeting of the Con- 
vention, either on the recommendation of the Executive Committee, given 
at a previous session of the Convention at which such amendment is sub- 
mitted, or after written notice of the proposed amendment, given at a 
previous annual meeting and signed by at least twenty-five delegates, 
representing not less than five States.

Resolved, That all debatable motions shall be reduced to writing, and 
be in the hands of the Recording Secretary before a vote by the Con-

NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF COMMITTEES 


Resolved, That, when the time for electing committees at the first 
afternoon session is reached, a recess of thirty minutes shall be taken 
to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Convention to 
meet, organize, and nominate to the Convention the committeemen on the 
Committees on Order of Business, on Nominations, on Selection of a 
Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on Resolutions. The mem- 
bers of the Committee on Nominations shall be nominated by ballot. 

That, at the close of the recess, the Recording Secretary of the Con- 
vention shall call the roll of States; that the chairman of each delegation, 
from his place on the floor, shall announce the names of the committeemen 
nominated to the Convention (a list of names having previously been sent 
to the Secretary’s table) ; and that then the Convention shall proceed to 
the election of the committees thus nominated. 

Immediately after the election, it shall be the duty of the President 
to announce the rooms in which the several committees so elected shall 
meet on adjournment of the session. The convener of each committee 
shall be the committeeman from the State or territory in which the 
Convention is meeting, or, in his absence, the committeeman from the 
State or territory in which the Convention met the previous year.

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(1) That the debate now close, that the Convention recess for fifteen 
minutes to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Conven- 
tion to meet in their designated places on the floor of the Convention to 
take the vote, and that at the close of the recess the vote be reported to

In case the second of these motions should prevail, debate on the main 
question may continue at the pleasure of the Convention, but a motion to 
close the debate shall be in order at any time.

A Society of Class A is an incorporated Society located in a city having 
a population of 500,000 or more, or having at least ten thousand members 
of Baptist churches, and which expends annually not less than $10,000. 


Such a Society must annually submit its budget to the General Board 
of Promotion, must report annually its receipts and expenditures to the 
Convention of the State with which the Society is affiliated, and must 
maintain an office with an executive officer. 

A Society of Class B is an incorporated Society located in a city having 
a population of from 100,000 to 500,000 and which expends annually not 
less than $5000. 


Such a Society must annually submit its budget to the State Convention 
with which the Society is affiliated and must maintain an office with an

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THE CONVENTION MINUTES 


FIRST SESSION, Wednesday, June 14, 1922, 9.30 A. M. 


1. The Convention was called to order by President Mrs. W. 
A. Montgomery. 

2. The delegates stood in memory of the late ex-President 
E. L. Tustin, and Pres. C. A. Barbour, of New York, offered 
prayer.

SecTrion 2. COMMITTEE SERVICE 


(1) Meetings. The Committee held frequent meetings during the Con- 
vention at Des Moines. It met also in Indianapolis, November 3, 1921, 
with thirty members present; and in Chicago, March 9, 1922, with twenty- 
six members present. All absentees from both meetings sent regrets. 

(2) Bereavements. Our denomination has been greatly bereaved in the 
death of Hon. Ernest L. Tustin. He loved the kingdom of God, was a 
devoted servant of our Lord Jesus Christ, and during his term of office, 
in spite of physical suffering, gave himself with great consecration to the 
interests of our Convention.

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During the year, Rev. A. L. Snell, of Dover, N. H., passed away before 
he had had an opportunity to serve as a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee. The vacancy was filled by the election of Mr. Fred T. Field, of 
Boston, Mass. 

(3) Financial. The Executive Committee has tried to keep the ex- 
penses of administration to the lowest possible sum. No salary has ever 
been paid to any Convention officer. The members of the Committee at- 
tend the Convention at their own expense. The Committee is considering 
the possibility of holding only one meeting between the Convention ses- 
sions, thereby reducing expenses. 

(4) Recognitions. The Committee voted to recognize as Standard City 
Mission Societies: The Kansas City Baptist City Mission Society, Class 
A; the Baptist Union of Rochester and Monroe County, Class A; and the 
Federated Baptist Churches of Indianapolis, Class B.

Section 4 TRANSPORTATION 


During the year the calls upon our transportation management have in- 
creased. The railroad authorities have received our requests favorably, 
for which we are grateful. 

Many railroad executives and other officers appreciate the fact that the 
work of our missionaries and representatives is contributing to the wel- 
fare of those who live along their lines and promotes good citizenship and 
general betterment of all kinds. In aiding our efforts they believe they are

Ill. CHANGE IN THE PLACE OF THIS MEETING 


SECTION 7 


_ The exigencies of the New World Movement and general conditions 
‘in our denomination have been of great concern to all loyal Baptists. 
While the general sentiment favored a change in the meeting-place of 
this Convention from Seattle to some point more central to our Baptist 
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population, the first suggestion of such a change came from Seattle itself. 
No words can adequately express the unselfish considerations in the heart 
of the brother who made the suggestion entirely in the interest of our 
Convention work. Nothing more magnanimous could have occurred. 
Resolutions from ministers’ conferences, and large numbers of letters from 
individuals residing in different parts of our territory urged that this 
meeting be held in a place more accessible to our denomination. It was 
discovered that the desire of our constituency was overwhelmingly in 
favor of a change. ‘The brethren in Seattle, when this sentiment was 
communicated to them, acted with rare generosity. They were fully pre- 
pared to entertain the Convention, and coveted our presence. Neverthe- 
less, with true Christian spirit they sacrificed personal desires for the sake 
of what they were convinced would be for the benefit of our work. Mean- 
while the brethren in Indianapolis with equally unselfish enthusiasm ex- 
tended a hearty invitation to the Convention. Too much praise cannot be 
given to them for their earnestness. The Executive Committee was in- 
formed by letters and telegrams of the entire situation. The Secretaries 
of all our cooperating organizations and of our boards were likewise 
consulted. Unanimously the members of the Executive Committee and 
the Secretaries of these denominational organizations approved the change 
of the place of meeting from Seattle to Indianapolis. The time of meet- 
ing was fixed by the ability of the Indianapolis brethren to secure hotel 
accommodations and a place for the Convention sessions. The Executive 
Committee recommends, That the Convention approve its action in chang- 
ing the place of meeting for this Convention. 


IV. CHANGES IN THE BY-LAWS 
Section 8 


The Executive Committee recommends the following changes in the 
By-laws: 


(1) That Article I, Section 1 (a) be amended to read as follows: 


“(a) Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one dele- 
gate and one additional delegate for every one hundred members, pro- 
vided the church during the year immediately preceding the annual naeet- 
ing of the Convention shall have {made a contribution of money for the] 
work of at least one of the cooperating organizations of the Convention, 
or for the work of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, or for the work of the Board of Education 
of the Northern Baptist Convention.” 


(2) That Article III, Section 1, be amended to read as follows: 


“The Convention shall meet annually on the Wednesday before the 
first Sunday in June, at such place as shall be fixed by the Convention. 
For a special reason the Executive Committee on conference with the 
Boards of Managers of the cooperating organizations may designate 
some other place or some other time for the annual meeting.” 
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(3) In Article IV, Section 11, in the sentence beginning, “The final 
report of the Committee,” that there be inserted after the word “ pre- 
sented,” the words “in printed form’; and in the same sentence after 
the words “morning session of the,” the words “day prior to the,” so 
that the whole sentence shall read: “ The final report of the Committee 
shall be presented in printed form, not later than at the morning session 
of the day prior to the last day on which the Convention meets.”

President’s Address 


The delegates to the Northern Baptist Convention of 1922 face the 
most serious condition and the most momentous questions that have ever 
confronted a Northern Baptist Convention. I am sure that we are all 
sobered by the weight of responsibility that is ours. Our children’s chil- 
dren will look back to this hour and judge us by what we do. If we are 
small, or weak, or cowardly, if we are swayed by passion or prejudice 
or take counsel of our fears, they will write down our failure with shame 
and sorrow.. We must not disappoint the present; we must not fail the 
future. The times summon every delegate to draw on his resources of 
spiritual’ power; the occasion summons him to lay aside childish things 
and really to be, during the days just ahead of iis, the man he longs to be. 

‘We meet as Baptists. We have a great history. We are trustees for 
great principles. We face great opportunities. We are not sufficiently 
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conscious of our history and the notable contribution we have made to 
the cause of individual liberty, civil and religious. There was dedicated 
in Washington, recently, a memorial to Roger Williams. The President 
of the United States turned the first spadeful of earth when they laid the 
foundation of the Roger Williams Memorial Church. Charles Evans 
Hughes, the Secretary of State, delivered a great oration on the contribu- 
tion of the individualist to the development of America at the laying of 
the corner-stone, and President Mullins, of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, preached an uplifting sermon. We Baptists may be proud of our 
history. 

We are trustees of some great principles, never more needed by the 
world than now. Let us not betray them. We Baptists are the recognized 
democrats of the Protestant world. The local church is our depository 
of ecclesiastical authority. The Association has no authority over ‘the 
local church; the State Convention has no authority over the Association ; 
and the Northern Baptist Convention has no authority over the State 
Convention. All these are voluntary cooperative associations created for 
the sake of greater effectiveness in the business of the kingdom. But as 
democrats we regard the right to cooperate as equally sacred with the 
right to differ. It is ours to prove that without abandoning our democracy 
we can learn to stand shoulder to shoulder in the cooperative prosecution 
of the great tasks of the kingdom. 

These principles of ours, the independence of the local church, the 
competency of the ordinary man to come to God directly without the 
assistance or oversight of priest or bishop, the absolute separation of 
Church and State, and the civic and spiritual freedom of the individual 
conscience, have some direct and practical applications to which I venture 
to call the attention of the delegates. 

There has been much talk about the necessity of issuing some Baptist 
statement of faith. Some are violently opposed to this; others ardently 
long for it. Will it not help both parties to remember that, as President 
Mullins has said, the thing to emphasize in any such confession of faith 
is that it must be voluntary in its adoption and in its operation? We 
have no body of delegates with power to impose upon our churches a 
confession of faith or a creedal statement. Certainly the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention has no such power, nor has any State Convention or 
Association, nor any other group of people. Much light is thrown upon 
the question by the study of our history. There were many statements 
of faith issued by various groups of Baptists during the seventeenth cen- 
tury. Every one of them was put forth for the purpose of enlightening 
the public regarding the real aims and beliefs of Baptists; not one was 
formulated to be an authoritative statement to which Baptist churches 
must conform. 

The famous New Hampshire Confession itself was never adopted by 
the State Convention which appointed the committee that framed it. It 
spread from church to church voluntarily. Now if the Northern Baptist 
Convention should appoint a committee to draw up a Baptist statement 
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of faith, we should never allow the committee to report back to the 
Convention, we should never formally adopt the report as our official 
statement. We should allow the committee sufficient funds to give 
publicity to the statement and leave it in the hands of the local church 
to do as it did with the New Hampshire confession, modify, or abridge, 
or adopt bodily as it sees fit. For us Baptists to have an official con- 
fession of faith would come perilously near to abandoning one of our 
fundamental principles. 

It is hoped that, if we do direct a committee to draw up a statement of 
belief, it may be brief, expressed in simple, plain, non-theological terms, 
and that it may emphasize the principles for which our denomination 
stands. It is to be hoped that able men, representative of the various 
phases of thought among us, may be appointed upon the committee, and 
that they may take time enough to formulate a statement that in eleva- 
tion of thought and felicity of expression may worthily record the appre- 
hension of our own generation of the truths of the gospel of Jesus. 

We face great opportunities, too great for us rightly to measure them. 
One hundred million people in Europe, as the result of the war, have 
religious liberty for the first time. Our distressed brethren in many 
lands need us to help them set up the standard of a free Church in a free 
State. In Latvia, Poland, Belgium, France, Czechoslovakia, Russia, Spain, 
and Italy there are opportunities such as had not entered into our fathers’ 
hearts to conceive, waiting for us to enter in and possess them. But we 
need to ask ourselves soberly a question. Have we, ourselves, a firm hold 
of the principle of toleration and religious freedom so that we can help 
them to establish it? Are we free from religious intolerance and bigotry? 
Pray God that we may purge ourselves of any root of bitterness and 
rise to the fulness of this great opportunity. 

From all sections of our mission fields comes the news of rising tides 
of evangelism that are lifting our missionary enterprise on their mighty 
billows. Is this a time for us to diminish our aid when from Assam, 
from Burma, from India, from Africa, from China and Japan and the 
Philippines, come tidings of nations in commotion prepared for Zion’s 
war? If we look to our own beloved America the prospect is the same. 
The time demands of us such a program for home missions and city 
missions as shall enable Baptists to do their share in making America 
truly Christian. The Sunday school world is wakening to a new sense 
of responsibility for the moral welfare of our nation. To our Publica- 
tion Society we have entrusted our most precious possessions, our chil- 
dren. To it we commit religious education, and to it we must also give 
the funds for a tremendous advance. The only limit to the opportunity 
is the spirit of the churches. The summons is clear to go in and possess 
the land. 

One of the great topics that will engage the attention of the delegates 
is the prosecution of the New World Movement. We are not unique in 
having such a movement. We share with our Protestant brethren of 
every name the impulse and the determination to attempt vastly greater 
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things for Christ than we have ever dared to dream before. The Cen- 
tenary Movement of the Methodists, the New Era Movement of the 
Presbyterians, the Seventy-five Million Movement of Southern Baptists, 
the New World Movement of the United Presbyterians, and similar 
enterprises of the Lutherans, the Episcopalians, and the Congregationalists, 
are all outward and visible signs of a great spiritual awakening on the 
part of the churches. Those who cannot discern the signs of the times 
see nothing in these great heroic enterprises but the ‘“ commercializing 
of religion” because forsooth we strive to bring into the treasury sums 
adequate to prosecute the tasks of the kingdom in the great new day. 

One of the good heritages that came to us out of war was the 
consciousness that we must either, as a soldier boy expressed it, “put 
up or shut up,” that we could not continue to sing 


“The Light of the world is Jesus,” 


“Jesus shall reign where’er the sun 
Does his successive journeys run,” 


and contribute only our loose change to make him King and Lord. We 
must either abandon our claim of his supremacy and our devotion to his 
cause, or square our gifts with our claims. 

Every one of these great denominational crusades has fallen on evil 
days. Each one of them is halted with the vision only partially realized. 
The voice of criticism is heard, deceit and distrust and disloyalty have 
their say. Greed speaks only too loudly in many of the objections that 
are made; but in’ spite of all, the movements move, the cause goes on, 
the standards of giving on the part of the church are raised, a new 
vision of the supreme value of Jesus and his gospel to the world is gained. 

We look so often at the difficulties and disappointment of our present 
denominational situation, let us look rather at our achievements and 
take courage. : 

In a few years we have raised the per capita gifts of our denomination 
to benevolences and education from less than two dollars per annum to 
more than ten. This brings us well up toward the front among the big. 
denominations, but leaves us still humble when we compare ourselves, 
for example, with the United Presbyterians, who have $21.50 per capita 
for similar causes. Let us push steadily forward to make a vigorous 
campaign for stewardship, including the tithing of our incomes, and to 
draw into the blessed fellowship of the New World Movement all the 
churches, 

We Baptists have only just begun to give. We are able to do vastly 
more than we have done. If our annual income is only equal to the 
average income of Americans—and who would doubt that we are above 
the average in thrift and industry—then we receive an annual income 
of a billion dollars. If all Baptists tithed we could give one hundred 
million dollars a year. Malachi’s prophetic voice is contemporary: “ Will 
a man rob God? Yet ye say, wherein have we robbed thee? In tithes 
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and offerings. Bring ye all the tithes into the storehouse, and test me 
now, says Jehovah, if I will not open you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing that there shall not be room enough to receive it.” 

A frank word ought to be spoken in behalf of the New World Move- 
ment, for there has been much unintelligent and misinformed criticism 
regarding it. It was unanimously adopted at the Denver convention, 
and in that decision the Buffalo and Des Moines conventions concurred 
by overwhelming votes. The General Board of Promotion is not an 
arbitrary power that seeks to impose from above upon the denomination 
plans and purposes. It is the servant of the denomination, created by 
the denomination, elected democratically by the chosen delegates of each 
State, and is representative of every section of the country and of every 
group in our constituency. 

_ The criticism directed at the finances of the movement goes equally 
wide of the mark. We are working under a budget system. Every penny 
that the Board of Promotion spends is definitely budgeted for it by the 
national finance committee and upon recommendation as authorized by 
the Convention. The same is true of each cooperating Board and Society. 

Yet the mass of criticism has retarded the movement. The persistent 
stinging and nagging of petty accusations, the irresponsible statements, 
the wild charges have been believed by many people, confidence has been 
- weakened, and a great amount of money diverted to other channels, with 
the result that our national Societies are gravely embarrassed and their 
work halted. 

Brethren, are we big enough Enh) a cooperative movement? Has our 
Christian democracy learned the lesson that the political democracy of 
the United States has learned—to acquiesce in the decisions of the ma- 
jority? Our American nation fights things out at the polls, then adopts 
the successful candidate as the president of all the people, and goes on 
quietly for four years. South American nations do not so accept de- 
cisions, but are in a continual broil of revolution. Which model do we 
tend to approximate? I confess to you that nothing has been more dis- 
heartening to me than the apparent inability or unwillingness of an in- 
fluential minority of our people to accept policies and methods decided 
upon by our conventions by overwhelming majorities, and to give them 
a fair trial. 

If we cannot learn to subordinate voluntarily personal views and pref- 
erences to the decision of the majority, if we cannot learn to be good 
losers, if we cannot cooperatively play the game, then the outlook for our 
Christian democracy is dark indeed. 

But I am persuaded better things of you. I believe we can learn to do 
team-work. I believe we can learn the art and practise of cooperation. 
I believe that nothing could induce this denomination to go back to the 
old incompetent days of competition between causes. I believe that we 
are going forward. 

But we must change our tactics. The last few years have been the story 
of successive scrappings of machinery. We scrapped the Laymen’s Move- 
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ment. We scrapped the women’s organizations. We scrapped the ap- 
portionment plan, and now many voices are glibly raised saying, “ Let us 
arise and scrap the Board of Promotion.” 


STOP! LOOK! LISTEN! 


Every such scrapping means a loss of power. Every scrapping means a 
very painful period of readjustment. Every scrapping leaves bitter feel- 
ings behind it. 

Far better, let us begin to conserve. Let us mend and modify, if need 
be; but let such a mandate go forth from this convention for the continua- 
tion and strengthening of the New World Movement as shall unify and 
hasten our purpose. 

Let us get behind our leaders. We have magnificent leaders. Let us 
not cut the heart out of them by our carping criticism. Let us get behind 
them and go with them to victory. 

A question that should receive the attention of the Convention is that 
relating to our schools. Education is the breath of life to a democracy. 
Free public and compulsory education is one of the corollaries to the 
declaration of independence. Autocracies can get on very well with edu- 
cation in authority and ignorance in the mass, but our policy demands an 
educated laity, and not less an educated ministry. We Baptists must be- 
come enthusiasts for education. Our twenty-two colleges and twenty 
academies and seven seminaries are our seed-corn for the future, they 
are our bank deposit, they are our insurance policy! 

We get nine times as many candidates for the ministry from our de- 
nominational colleges as from all others; five missionaries come to us 
from denominational colleges to one that we get from other schools. 

To keep these colleges standardized, well equipped, fully up to grade, 
to assure that their influence shall be Christian and only Christian, is the 
most important task facing the denomination. Let us correct any faults 
that may exist, but let us not so frighten our people with wild and un- 
founded criticism that they withhold their generous support and patronage 
from our schools. 

We Baptists must recognize our need of education. We have to take 
our place humbly at the foot of the class. All the big denominations 
stand above us in the proportionate number of students that they send to 
college. Our ministers must preach on education. We must urge ‘ambi- 
tious boys and girls to get an education.. We must help to make it 
possible for them to go to college. : 

If we take a narrow or a reactionary policy at this time we may 
alienate the sympathy of our student body, we may drive out from us 
the’ very ones whom we shall need to be our leaders for the future. 

We must not create the impression that democracy in religion means 
smallness of vision and lack of sympathy with generous and progressive 
aims. I glory in the fact that our New World Movement nationalizes 
our educational enterprises as it does our Standard City Mission ‘societies. 
Always before we have regarded education as a local interest. We have

left poor and small constituencies to get their support for their colleges 
where they could; these little colleges that furnish so big a share of the 
leadership of the nation! 

In the New World Movement the whole denomination mothers every 
one of its schools and colleges. 

Three great civic questions should receive the attention of this conven- 
tion—International Peace, the Enforcement of the Eighteenth Amendment, 
and Industrial Relations. 

“To rally and to mobilize the whole church of every nation for a solid 
leadership against the pernicious theory of war is the supreme task just 
now,” says a great leader. There is plenty of sentiment against war in 
our churches. We must make it intelligent, effective, determined, ready 
to cooperate with other Christian bodies, full of international passion. 

The outpouring of purpose on the part of the churches was the great 
surprise of the Conference for the Limitation of Armament in Wash- 
ington. More than thirteen million persons expressed themselves in favor 
of limitation of armament, or of even more drastic measures. 

The church must not go to sleep now. We must watch our legislature, 
State and national. We must petition, write letters, and send telegrams 
whenever occasion justifies. We must meet war propaganda with anti- 
war education. The outbreak of the World War found the church di- 
vided, impotent, with no clear testimony. The reproach of that war is 
upon us. We must rouse ourselves to realize that only the first skirmish 
in the war to end war has been fought, that we are entering upon a long, 
hard campaign. We must believe that the power to put away war lives 
in that living faith that has destroyed slavery, and given a death-blow to 
the liquor traffic. It lives in the Christian church, be it nowhere else. Let 
our Baptist people make their full weight felt in the furtherance of this 
mighty cause. 

The temperance forces of the nation need to be awake and alert as 
never before. The attacks of the liquor forces are becoming bolder. 
They are drawing to their aid many of the thoughtless and the self- 
indulgent. If the Volstead Act is to be sustained, we church people must 
be up and doing. Our supreme political duty lies here. We must over- 
ride party lines and break political ties, if need be, in the defense of a 
sober action. Much of our most effective work can be done in the small 
political units. Publicity in country weeklies, educational articles in 
small town dailies, interviewing of candidates, and the direct religious 
agencies of prayer-meetings and church assemblies must all be called 
into the field. 

The most difficult questions are those that center around industrial re- 
lationships. The church of Jesus Christ, which is also the church of Jesus 
the Carpenter, holds in its keeping the key to unlock all difficulties. The 
adoption of the Golden Rule of Jesus as a working policy by employers 
and workers ; alike would replace the era of strike and lockouts by one of 
peaceful progress. The duty is laid upon Christians to think clearly and 
act sanely and live obediently in this troubled realm of human relationship. 
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The one thing that they cannot afford to do is to be inactive or unsympa- 
thetic spectators in the great struggle. Jesus Christ is King of Industry 
as well as King of Nations and King of Individuals. . 

Such, as I conceive it, are some of the tasks that confront ‘us. Shall 
we not rise to face them with courage and enthusiasm? Shall: we ‘not 
bury our prejudices and bring out our convictions? 

Our New World Movement was conceived in an hour of high enthu- 
siasm, it was born in prayer. Shall we not carry through to completion 
the noblest, the most daring, the most generous program that our denomi- 
nation has ever conceived of setting for itself? 

How our success will hearten every sister Christian body. How our 
completion of God’s great enterprise will deepen the springs of our own 
faith and quicken our consecration. I challenge you to find any church 
that has loyally cooperated in the New World Movement and done its 
best, that has not received into its own bosom far more than it has ever 
given, and that is not today rejoicing in new life. 

Brethren, we are in a great campaign. We have a war to fight for our 
Lord Jesus. We must not disagree! We must not fight each other! We 
must unite to win. 

Let this convention be founded and proceed and end in prayer. Satan 
is here. He longs to divide us. He rejoices when he sees Christian 
brethren in dissension. Nothing but prayer can defeat him. Let us 
gather in little groups and in our own closets, and pour our hearts before 
God. 


“Oh, send out thy light and thy truth; let them lead me; 
Let them bring me unto thy holy hill, 
And to thy tabernacles. 
Then will I go unto the altar of God, 
Unto God my exceeding joy; 
And upon the harp will I praise thee, O God, my God, 
Why art thou cast down, O my soul? 
And why art thou disquieted within me? 
Hope thou in God: for I shall yet praise him

42. The following report of the General Board of Promotion 
was presented by General Director, J. Y. Aitchison, who moved 
that the report be accepted and its recommendations adopted : 


Third Annual Report of the General Board of Promotion of the 
Northern Baptist Convention 


On April 30, 1922, Northern Baptists completed the third year of 
the New World Movement and the second year of active cooperation 
in a common task of unprecedented magnitude and achievements. 
We do well to recall briefly certain circumstances attending the origin 
of this united advance program. It grew out of a special request 
made at Atlantic City in 1918 by the Northern Baptist Convention— 
the organization created by the, Baptist churches of the North as the 
medium through which to give expression to their common purposes— 
that a careful study be made of the needs in all our fields of service. 
Its inauguration represented the will of Northern Baptists as ex- 
pressed by unanimous vote of the Convention in Denver in 1919. 
Thus the undertaking of advance work was approved by two Conven- 
tions. Since its operations began, the forward movement has been 
endorsed by two subsequent Conventions, at Buffalo and Des Moines. 
As clearly, therefore, as it is possible for them to express themselves, 
Northern Baptists have given approval to the principle of cooperation 
in furthering the interests of our common tasks. 

A campaign was conducted in the spring of 1920 which resulted in 
subscriptions amounting to about $48,725,000, payable within four 
years. During the year following, there was paid into the treasuries 
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of our denominational organizations $12,595,694. This represents the 
largest sum ever contributed by Northern Baptists in one year to 
the support of their missionary, educational, and other benevolent 
enterprises. 

The General Board of Promotion is the agency through which the 
denomination is responding to the larger needs of our work. Con- 
fusion has arisen in some quarters concerning the functions of the 
Board. From the first the duties of the Board have been clearly 
defined and set forth as follows: “To serve the denomination as the 
cooperating agency of the various boards, Societies, State Conven- 
tions, City Mission Societies, and educational institutions, for dissemi- 
nating information about them and raising money for them.” None 
of the administrative functions of the organizations has ever been 
assigned to or assumed by the Board of Promotion, Nor is the Board 
responsible for the policies or administrative operations of the organi- 
zations which it serves. This fact needs to be kept clearly in mind. 


RETURN TO SuRVEY Basis oF DISTRIBUTION 


A number of significant questions of policy have been determined 
during the year. At Des Moines the Board put itself on record as 
approving the principle that funds subscribed to the New World Move- 
ment should be distributed in accordance with the percentages contained 
in the Survey and that any necessary adjustments in behalf of particu- 
lar organizations must be regarded as temporary only. At the annual 
meeting in November the Board declared that the time had come for 
a return to the Survey percentages as a basis of distribution. These 
percentages were altered somewhat by voluntary agreement among the 
organizations themselves. The Board voted, however, to make special 
provision for the expenses of promotion and for the work of the State 
Conventions and City Mission Societies. The Board has never departed 
permanently from the original goal, which is that at the end of the five- 
year period each organization shall have received its pro-rata share of all 
distributable funds collected. 


DESIGNATED “GIFTS 


One of the most significant actions of the year was also taken at the 
November meeting on recommendation of the Committee on Adjust- 
ments. One of the policies of the Board which has been subjected to 
criticism has been the equalization of designated gifts from undesignated 
gifts so as to assure to each organization its full pro-rata share of all 
gifts. It was claimed that this plan in effect did not permit a donor to 
specify the object towards which his money should be devoted. Ih 
adopting this policy at the beginning of its work, the Board had before 
it the record of the joint home and foreign mission apportionments 
for several years and found that designated gifts had a tendency to 
equalize each other. Both the Home and Foreign Societies had followed 
the plan of equalizing the slight inequalities at the end of the year from 
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undesignated funds. At the inception of its work the Board of Promo- 
tion saw no reason why this plan should not be continued, since the 
genius of the movement was to conduct our whole program on a thor- 
oughly cooperative basis; and opposition to the policy did not appear at 
the beginning of the movement. In this method of handling funds we 
were also moving along the lines of experience which had proved so 
valuable during the war period. 

The action at the annual meeting in Indianapolis, by which it was pro- 
vided that designated gifts should go to the organization or group of 
organizations designated as an addition to the pro-rata share of undesig- 
nated funds, is cogent evidence that the Board conceives itself to be the 
servant of the denomination and therefore fully responsive to any popular 
demand for change of policy. 

Before this action was taken the statement was made in many quarters 
that large gifts from many donors were being withheld from the Move- 
ment because of what was called the “arbitrary attitude” of the Board. 
If this is true, the change of policy should make a material difference in 
the total income of all organizations in the future. The door is now 
open to any individual or church to contribute to any phase of the work 
desired and to no other. The payment of designated gifts to the organiza- 
tions specified, without equalization from undesignated funds, is being 
carried out strictly in accordance with the terms of the Indianapolis action. 


CAMPAIGNS For DESIGNATED GIFTS 


This change of policy immediately precipitated the question as to 
how far it would result in specialized appeals for designated gifts. It 
should be noted that while the action of the Board permitted unequalized 
designation of funds on the part of individuals and churches, it did not 
contemplate a change in the plan for united appeal for the work of all 
organizations. It was therefore provided that campaigns for designated 
gifts should be conducted only upon consent by the Administrative 
Committee. 

The Administrative Committee delegated a large share of its respon- 
sibility in this matter to its subcommittee on the Department of Special 
Gifts, in whose hands authority was placed temporarily to pass upon 
requests for special campaigns. This committee has taken its task 
seriously and given much time, consideration, and effort to the solution 
of the difficult problems with which it was faced. At the beginning the 
following principles were laid down as applicable to all such campaigns: 


“The annual budgets shall be emphasized as the first obligation 
resting upon the denomination. 
“The debts of the Societies shall be emphasized as the second obliga- 
tion resting upon the denomination. 
_ “In accordance with the spirit and plan of the cooperative program 
‘of the New World Movement, all participating organizations shall 
present, with their special appeal, the whole program to the churches. 
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Churches or individuals in accordance with the spirit of the Indianapolis 
vote in November, 1921, may designate their gifts for specific purposes 
included in the New World Movement.” 


Subject to these limitations, the committee has approved applications 
from State Conventions, City Mission Societies, educational institutions, 
Christian centers, philanthropic, and other organizations. In the case of 
organizations which were not originally included in the New World 
Movement and of those whose original askings were inadequate, these 
campaigns have only been made possible by the action of The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society in releasing from its original equipment 
askings its expectancy of $2,500,000, which under certain specified condi- 
tions these organizations are at liberty to seek to secure. Conditions 
have necessarily been laid upon these organizations limiting the nature 
of their appeal for such funds. Conditions have also been specified as 
to the manner in which funds so raised shall be credited. They must not 
form a part of the regular income of the Home Mission Society and 
hence of the unified budget, but must be designated at the time pledges 
or payments are made as additional to the regular income and specified 
for the particular object in question. Therefore, both in the raising and 
in the crediting of funds in connection with these special campaigns there 
is a different procedure from that which has prevailed in the cooperative 
program of the New World Movement from the first. 

Related to this matter is the significant action on the part of the Baptist 
Theological Union of Chicago in withdrawing, in the interest of the more 
urgent needs of other organizations, its rights of participation in the 
$100,000,000 Fund, except in so far as gifts may be specifically designated 
to its work. This offer has been accepted by the Administrative Com- 
mittee, and its provisions have been carried out. The fact that the trus- 
tees of the Theological Union have, after advice from their legal counsel, 
decided that they could withdraw their askings (with the exception of 
designated gifts) from the New World Movement and the fact that the 
Administrative Committee has formally consented to the withdrawal and 
accepted the money returned would seem to establish a precedent, the 
following of which relieves the denomination in part from the present 
embarrassing situation existing in many quarters and adds very materially 
to the spirit and effectiveness of the whole cooperative program. 


INCOME FROM Non-DonaTION SOURCES 


The question of the proper credits of income from legacies, matured 
annuities, and invested funds, has occasioned some difference of opinion. 
At its meeting on May 16, 1922, the Administrative Committee approved 
a set of principles recommended by a joint conference of administrative 
and legal representatives of the organizations. This action provides that 
the relation of funds of this character to the distributable funds due the 
various organizations should be determined after deducting from the 
askings of each organization the amount of its anticipated income for 
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the period from legacies, matured annuities, and invested funds. The 
anticipated income, it was decided, should be determined on the basis of 
five-eighths of the actual income from these sources for the eight years 
previous to April 1, 1919. The relation between the askings of each 
organization as thus reduced and the total remaining Survey askings 
determines the percentage of all distributable funds to which each organi- 
zation is entitled. Rules for the application of this principle have been 
approved by the Administrative Committee. 


ORGANIZATION 


During the past year the work of the Board has been carried on with 
an organization made up along the lines suggested by the report of the 
Committee on Correlation at Des Moines. The new Administrative 
Committee called for by that report was appointed at the annual meeting 
in November. It has held seven meetings, at intervals ranging from two 
weeks to two months. For the members of the Committee this has 
involved a considerable personal sacrifice of time and energy, which they 
generously have made. 

The Cabinet, as provided for in the Correlation Committee’s report, 
was organized and held its first meeting during the Convention last 
year. It has met at frequent intervals. Its members have given much 
time and effort to the problems and work of the Board. 

As recommended by the Committee on Correlation, the General Director, 
in addition to his other responsibilities, has been the executive head of 
three of the departments, namely, Stewardship, Special Gifts, and Life 
Work. - Dr. F. W. Padelford, the head of the Department of Publicity 
and Statistics, was on a leave of absence for seven months, during which 
time he served the denomination as a member of the special Educational 
Committee in the Far East. During the entire year Dr. Hugh A. Heath 
served as Executive Secretary of the Department of Conventions and 
Conferences and Dr. H. R. Greaves as Business Manager. 

It is with regret that we report the recent resignation of all three of 
these men. Doctor Heath responded to the urgent and repeated invitation 
of the Massachusetts Baptist Convention to resume his former relation- 
ship as General Secretary. He presented his resignation on April 4. 
His services terminated with the end of the fiscal year. During the 
course of his connection with the Board he has performed a service 
of great value in the supervision of its field work and in the maintenance 
of relations with the State Boards of Promotion. His going was a great 
loss to the work of our Board. 

In view of the present financial crisis in our denominational life and 
the necessity for immediate reduction of expenses, Mrs. L. Jesse P. 
Bishop, Associate Secretary of the Department of Conventions and Con- 
ferences, at the same time presented her resignation. At the earnest 
request of the Administrative Committee, Mrs. Bishop consented that 
action on her resignation be postponed until the meeting in Indianapolis. 
In view of her extremely valuable services to the Department, the Admin- 
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istrative Committee feels that the continuance of her telation to the 
work of the Board is greatly to be desired. 

With a desire to enable the Board to make such changes as might be 
deemed necessary in view of the financial condition of the denomination, 
Doctor Greaves presented his resignation at the meeting of the Adminis- 
trative Committee on May 16. He left the business affairs of the Board 
in a most satisfactory condition as the result of his two years’ work. 
Doctor Greaves developed an efficient system of accounting, administered 
the business affairs, and maintained relations with the banks in such a 
manner as to reflect great credit upon himself and the organization which 
he served. 

Doctor Padelford presented his resignation on April 4. It was accepted 
on May 16. As chairman of the committee which compiled the Survey 
and as head of the Department of Publicity and Statistics, Doctor Padel- 
ford has rendered an invaluable service in making accessible to Northern 
Baptists, to a degree heretofore unknown, information concerning the 
achievements, needs, opportunities, and responsibilities of the denomi- 
nation. 

Another member of the staff of the Department of Publicity and 
Statistics is also leaving the services of the Board. Miss Blanche Brace, 
who has had charge of the News Division of our work, closes her ser- 
vices on June 30. Miss Brace has rendered an outstanding service in 
that during the last two years the secular press has carried far more 
news regarding the work of the organizations participating in the New 
World Movement than has ever appeared during any previous period. 
It is with deep regret that it has been thought necessary to discontinue 
this division. 


DEPARTMENT OF CONVENTIONS AND CONFERENCES 


In the Department of Conventions and Conferences the work has been 
intensive in service, and extensive in activity. An effort has been made 
throughout the year to promote, in addition to the regular work of the 
Department, whatever field activities were suggested by the Administra- 
tive Committee, the Committee of Conference of the Women’s Societies, 
and the Committee on Denominational Objectives and Program. In the 
prosecution of this line of work it has been demonstrated anew that there 
are ever-widening areas of usefulness with each point of departure. 

Briefly reviewed, the work may be classified under three general heads: 
Relations with State Conventions; Missionary Deputation;. Field Work. 
This threefold task has not been vague or indefinite. 

The relationship’ with the States has been marked by Gkrtetiann fellow- 
ship and mutual helpfulness. The Secretaries and Directors of Promotion 
have manifested an understanding sympathy with the financial crisis of 
our national Societies and Boards, and the States voluntarily reduced 
budget askings from 100% ‘to 75%, leaving the total budgets of the States 
$231,209.56 instead of °$274,189.31, and voluntarily reduced their State 
promotional expenses. An‘ appropriation of $231,209.56 was made. to the 
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States for the year 1921-22 by the General Board of Promotion. There 
remained unclaimed on April 30, $26,544.76. In order to meet the chal- 
lenge of the “Finish the Task Campaign,” a sum of $42,500 was granted 
for special State campaigns; only $17,569.84 was actually used. 


MISSIONARY DEPUTATION 


Full and replete with interest are the reports of the work of the 
missionaries. Together secretaries and missionaries have reviewed facts, 
adjusted schedules, and modified programs with the organized purpose 
of reaching as far as possible the last church with the missionary message.

National speakers have contributed greatly to the efficiency of the 
deputation work. Mrs. Helen Barrett Montgomery, as President of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, filled sixty-five appointments and 
attended many conferences. Of the Administrative Committee, Mrs. 
George W. Coleman, Mrs. Nathan R. Wood, Mrs. H. E. Goodman, Dr. 
Frederick L. Anderson, Mr. Arthur M. Harris responded whole-heartedly 
to all appeals. Doctors Aitchison, Brooks, Barnes, Brink, Franklin, 
Greaves, Heath, and Lerrigo, Mr. Lipphard, and Doctor White, all worked 
to capacity during the strenuous days of the campaign. There were 328 
appointments filled, exclusive of those made by Mrs. Montgomery. In 
addition to this number, speakers have been sent to conventions when 
requested and have presented the work at 317 associations, besides local 
meetings, women’s basket-meetings, rallies, and house-parties. Provision 
was made in the budget for missionary conferences, and the sum of 
$14,273.57 was set aside for this item. Because of the exigencies of the 
campaign and fhe necessity for quick action, State, associational, and group 
conferences took the place of the regional conferences of the previous 
year. The cost of the deputation work for the year, aside from salaries 
and travel of regular field workers, was $11,381.53, making a total of 
$15,655.28. 

Fretp Work 


The field force has been doing valiant service with great acceptance. 
Each with his or her own special gift, they have gone out as one in 
faith and courage, meeting grave problems with vigor of expression, with 
a love for the whole task and a loyalty to the denomination which they 
serve. The following have been in continuous service: Rev. W. H. 
Bowler, Dr. M. D. Eubank, Dr. J. E. Norcross, Dr. Frank Peterson, Dr. 
A. M. Petty, Dr. A. W. Rider, Rev. S. R. Vinton, Miss Elsie Kappen, 
Mrs. A. L. Wadsworth. The new appointees are Miss M. Ella Bennett 
and Miss Helen Hobart. 

Missionaries, field representatives, and State workers have rendered 
valuable service in presenting the denominational program and objec- 
tives to our people. Through their influence local churches, Associa- 
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tions, States, and national headquarters have been brought into close and 
helpful cooperation.» The reports all indicate that the year which has 
passed into history was remarkable for the deep, inspirational, spon-, 
taneous service rendered by all. 


STEREOPTICON Division 


The year of 1921-22 is the banner year in the use of pictures by 
Northern Baptists. Four factors have brought this to pass: the higher 
grade of pictures, lectures effectively interpreting them, increased adver- 
tising, and the removal of the rental fee. We have tried to make our 
pictures illustrate the facts that needed to be presented to the churches 
rather than merely to show pictures and tell the title of each. 

The records kept by the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
for the two years immediately preceding the organization of this depart- 
ment in the Board of Promotion showed 375 bookings for 1917-18, and 
416 for the ensuing year. In the present year the bookings from the 
Boston office alone were almost as large as the sum total for the entire 
denomination in the two years noted above. Any one of the four deposi- 
tories last year exceeded all depositories combined in either of these 
preceding years.

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Connecticut, New Hampshire, Michigan, North Dakota, Wyoming, 
Montana, East Washington, and Arizona have all had various lectures 
’ for several weeks at a time, and in this way the needs have been met. 

A new moving picture relating to the work of the Ministers and Mis- 
sionaries Benefit Board is entitled “Soldiers of the Cross.” The theme 
is from “The Shepherd Who Watched By Night,” by Thomas Nelson 
Page. It is now ready for distribution from the New York office. 
Another moving picture ready for use just at the close of the fiscal year 
is entitled “ America’s Children of Cathay.” It deals with the work of 
the two Home Mission Societies among the Chinese in America. 

At the present time there are lectures on sixty-seven different subjects. 
There are sufficient duplicates to make 510 distinct sets available at one 
‘time to the churches. There are also additional available moving-picture 
films on five different subjects. 

New negatives, constantly coming in from the various mission fields, 
are submitted to the boards interested to determine whether or not they 
shall be added to the regular list. Nearly all of the national Societies 
and some others are filing their pictures with us. Thus it is easy quickly 
to find in one place the available pictures. 

Churches which are making use of our lectures are constantly calling 
for new material. Hence new stereopticon lectures are essential from 
year to year to make possible the up-to-date presentation of our work. 
These will be made ready as far and as rapidly as our diminished budget 
and force will permit.

One hundred and fifty-two different sets on these subjects are in circu- 
lation through the depositories. 

No method has yet been found that takes the place of the stereop- 
ticon lecture. It combines all the advantages of the picture and the 
human voice. 
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During the year Dr. Harry S. Myers, who is in charge of the stereopti- 
con work, has done considerable field work. Besides a two weeks’ trip 
to Michigan, and attendance at State Conventions, the greater part of 
his field activity has been within five hundred miles of New York. 

The aim of the stereopticon department is to bring together our 
churches and the work of our various missions. The churches can never 
realize their maximum spiritual life and participation in the missionary 
activity of the denomination until they are familiar with our various 
missionary activities. In like manner our missionaries can never render 
their largest service until they are assured of the heartiest cooperation 
and prayerful support of the churches whose messengers they are. 


STEWARDSHIP DIvIsIon 


The report of the Correlation Committee adopted by the General Board 
of Promotion at Des Moines in June, 1921, urged among other things 
that “proper machinery be set up looking towards a campaign for the 
organization of tithing leagues throughout our constituency.” 

The Stewardship Committee was requested to call into conference with 
it and, if advisable, to add to its membership, representatives of the B. 
Y. P. U. A., which organization is now conducting a well-organized tithing 
campaign. 

In the fall of 1921 the Cabinet appointed a committee, of which Dr. 
Gilbert N. Brink was chairman, to prepare a report to present to the 
meeting of The General Board of Promotion at Indianapolis in Novem- 
ber. This report was adopted and the new Stewardship Committee, com- 
posed of Dr. Gilbert N. Brink, chairman, Mr. F. H. Robinson, Dr. F. E. 
Taylor, Dr. F. L. Anderson, Mrs. G. C. Moor, Miss H. E. Clark, Mr. 
G. L. Estabrook, with Dr. Harry S. Myers as secretary, began its work 
soon after. ‘ 

The committee immediately published and circulated the report adopted 
at Indianapolis, which was the basis of the canvass. Letters were pre- 
pared to State officers and pastors outlining the plan and asking for their 
cooperation. 

The literature specially prepared for the canvass in February consisted 
of “ Suggestions for the Organization of State Conventions, Associations, 
and Local Churches,” “ Suggestions for Pastors for the Stewardship 
Canvass,” “Outline of a Four Weeks’ Campaign,” “ How to Organize 
a Baptist League of Christian Stewards in a Local Church,” applications 
for membership, certificates of membership, a responsive reading (to fit 
in the ordinary hymnal), “Stewardship Principles and Programs for 
Young People,” and “A Stewardship Catechism.” 

In addition to this new literature, other leaflets previously printed 
either by the Board or by some other agency were distributed. These 
included “ Experience of Three Baptist Churches,” “Religion an Expen- 
sive Luxury,” “Does a Tenth Belong to God?” “Thanksgiving Ann,” 
“Evangelism First,’ and “Prosperity Giving.” The total number of 
copies of these pamphlets distributed is 765,000. i 
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The B. Y. P. U. has also distributed great quantities of literature to 
its constituency. 

The field force of the Board of Promotion and other denominational 
secretaries, especially Dr. Gilbert N. Brink, the chairman of the committee, 
have rendered effective service along stewardship lines. 

No reports have been received as to the number of churches having 
organized Leagues of Christian Stewards. On April 30 reports on hand 
indicated that there were 24,780 persons who had signed tithers’ cards 
and sent them to a State or national office. 

By stewardship we’ mean the complete recognition of the Lordship of 
Christ. It is fundamental to true Christian living. A steward must give 
his money, but “the gift without the giver is bare.” We must recognize 
also the stewardship of time, of service, of talent, of mind and of prayer. 
We are looking forward to a long educational siege, not a mere campaign. 

The life of Christ for the lost world, the need of the world for the 
living Christ, and the need of the individual for the stewardship message, 
make it imperative that speed and efficiency characterize the bringing of 
this message to every Baptist. The most reliable statistics available 
show that in the last two fiscal years Northern Baptists gave less than 
one-half of one-tenth of their income to the New World Movement and 
to all local church expenses combined. This is far short of true steward- 
ship. As the most effective method of advancing our work we recommend : 

1. That the following be adopted as stewardship principles: 

(1) God is the owner of all. 

(2) Man is a steward and should treat all that he has as a sacred trust 
for which he is accountable to God. 

(3) God’s ownership and man’s stewardship should be acknowledged 
by the contribution of a definite portion of his time, energy, and posses- 
sions to the special service of God. 

(4) Faithfulness in our stewardship is the only adequate expression 
of gratitude and loyalty to Jesus Christ, our Saviour and Lord. 

2. That a Baptist League of Christian Stewards be organized in every 
church, using a form for application for membership similar to the one 
approved by the Stewardship Committee, which reads as follows: 

“JT desire to enroll in ‘The Baptist League of Christian Stewards.’ I 
recognize that I am a steward of my life, my time, and my money. I 
agree to give to the work of the kingdom a just proportion of my per- 
sonal time and influence and to set apart a definite proportion, at least 
one-tenth, of my income to be used for the advancement of the kingdom 
of our Lord throughout the world and for the furthering of the interests 
of my own church.” 

3. That an intensive stewardship canvass be made in every een 

during October, 1922. 

‘Nore.'In order that the church may secure the full benefit of steward- 
ship education, it is obvious that the intensive period should be in the fall 
and not fiid-wittter: Several denominations are making the change at 
this time. 
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4. That this canvass be based on suitable material adapted to the needs 
of the local church, and that every church be urged to commence at once 
to make this canvass effective. 

5. That stewardship leaflets be supplied as needed. 

6. That we promote the sale of stewardship books. 

7. That all denominational plans for stewardship be correlated through 
the committee of the General Board of Promotion. This will include the 
activities of the Northern Baptist Convention, Woman’s Continuation 
Committee, the B. Y. P. U. A., etc. 


“ Missions ” 


The report for the year made by Dr. Howard B. Grose, Editor and 
General Manager of Missions, to the Administrative Committee at its May 
meeting, showed that in no year since the beginning of the combined 
magazine in 1910 has there been such a volume of testimony to its 
interest, value, and helpfulness. Especially noteworthy is the interest 
taken by the World Wide Guild and Children’s World Crusade, proving 
that we are reaching the youth at the period that means most for the 
future. The magazine has been held steadily true to its one great objec- 
tive, to present our missionary cause at home and abroad intelligently 
and inspiringly to our people, assured that this is a true means of promo- 
tion. The financial statement shows that while the budget allowance for 
subsidy was $20,000, the actual subsidy for the year, owing to economy of 
management without loss in the quality of the product, and owing to 
lessened cost of paper, amounted only to $13,164.42, or $6,836.58 under the 
budget allowance. The advertising receipts were more than doubled. 
When the subscription price was raised from 50 cents to $1 in clubs it was 
estimated that the loss in subscriptions in consequence would be from 
12,000 to 15,000. The loss has amounted to practically 10,000, the paid list 
now standing at 54,400 where the year preceding it was 64,000. The last 
three months, however, have shown gains over the corresponding months 
of last year. A systematic canvass is being made of churches that have 
no clubs. 

It will be seen that since the peak of war prices we have reduced the 
deficit nearly one-half. Unless something unforeseen occurs, it is most 
gratifying to report that it is expected to reduce the deficit this current 
year to $7,000 or less. The most careful economy is practised in all 
departments. 

The Administrative Committee by unanimous vote placed on record 
the following well-deserved minute of appreciation: 


Missions has a unique place in the missionary literature of today. 
This is recognized by authorities in this field in all denominations It 
is a religious magazine of outstanding worth and merit. Not merely 
in the attractiveness of its form and make-up, but in the character of 
its material, in the strength of its editorial columns, and in the breadth 
of its vision, it has no superiors in the field of missionary literature. . 
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We are proud that Missions belongs to the Baptists. Missions is almost 
entirely the product of one man’s mind and life. For twelve years 
Howard B. Grose has served as the able and devoted editor and mana- 
ger of this magazine. The Administrative Committee desires to place 
on record its appreciation of his distinctive and invaluable service to 
the whole missionary cause. 


“THE BAPTIST ” 


The report of the Committee on Denominational Journals at Des 
Moines last year showed that the subscription list of The Baptist on May 
1, 1921, had been increased from 18,898, the total of the lists of the four 
journals merged into the new paper, to 31,602. The circulation of the 
paper has remained remarkably steady during the past year, the average 
weekly circulation from May 7, 1921, to April 30, 1922, being 29,529. 

During the first year we received many short-time subscriptions. State 
Conventions and churches sent in lists to which the paper was mailed for 
from ‘six weeks to three months. During the last fiscal year there have 
been few short-time lists, while those in arrears on the old lists have been 
followed up so persistently that they have either been brought into the 
paid-in-advance class or discontinued. Up to June 1, 1922, there were 
issued 4,226,008 copies of The Baptist—an average weekly circulation well 
above the 30,000 mark. 


The most striking gain of the year has been in the matter of finance. 
At Des Moines the Convention voted a budget allowance of $25,000 for 
The Baptist for the fiscal year 1921-22. Following the vote of the Con- 
vention, in view of the financial stringency, The Baptist, in common with 
other organizations, accepted a reduction of twenty per cent. in the budget 
allowance, making the approved budget $20,000. 

During the year reductions have been made in various items of edi- 
torial and manufacturing costs, so that The Baptist has been able to meet 
its obligations on about seventy-five per cent. of the reduced budget above 
referred to. The cost of producing The Baptist during the past year 
with practically the same circulation as in the fiscal year 1920-21 has 
been reduced from $147,028.81 to $81,067.17. Radical changes in paper 
stock, removal of the covers, and printing contracts are the chief items 
in which savings have been effected. Other changes have been made 
which have still further advanced the costs so that the requirements of 
the paper will be even less for the coming year. 

During the fiscal year, from May 1, 1920, to April 30, 1921, the sub- 
scription receipts amounted to $41,024.55, and during the year just closed 
to $54,878.57. This shows, to say the least, a wholesome subscription 
renewal situation, and repeat orders are the acid test of any periodical 
list. The advertising receipts for the first year were $21,971.75, and for 
that just closed $14,413.69. We have made a slight gain in the amount 
of commercial advertising. The loss is entirely in paid denominational 
publicity. The miscellaneous receipts for the first fiscal year were 
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$74,887.81, and for the year just closed $15,503.76. Miscellaneous receipts 
include sums from denominational sources and other amounts which are 
cleared through the office of The Baptist. It should be noted that of the 
$15,503.76 the sum of $15,238.48 is the full amount received on the Des 
Moines allowance to which reference has been made. 

At its meeting on May 17, the Administrative Committee adopted the 
following resolution: 


In accepting the annual report of the committee on the publication 
of The Baptist, the Administrative Committee desires to record its 
appreciation of the service rendered the denomination by E. L. Killam, 
the Managing Fditor. In the two years during which he has held this 
responsible position, Mr. Killam has accomplished remarkable results. 
By his wise management, his business sagacity, his careful attention to 
details, he has guided the paper through this trying period of its 
inauguration and initial development. Despite the abnormal cost of 
printing during these years he has been able to issue the paper at a 
cost less than estimated. By his indefatigable energy he increased 
the circulation of the paper to a weekly average during 1921 of 33,378, 
at a time when the subscription lists of nearly every other publication, 
secular and religious, have shrunk by the thousand. The Baptist stands 
almost alone today among religious journals in respect to the main- 
tenance of its circulation. Mr. Killam has accomplished these results 
without the aid of any field agents or any financial inducements. We 
regard this achievement as worthy of our recognition and praise. Mr. 
Killam is now bearing the responsibility not merely of managership 
but of editorship as well. He is publishing a paper which is con- 
stantly winning new friends and a position for itself in the esteem 
and affection of the denomination. We record our unanimous appre- 
ciation of the value of the heroic and self-sacrificing service which 
Mr. Killam is rendering the Baptist denomination. 


BuSINESS DEPARTMENT 


The Business Department is under the direction of the subcommittee 
of the Administrative Committee on the Business Department, which is 
composed of laymen and representatives of several of the national organi- 
zations. This Department has supervision of the finances, the accounting 
system, adjustments in the distribution of funds, shipping, purchasing of 
supplies, and rent of the building. During the past year numerous 
changes have been made in the accounting system in the New York office 
which have very greatly advanced its usefulness and efficiency. The 
present auditors have commended highly the system now in use. Every 
item of expense has been fully and satisfactorily supported by vouchers. 
A complete accounting has been made for every cent of money which 
has been handled by the Department. 

The accounting system is very well established on a uniform basis in 
all of the State offices. Uniform audits are now received from certified 
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accountants, putting the whole of the business supervision of funds on 
a standard basis. Reports are on file showing the standing of banks 
where State funds are deposited. Officers and employees in the various 
States who handle funds are covered by indemnity bonds. 


The budget system has undergone a revision since our last report. It 
is now not only possible at any time to ascertain the amount that has 
been actually spent and charged to any item in the budget, but the obliga- 
tions of each department are also set up by requisitions which show the 
actual outstanding obligations of each department on a daily basis. This 
provides for a careful check against overexpenditure on the part of any 
department. After paying all bills for the year closing April 30, and 
also charging against the budget for this period the obligations outstanding 
at the end of the year, we find the budget underspent by $56,105.45. The 
total budget allowance last year was $231,209.56 for promotion work in 
the State offices and offices of Standard City Mission Societies. Not a 
single State or city overspent its budget. The amount underspent was 
$26,544.75. The various campaign funds set up during the period when 
we were making special effort to collect funds were as follows:

The total underspent on all these allotments is $60,377.76. 


Gradually the loan at the New York Trust Company has been reduced 
until it now stands at $515,000, of which amount $139,000 is for funds 
borrowed with which to meet the Interchurch obligation and $376,000 
covers the deficit of the expense account of The General Board of Pro- 
motion. This deficit in the expense account of the Board arises from 
the fact that receipts on New World Movement pledges did not begin to 
come in until after the close of the first year of the five-year period. 
During this first non-productive year, therefore, the Board of Promotion 
had no regular income and was obliged to borrow practically all the money 
necessary to meet its expenses. 


The Treasury Department has actually handled in cash since the begin- 
ning of the Campaign, April 1, 1919, $15,952,848.73. To this should be 
added the amount of direct receipts withheld by States, aggregating 
$3,124,519.58, and direct receipts by organizations, etc., $8,328,304.04, making 
a grand total of $27,405,672.35. Under instructions from the Administra- 
tive Committee, audits have been made by certified accountants each six 
months, a complete audit made for the year closing April 30, and a sup- 
plemental audit to May 15, at which time the retiring Business Manager 
ceased signing checks. 
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EXPENSES OF PROMOTION 


The Board of Promotion has striven during the year to reduce its 
expenses to the lowest point consistent with efficiency. At the meeting of 
the Administrative Committee in December the General Director reported 
that the Officers’ Council had restudied the expense budget and was pre- 
pared to make a reduction of twenty-five per cent., or $76,745, in the 
expenses of the last five months of the fiscal year. A part of the amount 
thus saved was devoted to the expenses of the special campaigns during 
those months. In the proposed budget for 1922-23 still further and 
greater reductions have been made. 

It should be borne in mind that the Board has at no time exceeded 
its approved budget for expenses. The Board upon its own initiative 
has from time to time materially decreased the extent of its organiza- 
tion and consequently its expenses. Up to April 30, 1922, the total per- 
centage of expenses for the operation of the Board from the first has 
been nine and two-tenths per cent. of the total receipts. This percentage 
will be materially reduced hereafter, as the expenses for the first three 
years were more than double what they will have to be in subsequent 
years. It should be borne in mind also that a large percentage of the 
expenses of the Board of Promotion is for items taken over directly 
from the organizations which it serves, such as missionary conferences, 
deputation work, salaries, and traveling expenses of all field workers 
who were formerly connected with the organizations, and general pro- 
motional printing as well as the cost of printing literature for national 
organizations. The cost of the subsidy of Missions and The Baptist has 
also been a part of the expense budget of the Board. To promote an 
advance program calling for annual income greatly in excess of the 
average of previous year has necessarily involved great additional ex- 
pense. But had the organizations conducted their own promotional pro- 
grams on the larger scale separately, they would have been compelled to 
expend sums greatly in excess of their former expenditures. Then, too, 
the Board of Promotion has had to do its work during a period of the 
highest cost of doing such work. The combined promotional appeal is 
not so expensive as it would be-for the organizations to conduct their 


promotional programs separately. 
FINANCIAL CAMPAIGN 


Owing to the prevalent economic depression with which all are familiar 
and other causes, the securing of new pledges and the collection on 
pledges have had to be carried forward during the past year in the face 
of extreme difficulties. In spite of these facts, the achievements of the 
year, both financial and spiritual, are by no means a cause of discour- 
agement. 

WoMAN’s CONTINUATION CAMPAIGN 

As so often has been the case, the women of the denomination were 

the first to respond adequately to the challenge of the crucial conditions 
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which confronted us. On September 14, 1921, in response to a call from 
the General Director, three officers of each of the “Woman’s Societies 
met him in conference. After a clear and searching analysis of the 
situation as related to the receipts for the first months of the fiscal year 
and the need of securing the $30,000,000 adopted by the Northern Baptist 
Convention at Des Moines as the financial goal for the year, the officers 
of the Societies agreed to recommend to their respective Boards that 
$6,000,000 be set as the sum which the women of the denomination should 
undertake to raise during the remaining three years of the Movement. 
It was agreed that an attempt should be made to secure $2,000,000 of this 
amount before April 30, 1922. Both of the women’s Boards heartily 
endorsed this program in a spirit of faith and prayer. 

In undertaking this special effort the women were thoroughly loyal to 
the spirit of the cooperative movement. This is clear from the principles 
which they adopted as underlying the campaign, as follows: 


1. This is not a new campaign. It is a part of the New World Move- 
ment and continues the effort to complete the $100,000,000 Fund. 

2. The campaign is not undertaken for the two women’s Societies but 
by.the women’s Societies for the New World Movement. 

3. All pledges and gifts secured through the campaign are to be paid 
through the regularly established channels; namely, the offices of the 
State Boards of Promotion: Plans have been made whereby campaign 
leaders will be enabled to keep a record of every pledge and the pay- 
ments thereon. 

4. The women will solicit pledges and gifts only from the women of 
the churches, from the World Wide Guild, and the Children’s World 
Crusade. Any deviation from this principle shall be subject to conference 
between campaign leaders. 


The immediate oversight of the campaign was in the hands of a joint 
Committee of Conference composed of officers and members of the 
Boards of the two Societies. The organization of the campaign on the 
field followed the well-known lines of the Women’s Societies and district 
organizations. The national objective was divided among the districts. 
The districts made assignments to the constituent States. The States in 
turn distributed the amounts to the associations, and the associations to 
the individual churches. In each district plans adapted to local needs 
were worked out in conference between the district and the State cam- 
paign leaders of the Laymen’s Council, and so far as possible the laymen 
and the women cooperated with a view to covering the whole field 
thoroughly. 

At the time this report is being written complete figures are not avail- 
able as to the amount which has come in during the year as a result of 
the special efforts of the women. There can be no doubt, however, that 
they have played a large and important part in the results of the year’s 
work. It is worthy of note that of the $22,500 allowed them for the 
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expenses of the campaign they have expended only $13,929.27, thus com- 
bining economy with efficiency. 


NortTHERN Baptist LAYMEN’S COUNCIL 


At the annual meeting of the Board of Promotion in November the 
laymen in attendance were asked to give consideration to the question 
whether the laymen of the denomination should not have a more active 
part in the entire work of the churches. A special committee of laymen 
was appointed to study the matter. This committee brought in a recom- 
mendation calling for the creation of a Northern Baptist laymen’s organi- 
zation, related to The General Board of Promotion, with provision for a 
similar laymen’s organization in each State and association. In the light 
of the record of previous laymen’s movements, with their extremely valu- 
able but temporary service, the committee made an additional significant 
recommendation to the effect that the proposed organization should be of 
a permanent nature and that the laymen be asked to respond “not only to 
a call for immediate service, not only to a call for a week of service or 
for a year of service, but for a life of service.” Acting in accordance 
with these recommendations as adopted by the Board, the Administrative 
Committee, upon the recommendation of a special committee of its laymen, 
arranged for the appointment of two laymen from each State Convention 
to constitute the Northern Baptist Laymen’s Council. The Council held 
its first meeting in Chicago on January 20, 1922, with forty-nine laymen 
in attendance representing twenty-three State Conventions. It effected 
a temporary organization, electing F. W. Freeman, of Denver, as General 
Chairman, and adopted provisional objectives, including evangelism, stew- 
ardship, and the assumption of a proportionate share of the immediate 
financial task of the denomination. 

Recognizing the last named as their most pressing obligation, and 
advancing under the slogan “ We Must Pay Our Debts,” the laymen set 
out to do their part in the solution of the financial difficulties. The terri- 
tory of the Northern Baptist Convention was divided into six districts, 
with the following vice-chairmen, each responsible for the supervision of 
the organization of the States in one district: Albert L. Scott, of Boston; 
E. L. Ballard, of New York; Fred A. Grow, of Chicago; D. C. Shull, of 
Sioux City; C. J. Erickson, of Seattle, and George P. Cortner, of Red- 
lands. A State Council was formed in each State, which appointed a 
vice-chairman for each Association or for each district, including a number 
of Associations. These Associational or district vice-chairmen in turn 
worked through leaders in each church or group of churches. Thus a 
line of responsibility was established from the Northern Baptist Laymen’s 
Council down to the laymen of every church, so far as it was possible to 
carry out the organization. The General Chairman, assisted by others of 
the national officers, made a tour covering a large part of the Convention 
territory in the interest of the campaign, and the vice-chairmen and State 
leaders devoted themselves zealously to the local campaigns in their own 
territories. 
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In this movement the aim was not so much to set up a new organiza- 
tion as to arouse the laymen to a sense of responsibility, with the idea 
of working through existing agencies. Everywhere it was urged that the 
organization should be shaped along the simplest lines possible and that 
brotherhoods, men’s clubs, and other similar organizations should be 
asked to assume responsibility or at least to cooperate in the task which 
the Laymen’s Council had undertaken. 

The laymen did not undertake to keep a separate record of the con- 
tributions received as a result of their work, consequently it is not pos- 
sible to estimate in terms of dollars and cents the fruitage of their efforts 
in the campaign. 


CHANGE OF GOAL FOR THE YEAR 


The Northern Baptist Convention at Des Moines last year decided that 
the denomination ought to undertake to increase the New World Move- 
ment Fund by April 30, 1922, by the sum of $30,000,000. When the laymen 
were called to a larger share in the financial task of the denomination 
it seemed to a number of them that there ought to be a change of objec- 
tive. In view of the financial situation in the nation and in the world 
they agreed that it would be more practical to provide for the obligations 
immediately pressing upon the denomination rather than to attempt to 
secure pledges payable for a period of years. The denomination was 
therefore asked to raise and pay by the end of the fiscal year the amount 
necessary to meet the operating budgets and to provide for the debts of 
all participating organizations. A study of statements presented by the 
various organizations as to their financial needs from January 1, 1922, to 
April 30, 1922, revealed the fact that the amount needed to cancel all 
obligations and pay operating expenses for the year was $15,000,000. The 
securing of this sum involved the collection of all the payments due on 
pledges theretofore made and the raising of more than $6,000,000 in new 
cash payments before the end of the year. 


CAMPAIGN IN STATES 


While the laymen and the women were carrying on their special efforts 
the Board of Promotion was working through its regular channels at 
headquarters and on the field. Almost every State organized and carried 
on an intensive effort to secure payments on pledges as well as to raise 
additional funds needed. Volunteer workers, laymen, women, and pastors 
of churches were enlisted for varying periods of time which they could 
afford to give. Training conferences were held and workers were sent 
out to visit the local churches with no charge except their expenses. In 
behalf of all participating organizations the Board of Promotion wishes 
to extend an expression of heartiest appreciation to all these helpers as 
well as to the churches which responded so generously to their appeals 
for the sacrificial service and giving which have characterized the activities 
of the year. 
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CONTRIBUTING CHURCHES 


Our people are interested to know the facts concerning the number of 
churches participating in the New World Movement and we are glad to be 
able to furnish some authoritative figures on the subject. The General 
Board of Promotion some time ago sent to each State Convention a ques- 
tionnaire asking for a report on the extent of participation within its terri- 
tory. To this questionnaire all but two of the conventions have replied. 
A tabulation of the answers yields some interesting results. 

The total number of Baptist churches in the States which replied is re- 
ported as 9,644, with a total membership of 1,306,748. Of this total 1,260 
churches, with a membership of 221,874, belong to racial groups, such as 
Swedish, German, or Negro Conferences, which carry on their own work 
independently. The deduction of these leaves 7,386 churches, with a mem- 
bership of 1,077,738, which would normally be expected to cooperate in 
the general denominational program. Of this number 6,365 churches, 
whose membership aggregates 1,033,760, actually did make contributions 
counting on the New World Movement Fund during the fiscal year 1921-22. 
Thus it is seen that the entire membership of the noncontributing churches 
is 43,978. 

This means that over eighty-six per cent. of the churches in the territory 
of the Northern Baptist Convention, excepting those which are affliated 
with racial groups of their own, contributed to the New World Movement 
during 1921-22, and that approximately 95.93 per cent. of Northern Bap- 
tists, excepting such racial groups, are members of churches which con- 
tribute to the New World Movement. 


SPIRITUAL EMPHASIS 


One of the marked features of the year has been the emphasis on the 
spiritual. As never before the heart of our people has been united before 
God in prayer. The Woman’s Continuation Campaign and the Laymen’s 
Council both placed prayer in the forefront of their campaign. Prayer 
groups were formed in the churches, and cards directing the thought of 
the women into definite channels were issued by several district and 
State organizations. The expressions have been many regarding the 
benefit derived from these gatherings for prayer. An associational officer 
wrote: “ We thank you for asking us to pray. We can never again be 
the same women.” In one church which had subscribed its full quota the 
women at first felt that they could do no more. But they met to pray 
and organize the entire membership into prayer groups. The tide rose, 
and as a result of the praying together for the New World Movement 
the women alone gave nearly three thousand dollars. 

As a result of these experiences the emphasis on personal evangelism 
has also been one of the chief features of the year. Hundreds of disciples 
are knowing for the first time the joy of leading others to Christ. For 
the coming year we will continue to place emphasis upon the importance 
of prayer, stewardship, and personal evangelism. 
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RESULTS OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Detailed statements of the income for the year as received from the 
States and disbursed to the participating organizations will be found in 
the statistical tables appended to this report. As will be seen by an 
examination of these tables, the receipts aggregate $9,897,804.74. Com- 
pared with the results of the previous year and with the objective which 
we set before ourselves for the year under review, this outcome is far 
short of our actual needs. The debts of our denominational organizations 
have not been met and Northern Baptists are confronted with a stupen- 
dous and perplexing financial task. The situation is not without encour- 
aging features, however. Let it be remembered that we have not yet 
emerged from the worst economic depression that we have experienced 
in a generation. Let it be noted in spite of this fact that, with the single 
exception of the fiscal year 1920-21, the year just closed marks the highest 
record yet attained by Northern Baptists in gifts to missionary, educa- 
tional, and benevolent objects. We may therefore go'forward with confi- 
dence, believing that as economic conditions improve the financial distress 
of our denomination will be mitigated. 


PRESENT STATUS OF NEW Wor_p MoveMENT FuND 


The financial tables at the close of this report show the total amount 
of pledges and cash payments to the New World Movement Fund to 
April 30, 1922, as $49,023,958.88. To this should be added the amount 
which the Administrative Committee has agreed upon as a proper credit 
for the five-year period on account of income from legacies, matured 
annuities, and invested funds, namely, $2,619,769.95. This would make 
a total of $51,643,428.83, of which $22,113,427.20, or forty-five and thirteen 
one-hundredths per cent. has been paid. 


It was estimated at the beginning of the fiscal year under review that 
$11,539,897 would be due on pledges. There was paid $8,040,655.12, or 
about seventy per cent. of the amount estimated to be due. A part of this 
payment represents new subscriptions. We are unable to state the exact 
amount. This figure does not, however, include the Continuation Cam- 
paign funds. 

From figures given above it appears that $26,899,631.68 will be due on 
pledges during the remainder of the period. It has been reported to us 
from many sections of the country that many of our most loyal supporters 
“who, owing to the financial crisis, were temporarily unable to make pay- 
ments on their pledges, expect to pay their pledges in full by April 30, 
1924, 

In view, therefore, of the financial situation, which already shows 
decided marks of improvement, we should be able to realize seventy per 
cent. of the amount due on pledges for the next two years, or $18,829,742. 
If half of this amount is collectible each year our income for each of the 
next two years on the basis of pledges already in force should be 
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$9,414,871. To this amount should be added the assured income from 
sources outside donations of $523,954; making a total of $9,938,825. 


It is earnestly hoped. that as a result of the deliberations of the 
Indianapolis Convention we shall be able to enlist all our people solidly 
behind our forward movement program. There:are multitudes of churches 
which, while contributing to the New World Movement, have never yet 
subscribed on) the basis ‘of the: advanced standard of giving which has 
been reached by over.two thousand of our churches and upon which these 
churches have been making payments for the last two years. 


We see no satisfactory’ reason why Northern Baptists might not during 
the year upon which we have now entered exceed the total gifts of any 


previous year of our history, including 1920-21, when our total income 
was $12, ie eg 96. 


Facinc THE Future 
Proposals. for Res nanntion 


It has been the desire of the General Board of Promotion from the first 
to be the servant of the denomination in the important trust committed 
to its charge. Its chief concern is’ not for the maintenance of any 
particular form of organization but for the fulfilment of the great under- 
taking which the denomination launched at Denver three years ago. It 
has been ready at any time to make such:changes as will promote efficiency 
in the accomplishment of that purpose. ‘In the light of three years’ experi- 
ence and of the facts set forth in this report, it has during recent months 
made provision for a resttidy of its organization with a view to discovering 
what improvements might be eka in the! direction of efficiency and 
economy. a4 

At the annual meeting in’ November a special committee was appointed 
to confer with a similar committee ‘of the Executive Committee of the 
Northern Baptist Convention to consider a possible reduction in the size 
of the Board. This joint committee ‘will present’ its report for the con- 
sideration of the Convention at this meeting. At the request of the 
officers of the Board, the Administrative Committee at its meeting -on 
February 8 appointed a special committee: to ‘confer with the Officers’ 
Council and the Cabinet and make recommendations concerning the 
organization ‘of: the Board ‘as. well as the promotional program for the 
year 1922-23. This committee has given prolonged. and. careful considera- 
tion to the questions of organization as related to the present situation and 
with the approval of the Administrative Committee will recommend a 
number of material changes. ° ¥ G3 


No form of organization, however, will of itself be sutheiees to insure 
the success’ of the denominational enterprise. More.than anything else 
we need to develop the spirit of unity:as we work together in the common 
cause. Recognizing the imperative need: for cooperation on the:part of all 
Societies and Boards in the conduct.:of all promotional programs, and, 
futhermore, the importance of:‘keeping the. denominational constituency 
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informed as to the work of the various cooperating Societies and Boards 
in order that there may be a uniform presentation of the conditions upon 
which pledges are to be solicited and received and a clear understanding 
as to how payments on pledges hereafter made will be credited by the 
Board of Promotion, we suggest that the Northern Baptist Convention 
request each Society and Board participating in the Movement to pass a 
resolution directing its representatives, in presenting their work to 
churches, associations, and Conventions, to read the following uniform 
statement : 


“Our denominational program, so far as it relates to the securing of 
pledges, is a unified and cooperative one, and to that end the officers of 
this Society (or Board) and the members of the Board of Managers, 
urge all Baptists to make their pledges payable to the denominational 
work as a whole without designation. 

“In making this request, however, it is recognized that a donor has 
every right to designate his gift, if he prefers to do so. The Board 
of Promotion authorizes the statement that if pledges are received 
designated for a particular Society or Board, payments when received 
thereon and so designated by remitting officers will be made to the 

~ particular Society or Board for which designated without any deduc- 
tion therefrom whatsoever. Furthermore, the percentage of undesig- 
nated funds due to Societies and Boards will not be diminished be- 
cause of the receipt by such Boards of designated funds. 

“The purpose of this statement, therefore, is to emphasize the 
desirability and importance of making all pledges undesignated and at 
the same time to assure all contributors that funds received thereon 
will be paid by the Board of Promotion to all participating organiza- 
tions on the pro-rata basis which their budgets bear to the total 
cooperative budget approved by the Northern Baptist Convention.” 


It is our conviction that the churches are in heartiest accord with 
ihe cooperative program through which the united appeal for funds 
for our work is made. 

We believe that the churches would no more think of returning to the 
former methods of collecting funds, with the attendant confusion and 
irritation incident thereto, than modern civilization would think of replac- 
ing the express train with the stage-coach or the telephone with the 
town crier. 

Reviewing the experiences of the year, realizing the splendid spirit in 
which reverses have been met and difficult tasks have been undertaken, we 
wish to voice here our confidence in the loyal devotion of the great body 
of our people and in their readiness to make heavy sacrifices in order to 
sustain our denominational enterprises and further the cause of Christ. 
We are passing through a crisis, but we must believe that out of this 
turmoil our Lord will lead us to depths of Christian experience and 
heights of victory hitherto unknown.

Report of the Committee on Evangelism 

Your Committee on Evangelism feel that their work has been accom- 
plished. When you laid upon us the duty of trying to stimulate the evan- 
gelistic spirit throughout the bounds of our Convention, there was real 
need of such effort. Meantime, the Department of Evangelism, connected 
with our Home Mission Society, has grown so satisfactorily and now 
happily to such large proportions, as to convince us that our depart- 
ment should be merged in theirs. Already the Home Mission Society, 
which is our organization doing service for the entire denomination, 
has a most efficient Superintendent of Evangelism, who is devoting 
all his time to this primary task of the Christian. Many of the 
States, through his leadership, are well organized, some of them having 
full staffs of directors, whose avowed purpose is to reach every church 
within the borders of those commonwealths. Numerous conferences are 
being held, helpful literature is being distributed, foreign-speaking evan- 
gelists are being placed in our congested centers of population, and wide- 
reaching plans are being made to meet the needs of the whole field. To 
give us now the money which would be necessary for any worth-while 
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campaigns would seem to be a needless expenditure; and for us to enlarge 
our operations in any worth-while way would seem to be a. needless 
duplication of machinery. We request, therefore, that our responsibility 
as a committee be hereafter committed to the Department of which Dr. H. 
F. Stilwell is the beloved Superintendent, and that we all pledge to him 
and his department our united and prayerful and enthusiastic support.

63. The following report of the Committee on Chaplains was 
presented by Secretary S. Z. Batten and, on his motion, after 
discussion by Rev. J. M. Hare, of New Jersey, the report was 
received and the recommendations were adopted: 


Report of the Committee on Chaplains 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The members of the Committee on Chaplains, in common with all 
Christian people everywhere, rejoice in the efforts of our government to 
effect a reduction in the army and navy and to secure a sei of arma- 
ments throughout the world. We believe the time is coming “when men 
shall beat their swords into plowshares and their spears into pruning-hooks, 
and when nations shall not learn war any more.” It is a clear duty resting 
upon the church to do everything possible to hasten the coming of this 
good time, and never to abate our hope of its speedy realization. We trust 
that our nation may lead the nations toward this goal as speedily as possible. 

For the present, however, our nation maintains a small army and an 
efficient navy. So long as men are engaged.in military service it will be 
necessary for the churches of the nations. to minister to their moral and 
spiritual welfare. In the work of reducing the army and navy, due regard 
should be had for the spiritual interests of the men remaining in the 
service. 

Members of our Committee are members of the General Committee on 
Army and Navy Chaplains of the Federal Council. Attention may be 
called to the following action of this General Committee at the meeting’ 
held April 6, 1922: 


“Voted, To approve the sending of a letter to chaplains together with 
the accompanying statement: 

“The following resolutions concerning chaplain legislation presented 
by the Secretary were unanimously adopted: 

“ Resolved, That we have heard with interest the presentation of 
Lt.-Col: Jay L. Benedict of the United States Army concerning pending 
legislation before the Congress of the United States as it affects the 
chaplaincy. 
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“ Resolved, That while this Committee heartily favors the reduction 
of armament and the carrying on to consummation of all the treaties 
and resolutions resulting from the Conference on Limitation of Arma- 
ment held in Washington, and while in accord with these treaties we 
approve reduction in army and navy pursuant to the action of the 
Conference on Limitation of Armament, yet we believe that such reduc- 
tions should be on a basis resulting from careful study of all questions 
involved, and especially that due regard should be had for the spiritual 
interests of the men and officers remaining in the army and in the 
navy. 

“ Resolved, That we cannot approve H. R. 10871 already passed by the 
House of Representatives, which reduces the strength of the army to 
115,000 enlisted men and 11,000 officers, and provides one chaplain as 
now authorized for every 1,200 officers and enlisted men of the Regular 
Army, which would reduce the chaplains to 105, separating 74 of these 
chaplains, two-fifths of the entire number, from the service by July first, 
possibly practically without notice. 


“ Resolved, That this Committee is convinced that, with an army of 
135,000 enlisted men or less, a ratio of one chaplain for every 1,200 
officers and enlisted men does not provide adequately for the religious 
needs of the army, and it appears to us that the two years under such 
ratio has demonstrated that while a ratio of one chaplain for every 1,200 
officers and enlisted men might be sufficient for an army mobilized in 
a few large units, such ratio is not at all sufficient for the needs of a 
small army in scattered units, and that the needs of such small army 
in such scattered units will be more nearly met in a ratio of one chap- 
lain to every 800 enlisted men and officers, and we express the earnest 
desire that such legislation may be enacted as will adequately provide for 
the spiritual interests of all the army in this or such ratio as may 
be demonstrated by needs in the future. 


“Voted, That letters be sent, first, to the moderator or correspond- 
ing official of each denomination; second, to the stated clerk or corre- 
sponding official ; third, to the secretary of each church federation; fourth, 
to an outstanding minister of every city with a population of 10,000 
or more not having a local federation; fifth, to each member of the Gen- 
eral Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains; sixth, to each member 
of all denominational chaplain committees; seventh, to each reserve corps 
chaplain; eighth, to each former chaplain; ninth, to other outstanding 
church leaders, and tenth, to each member of the Federal Council, re- 
questing them to have letters written to members of Congress urging 
action favorable to the religious interests of the men in the army, 
and noting the favorable provisions of H. R. 10271. It was also sug- 
gested that we emphasize the fact that while resolutions from church 
bodies and other organizations are desirable, the writing of definite, 
individual letters is more effective. 
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“Voted, Relative to Reserve Corps Chaplains: 


“First, That the General Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains 
believes that a sufficient number have already been commissioned as 
chaplains in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and that hereafter appointments 
should be made only of a few, and these either outstanding leaders 
in their churches or promising young men who may be, hereafter, suit- 
able for chaplaincies in the Regular Army. 

“ Second, That request be made for the appointment of a Reserve Corps 
Chaplain on each examining board appointed by the War Department in 
the several corps areas for the examination of applicants for Reserved 
Corps Chaplains. : 

“Third, That the General Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains 
select a representative in each of the corps areas, preferably a Reserve 
Corps Chaplain, to serve as a link between the representative corps areas 
and the General Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains, especially in 
matters pertaining to reserve corps chaplaincies. 

“Fourth, That all reserve corps chaplains be requested to perform 
definite services as establishing helpful communications and relation- 
ship between the churches and the army and the chaplains of the 
army. 

“Fifth, That each reserve corps chaplain be urged to accept at least 
the minimum of active service each year, and that they be urged to 
make a voluntary tender of service for the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps without pay. 

“Sixth, That the General Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains 
feel and assume the same responsibility for reserve corps chaplains as 
for regular army chaplains.” 


The Committee has held one meeting during the year, when many 
questions were carefully considered. At this meeting the Committee re- 
quested that the Home Mission Society take the chaplains of the army and 
navy into some relationship with it which would give them denominational 
connections, otherwise severed in many respects; and recommended that 
an appropriation not to exceed $150 a year be given each chaplain for his 
work where the government has not made adequate provision. In accor- 
dance with these requests the Committee is pleased to note that the Board 
of Managers of The American Baptist Home Mission Society took the 
tollowing action at its meeting in March, 1922: 


“Voted, That approved army and navy chaplains who may so desire 
be appointed as chaplain-missionaries of the Society without salary. 
Such missionaries are to report to the Society semiannually—in April 
and October—giving the number of sermons or religious addresses, the 
number of other religious meetings attended, the number of individual 
imterviews concerning personal religion, the number of conversions, and 
other pertinent facts showing the nature of their work. 
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“Voted, That where the need is urgent, an appropriation be made if 

possible by the Society up to $150 per annum for providing hymn-books 

or other accessories indispensable to their work; the uses to which the 

money was applied to be accounted for in the semiannual reports. It 

is understood that for the next year the appropriations be made 
from the After War Work Fund.” 


The Committee requests ex-chaplains to take care of army posts or 
Navy stations in their vicinity, and do whatever is necessary in furnishing 
magazines, etc. 


In accord with the action of the government in providing for the 
appointment of chaplains for the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the Committee is 
finding suitable men for this office, and is submitting their names for 
appointment. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Committee recommends: 

1. That in making provision for the army and navy, Congress be earnestly 
requested to adopt such legislation as will adequately provide for the 
spiritual interests of all the army and navy, and will adopt a ratio as 
nearly as possible of one chaplain to 800 enlisted men and officers. 

2. That the people of our churches manifest an interest in the enlisted 
men in their locality, and seek to minister to them in every possible way.

Supplementary Report of the Executive Committee 


In view of the sentiment favoring a reduction of the size of The General. 
Board of Promotion as expressed in many ways, the Executive Committee 
at its meeting in Indianapolis, Indiana, Noy. 3, 1921, appointed a com- 
mittee to consider that matter, and also requested The General Board of 
Promotion to appoint a committee for the same purpose, with which 
request it complied. These two committees worked upon the problem 
separately, and also held frequent conferences. 

At meetings of the Executive Committee held June 13, 1922, the report 
of its subcommittee was carefully considered, and it was decided to report 
to the Convention as follows: 

That reduction in the size of The General Board of Promotion to any 
degree would involve such changes in the representation of the various 
groups now represented on the Board as would disturb the proper balance 
between them and consequently impair the efficiency of the Board; and 

That the expenses of The General Board of Promotion will be sub- 
stantially decreased by the elimination of its mid-year meeting, and also 
by the attendance of all secretaries, and many, if not all others, upon the 
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annual meetings of the Board without expense to the treasury of the 
Board; therefore: 

We recommend that no change should be made at this time in the 
number of members of The General Board of Promotion as now con- 
stituted. 


78. The following report of the Committee on Organization 
and Program of The General Board of Promotion for the year 
1922-23, was presented by President C. A. Barbour, of New 
York: 


Report of the Committee on Organization and Program of The 
General Board of Promotion for the Year 1922-23 


At the meeting of the Administrative Committee of The General Board 
of Promotion, held February 7 and 8, it was, at the request of the Officers’ 
Council, 


“Voted, That a special committee of five be appointed to confer with 
the Officers’ Council with reference to the organization and program of 
the General Board of Promotion for the next fiscal year.” 


At the meeting of the Administrative Committee, April 4 and 5, it was 


“Voted, That, on recommendation of the cabinet, the Special Com- 
mittee on Organization and Program of The General Board of Pro- 
motion for the next fiscal year be requested to perform its duties in 

“conference with the cabinet as well as with the Officers’ Council. 


The interpretation of the action of the Council in asking the appoint- 
ment of this committee is as follows: 


_“The chief purpose which the council had in mind in requesting the 
appointment of this committee was the preparation of a promotional pro- 
gram for the denomination for the next fiscal year similar to that which 
was adopted last year by The General Board of Promotion and the 
Northern Baptist Convention at Des Moines. 

“Tt was the thought of the council that the committee, in view of the 
contacts which the members have had with the work of the General Board 
at headquarters, might have some suggestions to make with reference to 
changes in organization and personnel with a view to a more efficiént 
conduct of the work and promotion of the ‘plans for the year.” 


The committee has had many meetings and spent long hours in the con- 
sideration of the subjects committed to it. It interpreted its work as being 
that of making recommendations with a view to simplifying and at the 
same time making more efficient the organization of the Board of Pro- 
motion at headquarters. and the work of the Administrative Committee, and 
to suggest promotional programs for the churches. 

It is understood that consideration regarding the size of the Board of 
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Promotion has been delegated to two other committees, and therefore 
it was not taken up by this committee. 

The committee did not consider that its province included recommenda- 
tions regarding the activities of the Board of Promotion for the securing: 
of the necessary funds, therefore communications received regarding this. 
phase of the work were referred back to the cabinet. Their recommenda- 
tions were correlated with the recommendations of the committee and are 
included as a part of this report, under the second part of the Promotional 
Program, viz., that on methods. The deliberations of the committee led it 
to feel that in order to have a clear understanding of the present situation: 
it would be wise to make as a part of this report a brief summary of this. 
history of the formation of the Board of Promotion, the influences that- 
called it into being, and the reasons that have prevented its complete success. 
and the forces that have hindered its full development. 

The report is in three parts:

PART I 


HIsToRY OF THE ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE BOARD OF PROMOTION 


Your Committee on Organization and Program deems it fitting that there 
be made a part of its report a brief outline of the circumstances and con-- 
ditions which led to the formation of the Board of Promotion at the anni- 
versary meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention held in Denver, in: 
May, 1919. An outline statement only is possible within the limitations of 
time and space. 

In the autumn of 1917, in late September or early October, Mr. Ambrose: 
Swasey, of Cleveland, after consultation with others, called together a small! 
group of laymen to discuss the state of religion in the denomination.. 
Some six or eight laymen responded. They were so impressed with the 
value of the conference that they agreed to call a larger group. In: 
response, fifty-five laymen met at Cleveland, December 14, 1917. Finan-- 
cial matters were expressly excluded from the consideration at this confer- 
ence, but at that very time the secretaries of the great missionary Societies. 
were becoming alarmed over the financial situation, and it seemed clear: 
that unless some extraordinary measure could be devised there would be a: 
deficit of a half million dollars or more at the end of the fiscal year. 

In view of this menacing situation the conference went beyond the pur- 
pose for which it was called, and it was there proposed that the Baptist 
laymen, as their first specific task, offer their services to the Societies to- 


raise the sum necessary to avert a deficit, and that this sum be fixed at: 
$1,000,000. 
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The conference appointed a Continuation Committee, and authorized this 
committee to issue a call to the denomination. This call is a matter of 
record, appearing, as it did, in the denominational journals of January, 
1918. In that call there was hearty endorsement of the action of the 
Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention in authorizing 
the various Societies and Boards and the War Commission to make a special 
appeal to the denomination for the money needed to enable them to accom- 
plish their work during that current year without abatement and without 
debt. 

The last words of the call were, ‘“‘ We pledge our help in a cooperative 
effort of the Societies and Boards to raise this sum (namely, $1,000,000) in 
one brief campaign.” 

Mr. Ayer was made chairman of the Continuation Committee and Doctor 
Haggard was elected director. In the prosecution of this work a meeting 
of laymen was held in Chicago late in January, 1918, the National Com- 
mittee of Northern Baptist Laymen was organized, and an Executive Com- 
mittee was appointed to carry forward the campaign. It was understood 
that this organization was to continue until the Convention meeting of 1918. 

At the Atlantic City anniversaries of the Northern Baptist Convention 
in May, 1918, it was found that a large sum had been raised, but not the 
full $1,000,000. The work of the Continuation Committee was unfinished 
and there was wide-spread demand that it go on to the completion of the 
task. The laymen’s meeting expressed its appreciation and approval of the 
work done by the committee of Northern Baptist laymen and asked the 
committee to continud giving itself to : 


1. The quickening and upbuilding of spiritual life in the churches and 
securing of greater activity on the part of the laymen in the work of the 
churches. 

2. Such measures to meet the financial needs of the Convention and its 
Societies as might be found desirable and practicable. 

3. A study of the general needs of the denomination from the standpoint 
of the laymen, with a view to recommending a plan for securing more 
efficient cooperation in their finances between the Societies and Boards of 
the Convention, the result of this study, with such recommendations as the 
committee deems best, to be embodied in a report to the Convention at its 
meeting in 1919. 

This action was ratified by the Convention. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the National Committee of 
Northern Baptist Laymen held in New York, June 14, 1918, a subcommittee 
of five was appointed to make the preliminary studies necessary for the 
report authorized in the resolution. 

The causes which led to the formation of the laymen’s movement, and 
which were largely influential in the Board of Promotion, may be said to be: 

1. The fact that the' various national Societies and Boards had not suc- 
ceeded in raising by separate effort or by such cooperation as existed, 
the sums of money indispensable to the accomplishment of their work. 
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2. The growing dissatisfaction of some of the laymen with the presenta- 
tion of repeated appeals for many departments of denominational work and 
the desire to face the task of the denomination as a whole. 

3. The rise of a movement leading to single collecting agencies which 
displaced and overlapped the old “ districts,’ and to an increased tension 
between States and national organizations which threatened the defeat of 
plans for raising the necessary money. 

The report of the Survey Committee at Denver and the report of the com- 
mittee of five appointed by the Executive Committee of the National Com- 
mittee of Northern Baptist Laymen were parts of the same plan. They 
both grew out of the laymen’s movement, and the keynote of both was 
“The whole denomination facing the whole task.” 

Thus The General Board of Promotion was formed at the Denver 
meetings. The plan for its organization and function had been discussed 
and criticized in each of the national Boards, then in a meeting in which 
the State Conventions and City Societies were represented, and finally in a 
conference of secretaries and other representatives of the Boards. In each 
case the decision to approve and recommend the organization of the Board 
of Promotion was practically unanimous. The Convention at Denver 
adopted it by unanimous vote, the main reason being that it was felt that the 
laymen’s movement could not continue indefinitely, that the previous situation 
threatened disaster, and that the plan proposed was the only one that 
promised success. 

It sometimes seems that there are those who now conceive that the days 
before 1917 were days of ease and prosperity. As a matter of fact, it is 
clear that the Board of Promotion came into being because the outlook for 
our missionary Societies and Boards in the fall of 1917 was very dark. 

Much has been accomplished, and yet the situation today is a difficult 
and critical one. It may frankly be said that our denominational administra- 
tion since the organization of the Board of Promotion has not been as 
effective as it was hoped it would be. 


Your committee ventures to suggest certain causes which it believes have 
hindered the success of the plan of 1919; 


1. We believe that some of those who gave their votes for the plan or 
who were not present in Denver when it was adopted never heartily believed 
in it and never fully cooperated with it. The new plan was under this 
handicap from the first. 

2. The second cause is the fact that the plan brought into even clearer 
consciousness than before the theological differences within the membership 
of the Northern Baptist Convention. The new plan, by making one treasury 
for all our work, to which we all contribute and from which distribution is 
made, brought to a focus a situation which was eventually sure to come. 

3. A third cause was in the amount of financial goal. One hundred mil- 
lion dollars was probably too high, not for our ability but for our willing- 
ness. Moreover, the “askings” were not always made on the same basis. 
Probably we might have had a smaller budget and a better-balanced one. 
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4. The fourth cause of our present trouble is the failure of some of our 
churches to get the vision which was had at the Denver Convention and to 
rise to their opportunity. If all had done what some did, we would have 
raised the $100,000,000 and would be today in a totally different atmosphere 
and state of mind. 

5. We must remember that another cause is the financial depression which 
has come heavily upon the country since May, 1919. 

Your committee believes that the situation today is not one impossible to 
meet and conquer. We do not believe that it is wise to abolish the Board 
of Promotion. We hold that certain modifications are wise and inevitable. 
The principle which led to the formation of the board is just as imperative 
today as it was in 1917, “ The whole denomination facing its whole task.” 
Unless we are greatly mistaken, our churches and pastors will never be will- 
ing to adopt any plan which means competition rather than cooperation, and 
which would plunge them into a multiplicity of appeals, with the consequent 
confusion. 

PART II 


RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THE ORGANIZATION OF THE GENERAL 
BoarD OF PROMOTION 
’ Your committee has in mind in submitting this part of its report two 
things: First, greater efficiency; secondly, reduction in expenses. 

All of the suggestions herein made have one or the other of these features 
in mind. 

We do not wish to suggest at the present time any change in the geo- 
graphical location of our headquarters. Before the end of our New World 
Movement, however, May 1, 1924, we advise that the whole question of 
the location of the headquarters of the Board of Promotion be carefully 
studied. 

ADMINISTRATIVE COMMITTEE 

We recommend: 


1. That the Administrative Committee be composed of seventeen members 
chosen annually, made up as follows:

1. That this committee meet bimonthly at regular dates, and suggest that 
the meetings be the first Tuesday in the month and the following Wednesday. 

2. That there be selected from the Administrative Committee a committee 
of three on Order of Business, of which the chairman of the Administrative 
Committee shall be a member, and of the other two members one shall be 
a woman. This committee shall prepare the agenda of the meetings and 
see to it that the programs for the meetings are carefully prepared and 
serve to get the business of the Administrative Committee put through 
with dispatch. It shall also have the authority to call special meetings 
of the Administrative Committee. 

3. The Administrative Committee shall adopt rules for expediting its 
business. 

4. While the Administrative Committee shall ordinarily hold its sessions 
with the Advisory Committee and visitors present, executive sessions may 
be held at any time at the suggestion of the Committee on ‘Order of 
Business.” 

5. As a part of the organization of the Administrative Committee, sub- 
committees shall be constituted representing the various phases of the work 
of the Board of Promotion, and its program shall be so arranged that the 
subcommittees may meet at the same general period. 


The Advisory Committee 


We recommend that the cabinet as it is at present constituted be dis- 
continued. In its place we suggest an advisory committee to be composed 
as follows:

We suggest that there be no alternates, but in the event of the absence 
of any member a substitute may serve in his or her = with full power 
of the regular appointee. 

We advise.a chairman in addition to the above who shall not be a secretary 
but shall be a member of, and chosen by, the Administrative Committee, 
making total membership eleven. 

It, shall be the duty of the general director to initiate policies, submit 
same to the review’ of the Advisory Committee, and present them to the 
Administrative Committee whether approved by the Adio Committee 
or not. 
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The Advisory Committee shall hold regular meetings, and to it shall 
be referred questions for its advice both from the Administrative Committee 
and the general director. The Advisory Committee may also, if it sees fit, 
initiate policies, and after review by the general director present them to 
the Administrative Committee whether approved by the general director 
or not. 


Departments of the Board of Promotion 


With reference to the Board of Promotion, we advise that the six 
departments as such be discontinued. These are: 


. Conventions and Conferences. 
. Publicity and Statistics. 

. Prayer and Stewardship. 

. Life-Work. 

. Special Gifts. 

. Business Department.

In place of these departments we suggest a less elaborate organization 
based. on functional lines which shall head up in the general director. 


Officers’ Council 


We recommend that the Officers’ Council be discontinued. 


Literature 


We recommend a Publishing Committee made up of representatives to be 
appointed, one by each cooperating organization, with the general director. 
The Publishing Committee shall report to the Administrative Committee. 


Slewardship 


The development of the idea of stewardship is so important that your 
committee feels the Board of Promotion must continue its efforts along this 
line. We suggest that the Board call into cooperation the Laymen’s Council 
and the Women’s Continuation Campaign Committee and the Stewardship 
Department of the B. Y. P. U. A. in the development of the Stewardship 
plan. 


Segregation of Promotional Expenses 


We urge that the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention 
be asked to set up a uniform plan. by which the expenses of doing pro- 
motional work, if any, and also other administrative expenses incurred 
by the participating organizations shall be segregated in such a way that 
the details for each organization as well as the total can be brought together 
easily for the information and guidance of the denomination. 

' The committee recommends to The General Board of Promotion that a 
meeting of the Board be held annually after the election of the officers 
of the Northern Baptist Convention during or immediately following the

sessions of the Convention, and at the same place, for the purpose of organ- 
ization and the transaction of such other business as may be deemed 
desirable. 

The committee recommends that the Budget and Adjustment Committee 
of The General Board of Promotion be changed to the Budget Committee 
of The General Board of Promotion.

DETAILS OF METHODS 


1. The General Board of Promotion will have available literature relating 
to all objectives. 

2. Stewardship. The plans of the Stewardship Committee of the Admin- 
istrative Committee will be followed in all stewardship promotion. 


3. Details of Every-member Canvass: 


(1) It is desirable that a double pledge be made, which will indicate the 
amount to be paid toward the current expenses and, separately, the amount 
to be paid toward the New World Movement. 

(2) It is desirable that there be regular weekly payments of pledges by 
every pledger. 

(3) It is desirable that the local church have a separate treasurer for 
each fund and a financial secretary or secretaries. 

(4) It is desirable that there be regular monthly remittances by the 
church treasurer to the State office. 

(5) It is desirable that there be two (2) general pay-up periods during 
the year, one beginning the third Sunday in October, the other the first 
Sunday in April. 


4. Details of Organizing for the Whole Task: 


(1) Suggested organization for the local church. 

a. On nomination of the Women’s Society or Union, or in any other way 
deemed wise by the local body, a woman shall be appointed by the church 
to represent the women’s work in connection with the Continuation Cam- 
paign of the New World Movement. Any pledges made or moneys secured 
in the local church shall be handled in accord with the practise of the 
local body, but it is desirable that special contributions to the Continuation 
Campaign Fund shall be kept track of by the appointee of the Women’s 
Organization, remitted to State office through the church treasurer or direct, 
and reported by her to the Associational Woman's representative. 

b. On nomination of the men’s brotherhood or laymen’s committee in the 
local church or in any other way deemed wise, a layman shall be appointed 
to represent the church in connection with the Northern Baptist Laymen’s 
Council and in the promotion of a Stewardship League. 
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Nove. The design of this proposed organization is to produce a complete 
chain from every local church, through the Association and State Conven- 
tion to the organizations that represent the whole denomination in the 
Northern Baptist Convention; or vice versa, a means whereby the North- 
ern Baptist Convention can be closely related for development purposes to 
the State Convention, Association, and every local church.

1. That the Stewardship Committee shall be a subcommittee of the 
Administrative Committee of The General Board of Promotion. It shall 
be composed of members of the Administrative Committee, representatives 
of the Laymen’s Organization, of the Continuation Campaign Commitee, 
the Publication Society, the B. Y. P. U. A., and of such coopted members 
as may be desired. This committee shall consider all matters of Stewardship 
policy, organization, literature, and activities of all organizations in the 
denomination and make recommendations to the Administrative Committee. 
Its cooperating members from other organizations will make such reports 
to their various organizations as may be desired. This committee will plan 
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the general features of the annual Stewardship program, including the can- 
vass in October, and the literature and activities. 

2. That the recommendation passed December 28, 1921 (A-654), con- 
cerning the creation of State, Associational, and local stewardship organ- 
izations be rescinded in view of the new organization for the local church, 
the Association, and the State Convention, as proposed by the Committee on 
Organization and Program.

102. The Convention was called to order by the President. 

103. A period of prayer was observed in which a number of 
delegates participated. 

104, The following report of the Laymen’s Council was pre- 
sented by J. C. Colgate, of New York, and on his motion it was 
received : 


Report of the Activity of the Laymen’s Council of the 
Northern Baptist Convention 


The revival of the activity of laymen in the Northern Baptist Convention 
last year grew out of the necessity of the situation as it appeared to those 
in positions of responsibility. In recognition of this necessity a conference 
was called for January 20, 1922, at Chicago, to which were invited two 
laymen from each State in cooperation with the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, resulting in the setting up of an organization to function in this field 
from that time until the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention in 
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June, 1922, the following being elected: General Chairman, Fred W. Free- 
man; General Secretary, E. H. Rhoades, Jr.; Vice-chairmen, Albert L. 
Scott, Fred A. Grow, E. L. Ballard, E. J. Erickson, Geo. P. Cortner, 
D. C. Shull. 

At that meeting a resolution was adopted requesting the Executive Com- 
mittee and four additional men, viz., L. W. Boadway, J. Foster Wilcox, Oak 
E. Davis, and Charles R. Brock, to consider and report to the meeting to be 
held in conjunction with the Northern Baptist Convention as to the future 
purposes, plans, and program for the laymen’s activity. 

As to the value of the laymen’s activity in the campaign just closed, 
there are no data available showing the exact financial returns or benefits 
that could be traced to the activity of the Laymen’s Council, so no tabulated 
or statistical report can be made as to the accomplishments thus far in 
terms of money raised. A statement of the expenditures made in behalf 
of the campaign by the laymen is attached hereto; all of the money thus 
expended was provided by the Board of Promotion on the approval of the 
Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

While it is true that we cannot tabulate financial results, it seems clear 
from all the evidence in hand that the recent campaign has demonstrated 
the need for and the fruitfulness of more direct activity on the part of the 
laymen of the Convention, apart from the regular administrative activities 
of the Convention proper; and growing out of this experience and obser- 
vation your Committee recommends to the laymen: 


1. That provision be made for permanent, separate, organized activity 
within the denomination on the part of the laymen. 


2. That the following basic principles be approved as the permanent policy 
of the organization: 

(1) Our service to be strictly voluntary. 

(2) We will seek to cooperate with and through the approved organiza- 
tions and machinery of the denomination. 

(3) The laymen’s organization, as such, will not seek to control the 
policies of the churches of the denomination in the realm of controversy. 
Each man will be free to express his own judgment and conviction on all 
such matters, as an individual, without prejudice or embarrassment to his 
relations to the laymen’s organization. 


3. That our objectives be: 

(1) Our immediate objective is to put our whole force behind the move- 
ment to pay our debts. 

(2) Our permanent objective will be to get our men to recognize and 
practise Christian stewardship of life, talent, time, opportunity, and money, 
and to express that stewardship in money by setting apart as a minimum a 
tithe of their incomes for the extension of the kingdom through the churches, 
and to organize in each church a stewardship league for the study of the 
subject in all its phases. 

It is believed that the importance of this movement is such that the lay- 
men should devise some means within their own organization of paying 
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all the expense of the activities of the movement without in any wise par- 
ticipating in or detracting from the contributions which go to the support 
of the work through the regular organizations of the denomination; that a 
permanent Executive Secretary should be elected, who shall give a large 
part, if not all, of his time to this work for which he should be reasonably 
compensated by the laymen and not out of any other denominational treasury. 

The permanent plan should also be so to adjust the activities of this 
organization as not to compete with nor overlap any plan now in force in 
any of the churches, and proper adjustments in all such cases should be 
worked out so as to avoid friction and promote harmony and accord. 

The headquarters of the organization should be dissociated from the head- 
quarters of the Board of Promotion and other denominational agencies. 
Perhaps the location would be determined by the residence of the permanent 
secretary, if it should be found that the man and the place made this 
arrangement practicable. 

The laymen should seek, by every influence they can exert, to introduce 
into all of the churches, and thereby into the denomination itself, a better 
financial plan, which would naturally grow out of tithing as a beginning, 
and prevent the recurrence of emergency campaigns for finances. It would 
be ideal if a campaign of education could be arranged which would present 
the causes rather than the cost of the support of the enterprises. If a sub- 
stantial number of men in each church can be made to see the privilege and 
the duty of systematic giving, based upon a tithe as a minimum, and the 
churches can be induced to make regular monthly remittances, our denomina- 
tional crises can be avoided and large interest charges entirely eliminated. 
It is believed that in this field the laymen’s activity and influence can be 
made most effective in the realm of finance. 


The larger aspects of stewardship as to personal service, evangelism, etc., 
will be a matter of development and education which must be handled sys- 
tematically by the local councils, supplemented by such general inspiration 
and direction as the general council can give. 

It should be understood, of course, that this report only undertakes to 
point the way, and does not in any way undertake to work out a detailed 
plan. The whole matter is submitted for the intelligent, fraternal, and 
ecg consideration of the conference for proper and final action.

Report of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Board of Managers is glad to report that as in every successive 
year since its organization a marked advance has been made over the 
preceding years. Financially, the Board, under the plan of cooperation 
with The General Board of Promotion, has not been permitted to make any 
direct appeals for increases to its Permanent Funds. In spite of this fact, 
however, the assets of the Board have increased $864,013.04. 


SHORTAGE IN RECEIPTS FROM THE BOARD OF PROMOTION 


In spite of the condition outlined in the preceding paragraph, the Board 
is confronting a serious condition due to the withholding from the re- 
ceipts of the Board of Promotion of more than $1,000,000 from the amount 
allotted to this Board: This condition has been due to the plan that was 
known as “preferential treatment.” By vote of the Administrative Com- 
mittee at Indianapolis, November 4, 1921, the plan which had been followed 
up to that date was abandoned, and on November 15, 1921, a return to the 
original percentages was made. It is not clear how an adjustment is to be 
made by which the Board shall be reimbursed for the amount which has 
been withheld. This withholding has been a serious handicap, inasmuch 
as it has subtracted not only the amount withheld but also an approxi- 
mate income of $50,000 in interest from the yearly work. 


BENEFICIARIES 


During the current year an increase of 233 has been made in the num- 
ber of beneficiaries. There have been 33 deaths in the list, leaving the 
total number of 1255 now receiving grants. This list is composed of 501 
men and 479 women and 275 children. 

These grants are a partial recognition on the part of the denomination 
of the debt it owes these worthy workers. The amount of each grant, 
though too small, compares favorably with that which is made by other 
denominations. This amount, however, is still far below what it should 
be, and it is the purpose of the Board to increase its grants as rapidly 
as receipts will warrant. When it is remembered that a grant even of 
$300 per year is the annual income at five per cent. of $6,000, it will readily 
be seen how great is the need of increasing the Permanent Funds. We 
have made a splendid beginning, but we ought to realize that after all 
it is only a beginning. 


THE RETIRING PENSION PLAN 


A steady increase in the number of ministers who are availing them- 
selves of the opportunity provided by the Board has been marked through- 
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out the year. The largest number accepted and approved in any one 
month was 192 in March. The fact that other denominations are 
adopting virtually the same plan is an encouragement. The earnest 
desire of many of our ministers to share in making provision for 
an income when they shall have retired from active service is one of 
the most encouraging features of the denominational outlook. Now that 
the older men understand that the plan does not eliminate them from the 
benefits of the Board its extension has been steadily increasing. When- 
ever such a plan is inaugurated it is bound to confront the problem of 
the middle-aged and older men. The Board has been fully aware of 
this condition and in its desire to deal with these men justly and gen- 
erously first of all, it has adopted measures which fully meet the condi- 
tion. 
Low-sALARIED MEN 


The Board was confronted by the necessity of asking the churches or 
ministers to provide for the actual cost of the pension in the first year of 
membership. It was fully aware that this was difficult, especially for the 
men receiving $1500 or less. Because of this fact it sought and obtained 
a gift to be applied in placing a certain number of such men upon the 
same basis in the first year of membership upon which all now stand in 
the second year. That is, sixty-five per cent. of the dues of the first year 
was provided. It is a pleasure to report that there has been a most 
enthusiastic and wide-spread response. 


Tue CHurRcHES THAT HELP 


Late in 1921 the Board began a campaign to interest churches in placing 
in their annual budgets not only the salary but provision for the pensions 
of their pastors. There has been a generous response on the part of 
many. This response has included certain of the large churches and also 
some of the smallest and weakest. In the latter class was one on whose 
roll were only six male members. The salary of the pastor was $1,200 
per year, and yet this little church made full and generous provision for 
the pension of its pastor. There are still many churches that have not 
made this provision. A plan of continued education apparently is neces- 
sary. In certain of our sister denominations the entire body of churches 
has adopted this plan of provision for the pastors’ pensions. The Board 
is hopeful that, although time will be necessary to bring to pass this re- 
sult among the Baptists, the number of cooperating churches will soon 
be greatly enlarged. 

ORDINATION 


The work of the Board is greatly complicated by the cheapness of ordi- 
nation. It cannot make grants to unordained men, but it has made the 
basis of its grants service rendered rather than mere ordination. One 
of the hopeful signs is the fact that many ordaining councils now are 
sending to the Board records of the action taken. There is still much 
work to be done, and it will be a fortunate day for the Board, and the

denomination as well, when we have an authoritative list of men who have 
been regularly ordained and are in good standing and service. 


Memoria GIrrs 


Several of the large gifts which the Board has received have been me- 
morials. For the first time the Board is publishing in its financial state- 
ment a list of these gifts. ‘Is there any better way of perpetuating the 
memory of a loved pastor or father or mother or husband or wife than by 
establishing such a fund? By vote of the Board all gifts of this char- 
acter in amount of $1,000 or more will be incorporated in the me- 
morial class and published annually. 


A BetTeR MINISTRY 


Although the Board deals with individuals its aim is to benefit the 
entire ministry. In cooperation with the missionary boards it helps the 
broken or aged worker on the home or foreign field. It works with the 
State Conventions in providing for the broken ministers and their widows 
within their borders. It appeals to the self-respect of all. It eliminates 
the element of charity. Of course as long as human nature remains as 
it is there will be occasional perplexing problems involving the standing 
and eligibility of certain applicants. But these have now been reduced to 
their lowest terms and are not a peril. The Board, however, in order 
that its position may be clearly understood, passed the following resolu- 
tion at its meeting April 11, 1922: 


“ Resolved, That in the future, if it shall have been thoroughly sub- 
stantiated that an applicant has deceived the Board, or shall have 
plainly intended so to do, said applicant shall thereafter be consid- 
ered ineligible to any benefit whatsoever which the Board may have 
the power to grant.” 


The response of our ministers, the interest of our churches, the gener- 
osity of some of our largest givers, have placed the Board in a position 
where now its work will become more manifest and beneficial with every 
passing year. Its hope is that the minister of Jesus Christ may be made 
an increasing power for good. It emphasizes his high calling and appeals 
to all for sympathetic cooperation in its labors for the men who have 
given themselves to the uttermost. No higher gift is possible. 

For the faithful work of officers, members, and friends the Board de- 
sires to express its appreciation. The labor has largely been one of love, 
but in the deep conviction that it is not in vain because it is of the Lord 
as well as for the Lord, the Board of Managers of the Ministers and 
Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Convention gladly 
and gratefully makes its report of its activities for the year that is gone 
and with confidence faces the problems and tasks of the coming years. 
The detailed report of the Treasurer is appended, and we ask for it a

Tue AMERICAN Baptist Historical SOCIETY 


110. The Society was called to order by President S. B. Meeser. 
111 President S. B. Meeser presented the following report of 
the Society : 


Sixty-ninth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of 
The American Baptist Historical Society 


The American Baptist Historical Society is charged with the respon- 
sibility of securing and preserving books, pamphlets, manuscripts, autograph 
letters, photographs of churches and pastors, lists of members of churches, 
and other articles of historic interest to Baptists. While the official head- 
quarters of the Society is in the Roger Williams Building, the home of The 
American Baptist Publication Society at 1701 Chestnut Street, Philadel- 
phia, the books and other possessions are kept in the fireproof building 
of the Bucknell Library on the campus of Crozer Seminary, Chester, Pa. 
Through the courtesy of the trustees of Crozer we have an accessible and 
safe place for the historic archives of our denomination. 

During the past year we have had the cooperation of the Board of 
Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention, and through a special grant 
for operating expenses and binding, we have been able to have bound about 
six hundred volumes of very valuable periodicals and minutes. 

Through the interest of our librarian, Dr. Frank G. Lewis, and his 
assistant, Miss Rosabella Burk, the library material has become more acces- 
sible than ever. An improved system of indexing has resulted in a second 
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catalogue of periodical literature which is in reality a chronological index. 
A card for each periodical, plainly indicating at the top the dates for which 
we have such periodical, chronologically filed, enables us to see instantly 
the periodicals we have for certain dates. We are, therefore, able to secure 
at short notice the chief items of discussion in any period of Baptist history. 


We have received many valuable books, pamphlets, and manuscripts dur- 
ing the past year that will greatly aid in the completion of Baptist history. 
Many of these historical relics have been presented as gifts to the Society 
by friends who have the interest of this important work at heart. We have 
received a large gift.from the Samuel Colgate Baptist Historical Col- 
lection. Mr. Paul J. Linsley, of California, who has sent us some rare 
printed items, has again manifested his interest in our work by giving 
a copy of John A. Fabricius’s Delectus Argumentorum et Syllabus Scrip- 
torum. Mr. Linsley has also given us a portfolio collection of autographs 
which his father secured in 1866. Rev. Rittenhouse Neisser and Mrs. 
Neisser, of Pennsylvania, have sent us the manuscript minutes of the 
Harrisonville, New Jersey, Sons of Temperance of 1848-1856. Mrs. A. R. 
Medbury, of Pennsylvania, has sent us a nearly complete set of the Baptist 
Missionary Magazine. Rev. Albert J. R. Schumaker, of Pittsburgh, and 
his cousin Mrs. Schaul have presented us with a large collection of music, 
both published and unpublished, collected and produced by the late Prof. 
Theodore E. Perkins. Mr. John R. Downer, of Trenton, New Jersey, has 
presented us with a photostat copy of a historical sketch of the Cohansie 
Church, the original dating from about 1876. We have also received a 
very unique gift from Mr. William Boddis, through the kind interest of 
his brother, Dr. George Boddis, pastor of the Baptist Church at Marcus 
Hook, Pa. This gift is a silver watch which was purchased by their great- 
grandfather, who was a Methodist minister in England. The watch has a 
remarkable history. The original owner, Doctor Boddis’s great-grand father, 
on one of his travels was attacked by robbers and relieved of his watch, 
but his religious bearing so impressed the robbers that they later returned 
to his home and restored the watch to him. We have also been favored 
with a number of Japanese Baptist Annuals, a gift from Baptist leaders 
in Japan. 

To these friends, and all others, who through generosity and good-will 
have aided us, we express our appreciation. The managers of the Society 
seek from all Baptists a generous interest in this work of collecting addi- 
tional historical matter for our library. The managers pledge to the people 
of the Baptist churches their whole-hearted devotion, but at the same time 
they fully realize that without the assistance of their many interested friends, 
the work cannot progress as rapidly as it should because their field of 
activity is necessarily limited. Our financial conditions will not permit us 
to travel around the country in search of historical material, and we must, 
therefore, depend upon the contributions of our friends. Helpful sugges- 
tions and criticisms are always welcome because the welfare of The Amer- 
ican Baptist Historical Society is first in our hearts. The American Bap- 
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tist Publication Society, and numbers of our friends, have been most kind 
in assisting with the work by being constantly on the lookout for new 
records, documents, periodicals, and their cooperation is greatly appreciated. 

We have been privileged to aid some of our friends who have been in 
need of old records, photographs, and documents. We gave the Union 
Theological Seminary, New York, a valuable gift from our duplicate 
minutes. In response to a request, we assisted in the gathering together 
of a list of names of members of the Cherry Valley Baptist Church in the 
Ashtabula Association, previous to 1851. It is always a great satisfaction 
to us whenever we can thus aid our friends. 

During the past year our Society suffered a severe loss in the death of 
Dr. John W. Lyell, for many years the capable Secretary of our Board. 
Doctor Lyell was intensely interested in matters pertaining to the history 
of Baptists and Baptist organizations, and he gave himself without reserva- 
tion to these interests...His loss is very keenly felt, but we thank God for 
the many years of able and consecrated service he gave us. The impress 
of his genial personality will long remain. 

Rev. Harry W. Barras, of Pennsylvania, has been elected to succeed 
Doctor Lyell as the Secretary of our Society.

NortTHern Baptist CONVENTION 


115. The Convention was called to order by the President. 
-116. In accordance with the vote of the Convention (see Item 
94) the President announced that the consideration of a Baptist 
Confession of Faith was the order of the day. 
117. Rev. W. B. Riley, of Minnesota, made the following 


motion and moved its adoption : 


-In view of the fact that the eyes of all of the Baptists of the world, 
the eyes of millions of our fellow Christians of other denominations, are 
upon us today, all of them expecting, and the great majority of them 
hoping for, a declaration from us concerning the “faith once delivered 
to the saints” and in view of the unquestioned defection from that faith 
that now endangers the good name and the greater progress of our holy 
cause, I beg leave to present a declaration that has at once an historic 
sanctity, a declaration that rests, in its every sentence, upon the unshaken 
and unshakable base of Holy Scripture, as an expression of our loyalty 
to. evangelical Christianity, our abiding faith in the Book, and our deter- 
mination to acknowledge no voice as supreme in authority save that of 
our Jehovah God. 
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I move its adoption as the recommendation of the Convention to all 
such local Baptist churches within our bounds as feel the need of a 
clear and competent confession, and stand ready to announce their faith 
both to the believing and unbelieving world. 


THE NEW HAMPSHIRE CONFESSION 


I. Or THE SCRIPTURES 


We believe that the Holy Bible was written by men divinely inspired, 
and is a perfect treasure of heavenly instruction: that it has God for its 
author, salvation for its end, and truth without any mixture of error, for 
its matter; that it reveals the principles by which God will judge us; and 
therefore is, and shall remain to the end of the world, the true center of 
Christian union, and the supreme standard by which all human conduct, 
creeds, and opinions should be tried. 


II. Or tHe TruE Gop 


We believe that there is one, and only one, living and true God, an 
infinite, intelligent Spirit, whose name is Jehovah, the Maker and Supreme 
Ruler of heaven and earth; inexpressibly glorious in holiness, and worthy 
of all possible honor, confidence, and love; that in the unity of the God- 
head there are three persons, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost; 
equal in every divine perfection, and executing distinct but harmonious 
offices in the great work of redemption. 


III. Or tHe Fatt or Man 


We believe that man was created in holiness, under the law of his 
Maker; but by voluntary transgression fell from that holy and happy 
state; in consequence of which all mankind are now sinners, not by con- 
straint, but choice; being by nature utterly void of that holiness required 
by the law of God, positively inclined to evil; and therefore under just 
condemnation to eternal ruin, without defense or excuse. 


IV. Or THE Way OF SALVATION g 


We believe that the salvation of sinners is wholly of grace; through 
the mediatorial offices of the Son of God; who by the appointment of the 
Father, freely took upon him our nature, yet without sin; honored the 
divine law by his personal obedience, and by his death made a full atone- 
ment for our sins; that having risen from the dead he is now enthroned 
in heaven; and uniting in his wonderful person the tenderest sympathies 
with divine perfections, he is every way qualified to be a suitable, a com- 
passionate, and an all-sufficient Saviour. 


V. OF JUSTIFICATION 


We believe that the great gospel blessing which Christ secures to such 
as believe in him is Justification; that Justification includes the pardon 
of sin, and the promise of eternal life on principles of righteousness; 
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that it is bestowed, not in consideration of any works of righteousness 
which we have done, but solely through faith in the Redeemer’s blood; 
by virtue of which faith his perfect righteousness is freely imputed to 
us'of God; that it brings us into a state of most blessed peace and favor 
with God, and secures every other blessing needful for time and eternity. 


VI. OF THE FREENESS OF SALVATION 


We believe that the blessings of salvation are made free to all by the 
gospel; that it is the immediate duty of all to accept them by a cordial, 
penitent, and obedient faith; and that nothing prevents the salvation of 
the greatest sinner on earth but his own inherent depravity and voluntary 
rejection of the gospel; which rejection involves him in an aggravated 
condemnation. 


VII.. Or Grace tn REGENERATION 


‘We believe that, in order to be saved, sinners must be regenerated or 
born again; that regeneration consists in giving a holy disposition to the 
mind; that it is effected, in a manner above our comprehension, by the 
power of the Holy Spirit in’ connection with divine truth, so as to 
secure our voluntary obedience to the gospel; and that its proper evidence 
appears in the holy fruits of repentance and faith and newness of life. 


VIII. Or REPENTANCE AND FAITH 


‘We believe that Repentance and Faith are sacred duties, and also in- 
separable graces, wrought in our souls by the regenerating Spirit of God; 
whereby, being deeply convinced of our guilt, danger, and helplessness, 
and of the way of salvation by Christ, we turn to God with unfeigned 
contrition, confession, and supplication for mercy; at the same time 
heartily receiving the Lord Jesus Christ as our Prophet, Priest, and 
King, and relying on him alone as the only and all-sufficient Saviour. 


IX. Or Gon’s Purpose or GRACE 


We believe that Election is the eternal purpose of God, according to 
which he graciously regenerates, sanctifies, and saves sinners; that being 
perfectly consistent with the free agency of man, it comprehends all the 
means in connection with the end; that it is a most glorious display of 
God’s sovereign goodness, being infinitely free, wise, holy, and unchange- 
able; that it utterly excludes boasting, and promotes humility, love, prayer, 
praise, trust in God, and active imitation of his free mercy; that it en- 
courages the use of means in the highest degree; that it may be ascer- 
tained by its effects in all who truly believe the gospel; that it is the 
foundation of Christian assurance; and that to ascertain it with regard 
to ourselves demands and deserves the utmost diligence.

X. Or SANCTIFICATION 


We believe that Sanctification is the process by which, according to the 
will of God, we are made partakers.of his holiness; that it is a pro- 
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gressive work; that it is begun in regeneration; and that it is carried on 
in the hearts of believers by the presence and power of the Holy Spirit, 
the Sealer and Comforter, in the continual use of the appointed means, 
especially the word of God, self-examination, self-denial, watchfulness, 
and prayer. 


XI. Or THE PERSEVERANCE OF SAINTS 


We believe that such only are real believers as endure unto the end; 
that their persevering attachment to Christ is the grand mark which 
distinguishes them from superficial professors; that a special Providence 
watches over their welfare; and that they are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation. 


XII. Or THE HARMONY OF THE LAW AND THE GOSPEL 


We believe that the Law of God is the eternal and unchangeable rule 
of his moral government; that it is holy, just, and good; and that the 
inability which the Scriptures ascribe to fallen men to fulfil its precepts 
arises entirely from their love of sin; to deliver them from which, and to 
restore them through a Mediator to unfeigned obedience to the holy Law, 
is one great end of the gospel, and of the means of grace connected with 
the establishment of the visible church. 


XIII. Or a Gosper CHURCH 


We believe that a visible church of Christ is a congregation of baptized 
believers, associated by covenant in the faith and fellowship of the gospel; 
observing the ordinances of Christ; governed by his laws; and exercising 
the gifts, rights, and privileges invested in them by his word; that its 
only scriptural officers are Bishops, or Pastors, and Deacons, whose 
qualifications, claims, and duties are defined in the epistles to Timothy 
and Titus. 


XIV. Or BaprisM AND THE Lorp’s SUPPER 


We believe that Christian Baptism is the immersion in water of a be- 
liever, into the name of the Father, and Son, and Holy Ghost; to show 
forth, in a solemn and beautiful emblem, our faith in the crucified, buried, 
and risen Saviour, with its effect in our death to sin and resurrection to 
a new life; that it is prerequisite to the privileges of a church relation; 
and to the Lord’s Supper; in which the members of the church, by the 
sacred use of bread and wine are to commemorate together the dying 
love of Christ; preceded always by solemn self-examination. 


XV. OF THE CHRISTIAN SABBATH 


We believe that the first day of the week is the Lord’s Day, or Christian 
Sabbath; and is to be kept sacred to religious purposes, by abstaining 
from all secular labor and sinful recreations; by the devout observance of 
all the means of grace, both private and public; and by preparation for 
that rest that remaineth for the people of God. . 
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XVI. Or Civit GoveRNMENT 
We believe that civil government is of divine appointment, for the 
interests and good order of human society; and that ‘magistrates are to 
be prayed for, conscientiously honored, and obeyed; except only in things 
opposed to the will of our Lord Jesus Christ, who is the only Lord of 
the conscience, and the Prince of the kings of the earth. 


XVIT. Or tHe RIGHTEOUS AND THE WICKED 


We believe that there is a radical and essential difference between the 
righteous and the wicked; that such only as through faith are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and sanctified by the Spirit of our God, are 
truly righteous in his esteem; while all such as continue in impenitence 
and unbelief are in his sight wicked, and under the curse; and this dis- 
tinction holds among men both in and after death. 


XVIII. Or THE WorLpD To CoME 


We believe that the end of the world is approaching; that at the last 
day Christ will descend from heaven, and raise the dead from the grave 
to final retribution; that a solemn separation will then take place; that 
the wicked will be adjudged to endless punishment, and the righteous to 
endless joy; and that this judgment will fix forever the final state of men 
in heaven or hell, on principles of righteousness. 


118. Rev. Cornelius Woelfkin, of New York, offered the fol- 
lowing as a substitute for the motion before the Convention (see 
Item 117) and moved its adoption: 


The Northern Baptist Convention affirms that the New Testament js 
the all-sufficient ground of our faith and practise, and we need no other 
statement. 


119. The motion was discussed by Rev. W. B. Riley, of Min- 
nesota; Rev. Cornelius Woelfkin, of New York; Rev. J. M. 
_ Dean, of California, and Rev. C. H. Jones, of Pennsylvania,

The following report of the Finance Committee was pre- 
sented by D. C. Shull, of Iowa, who moved that it be adopted: 


Report of the Finance Committee 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Finance Committee of the Convention begs to submit its annual 
report as follows: 


The first meeting of the Committee was held in The First ie 
Church, Indianapolis, November 2 and 3, 1921. ' 

Much to the regret of the Committee, O. R. Judd, owing to his in- 
ability to be present at all the meetings of the Committee, resigned as 
secretary. W. H. Main was elected in his place. 

At this meeting the representatives of the various organizations and 
boards and the members of the finance committee of the General Board 
of Promotion were present. 

At this meeting there was discussed the equalization and corroboration 
of all budgets; the possible reduction of budgets without detriment to 
the work of the Convention; the actual amounts necessary for aan 
work, deferring balances to be used if secured. 

The general discussion of the financial situation led to the following 
resolution : oot Tet” 


1. That the Finance Committee postpone until March their final 
action upon the budgets now in their hands; 

2. That the cooperating and affiliating organizations, the ‘Board of, 
Promotion, and the Northern Baptist Convention make plans which, 
will enable them, if necessary, to cut their budgets down to 80 per 
cent. of the present figures; 

3. That the Finance Committee carefully watch the receipts on aH 
$100,000,000 Campaign during the coming weeks and months, and 
not later than March, earlier if favorable returns warrant a more 
hopeful decision, advise the cooperating and affiliating organizations, 
the Board of Promotion, and the Northern Baptist Convention what 
percentage of the budgets above. 80 per cent., if any, may be safely 
appropriated ; 

4. And that this percentage be raised by the. Finance Committee 
any time that the money received may warrant it. 


It was hoped that this program would do three things: 


1. Give definite assurance that we may plan the next year’s work on a 
minimum of 80 per cent. of the submitted budgets. Tir 

2. Give reasonable assurance not only that this $1,250,000 deficit will 
not be doubled, but on the other hand that it will be wiped out. 

3. Furnish a powerful stimulus to us all to go out and raise the niga: 
that will enable us to fulfil our present budgets 100 per cent. 
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And it may start a movement which once well under way will lead on 
to further effort that may carry us over the top on the Hundred Million 
Dollar Drive. 

In January, 1922, the following matter was voted upon affirmatively, 
by mail: 

Resolved, That the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention be requested to add to the budget of The General Board of 
Promotion for the present year the sum of $30,000 to be used under 
the direction of the Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Laymen’s Council in the prosecution of its work prior to the next 
meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention. And it was further 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this meeting be, and he hereby is, 
authorized and directed to certify a copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tion and transmit the same to the Finance Committee of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 


The next meeting of this committee was held in Hotel LaSalle, Chi- 
-cago, March 8, 1922. At this meeting there were representatives from 
various organizations and Societies. 

The first matter to be discussed resulted in the suggestion that this 
Committee request The General Board of Promotion to instruct State 
Boards of Promotion to send to The General Board of Promotion an 
annual certified statement of their finances in accordance with a letter 
upon this subject sent to The General Board of Promotion by the chair- 
man of this committee, D. C. Shull. 

That a model form for such annual reports of State Boards be fur- 
nished by The General Board of Promotion for use of the said State 
Boards of Promotion. 

The resignation of W. H. Main as a member of the Finance Commit- 
tee was accepted to take effect when his successor should be appointed 
by the President of the Northern Baptist Cortvention, and W. H. Main 
was requested to continue to act as secretary of the commitee until that 
time. — 

It was voted to approve the affirmative vote by mail of the Finance 
Committee in adding to the budget of The General Board of Promotion 
as estimated at Des Moines of $736,000 an amount to take care of the 
expenses of the State offices from November 16, 1921, to the end of the 
year, amounting to $31,250. 

It was voted to approve the affirmative vote by mail of the Finance 
Committee, granting to The General Board of Promotion an addition of 
$30,000 to pay the expenses of the Laymen’s Committee in the $15,000,000 
campaign.

RESTATEMENT OF FINANCIAL CONDITIONS 


1. That the books of The General Board of Promotion be closed as of 
April 30, 1922, on the basis of the Indianapolis revision (November, 1921), 
and carry into the new accounts then to be opened the items representing 
the amount of the underdrawings of The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, and Schools and 
Colleges. 

2. That we regard these underdrawings as a general obligation of the 
denomination only to be liquidated in the manner hereinafter set forth. 

3. That the denomination shall accept as its goal for the coming year 
$10,000,000 of distributable receipts, and that this be apportioned among 
the various States in the proportion which their contributions during the 
last three years bear to the total contributions of the Convention. 

4. That the first $7,000,000 received from the distributable receipts 
(being the average that has been received for each of the last two years) 
be distributed, thus assuring to each participating organization its fult 
pro-rata share of all receipts, as and when received as follows:

6. That the distributable receipts beyond $7,000,000 and one-half of the 
underdrawings described in paragraph 5 shall be distributed each year 
as on the percentage basis of the askings as set forth in Column 6 of the 
“Comparative Statement of Distribution as of April 30, 1922,” published 
by the Board of Promotion. 

Note. This process to be repeated for two years with the understanding 
that should the full fifty per cent. not be available the first year, the balance 
of the amount shall be distributable the second year.

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Report of the Committee on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies 
Using Foreign Languages 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Outer Gateway to America has swung wide and free; and through 
it thirty millions of human folks have passed in the last one hundred 
years. Eager, expectant, from everywhere they came with high hopes 
and bright dreams. To enter was heaven. To be turned back meant black 
despair. 

But that gate is an Iron Gate. It admits these newcomers to industrial 
America, to her mills and mines, her grind and grime, to her sub-American 
slums, and her ugly foreign colonies. Mutterings and rumblings of sub- 
terranean discontent and unrest portend danger: and menace to America. 
Back through the gate have turned millions, disillusioned of their bright 
dreams, bereft of their high hopes, with enthusiasm and health left behind 
in what they had once spoken of as the Promised Land. 

There is a Second Gate—an Inner Gate. It is a Golden Gate which 
opens upon the America of our ideal and theirs. It is a land of happy 
childhood, of playgrounds and schools and libraries and churches, of friendly 
folk with the love of God in their hearts which is manifest by love for 
their fellow men. Within this gate there is toil, but it is toil with courage 
and hope of a fair share of the reward of honest toil. Here in this America 
the newcomer is admitted to a share in the making of America and his 
gifts are not despised. And the secret of this inner, this better America, 
is a living faith in God, a belief in the supreme worth of human personality 
above all material wealth; here are love, sympathy, and understanding, 
and the assurance that the fulness of life which is the purpose of a loving 
Father is to come from the living Spirit of Christ in the regeneration of 
every life and all of life. 

It is the task of the Christian church to keep wide open that Second 
Gate, and highly resolve that none shall miss the way. 

There is a wide-spread impression among many Protestants that evan- 
gelical mission work among foreign-speaking peoples in our country is 
not only needless, but something of an affront to people who come to us 
with religious traditions at variance with our own. By other than Prot- 
estants any such activity is denounced in the bitterest words as a negation 
of that religious tolerance which is the essence of religious liberty. These 
people forget that there are Catholic Orders which are devoted to winning 
non-Catholics. In various cities are to be seen displayed announcements of 
services for non-Catholics. This, of course, is not religious bigotry, but 
any endeavor on the part of Protestants to proclaim a free and open Bible 
has met with abuse and often with violence. Roman Catholic authorities 
claim 78,000 Protestant converts to Roman Catholicism during the last 
year (1921), 

_ But apart from any-such inconsistencies, we must meet this issue squarely, 
for to the writer’s mind there can be no substitute for an intelligible and 
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faithful presentation of the gospel of the grace of God if we are to 
realize the purpose of God in this movement of millions of human folk 
from other lands to our own. 


There are hundreds of thousands of Orientals in America who came from 
lands to which we send missionaries. Our treatment of these people is 
making it hard for the missionary. If there is any obligation upon us 
to propagate foreign missions there is an equal, if not greater, obligation 
to make Christ fully known and loved among Oriental peoples here. 


There are vast numbers of newcomers who have a nominal relation to 
some religious body, but to whom this relation has no meaning or reality. 
There are over 1,800,000 Jews in New York City, but only a small pro- 
portion ever enter a synagogue. The same thing is true of adherents of 
Roman Catholicism. To these must be added a large number of immigrants 
who have lost all faith or regard for the religious institutions in which 
they were reared. Thousands of children are being reared in utter ignorance 
of all religion, and still other thousands have been trained in atheistic schools 
and imbued with blasphemous doctrines. There are aggressive, well-organ- 
ized, well-financed movements, with skilfully prepared literature, which have 
as their object the negation of all religion. 


The religious destitution, ignorance, superstition, and utter lack of moral 
power, to say nothing of regenerating power, in the lives of hundreds of 
thousands should arouse the pity and compassion of any Christian who has 
any vital faith of his own. All of this may be admitted, but some still 
take issue regarding any attempt to place before those who are faithful 
to the faith of their fathers our conception of religion. 


There is an irrepressible conflict between two conceptions of Christianity. 
We freely grant the right of any person to choose which he prefers, but 
we also claim the right to bear witness to the conception which we believe 
to be the gospel of the grace of God. 


On the one hand is a religion of autocracy and aristocracy, with sensuous 
forms which appeal to the imagination, and superstitions which hold men 
in their power. It has numbered among its adherents saints and martyrs, 
devout and beautiful souls, but it has fostered persecution, and where it 
holds sway all liberty of conscience is denied and ignorance and illiteracy 
reach their highest rate. On the other hand, where evangelical Christianity 
has ‘been spiritual and vital, in place of autocracy has reigned religious 
liberty; instead of aristocracy, religious democracy; and in the place of 
formalism and superstition, the open Word of God, which is everywhere 
and always the Magna Carta of all liberty and progress. 

The remarkable success of evangelical missions among foreign-speaking 
people, when wisely promoted and adequately supported, is a refutation of 
the statement that this ministry cannot win. 

Only a low spiritual vitality with its consequent indifference and apathy 
can find any escape’ from the responsibility for bearing loving witness to 
our faith. To do this without controversy or intolerance is a fine art 
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that is learned only in the school of Christ, and comes to those of under- 
standing hearts which are filled with his overflowing love and sympathy. 

In making the ninth report of the Committee on Foreign-speaking Bodies 
we are endeavoring to reflect the status of our denominational enterprise 
among these stronger organized groups by incorporating the comments of 
the representatives of those groups who make up the committee. 

Two outstanding ideas are common to all these reports: First, the rapid 
development of the use of the English language in public worship, and 
secondly, the increasing efficiency of the work as evidenced by growth 
in numbers and training of the leadership. The denomination is becoming 
increasingly conscious of the spiritual asset it has in these devoted and 
earnest members, who are vitally, organically, and sympathetically one with 
it in every essential. 

The work of this Committee has done much to foster the spirit of unity 
and sense of solidarity. 

No further comment is needed upon the reports which follow. 


THE CZECHOSLOVAK BAPTISTS 


The reports from the field are very encouraging. We now have thirty- 
two churches and missions in America with a membership of 1,800, and a 
Sunday school enrolment of 2,313. There were 176 baptized last conference 
year. Our members, notwithstanding the financial depression, raised a 
total of $37,841 for various church needs. 

We are especially grateful for the International Baptist Seminary, at 
East Orange, N. J. It is an ideal location and well adapted to our needs. 
The American Baptists are pursuing a wise policy in training their foreign 
pastors in their respective mother tongues as well as in English. We now 
have eight Slovak students in this seminary, and several others are study- 
ing in various American schools, Six Slovak churches are now pastorless. 
Our greatest need is trained workers. 

Our outlook for the future is even brighter. In America even the 
Slovak secular papers are freely discussing religious matters. There is 
considerable dissatisfaction with formalism and ritualistic religion; practical 
Christianity after the teachings of Jesus is demanded. Even the Roman 
Catholic priests are publicly criticized. Everything is pointing to a better 
day in our Lord’s harvest. If we only had more laborers! We pray that 
the Lord will send them. 


THE DANISH BAPTISTS 


Not a few of these churches have through a natural historical process 
become American churches in the sense that they now use the English 
language entirely in their services. Others—some very strong churches—are 
going through that historical development now at this time. This is, ac- 
cording to our view-point, as it should be. Immigration from Denmark 
has diminished a great deal, although quite a number of immigrants are 
coming every year and will continue to come in the future. We are 
trying to preserve in our churches the elements which are of real value 
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and make the transformation a gradual and natural development, harmon- 
izing with God’s plan of work through all the ages. It ought not to be held 
back, nor ought it to be unduly hastened. 


THE FINNISH BAPTISTS 


The last year has been one of the most blessed in the history of the 
Finnish Baptist Mission Union. During the same, more members have been 
added to the churches through baptism than in any previous year. Sixteen 
churches are at present active, and five men are as regular pastors devoting 
all their time to the work. Besides, there are several ministerial students 
who during part of the year are engaged in active work. A few brethren 
engaged in farming or teaching or medical practise also give part of 
their time to Christian work, and act as leaders of churches without regular 
pastors. The need of a strong evangelist for our field is keenly felt. 


THE GERMAN BAPTISTS 


It has been a year of encouragement in our German-speaking churches. 
Despite the fact that many of them are in a state of transition, because 
of the language problem, there has been steady progress all along the line. 
There have been many additions by baptism, some churches reporting large 
ingatherings. Our membership now numbers close to 33,000. With two 
evangelists in the field and also two newly appointed secretaries for Sun- 
day School and Young People’s Work, we are trying to meet more 
adequately the growing demand both for evangelism and religious educa- 
tion. There are over fifty students for the ministry in our Seminary at 
Rochester, some of them taking also the full English Course. At our 
next Triennial Conference, which meets this year August 22-28 at St. Paul, 
Minn., we shall be able to report the success of the three years’ financial 
program, adopted at the Conference at Chicago in 1919. Approximately a 
million dollars has been raised in these three years, about $200,000 having 
gone for European relief. The salaries of all of our missionary-pastors 
have been raised to a minimum of $1,200 a year. We also aid in part at 
least some forty workers in different parts of Europe. We contemplate 
doing larger things in European work in the coming year. Our future 
is bright with promise, for we are working with God and for his kingdom. 


THE HUNGARIAN BAPTISTS 


The Baptist missionary work among the Hungarians is extended through- 
out ten States, and we have about thirty-eight churches and mission 
stations. ; 

We are not great in numbers, but still our influence is felt everywhere 
we start our missionary activities. The historical (national) churches have 
to. cope with us, so they begin to work among the children and young 
people, they form women’s societies, and in general show an_ inclina- 
tion toward the more evangelical customs of the American Protestant 
churches. 
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We are helping the.movement for prohibition by giving good example 
in our individual and collective life as churches. Our churches are not cele- 
brating feasts with dances and strong drink, as other Hungarian churches 
are doing. Those who have the right to vote without any exception vote 
for prohibition. 

In interpreting the doctrines of the Bible we are loyal to the Holy 
Scriptures and sound in mind and teaching. We are having a hard fight 
with Russellism, Adventism, and Pentecostalism, but we are the winners in 
this fight because our people never were inclined to extremes. 

‘We are a strong union as Hungarian Baptists in this country, and we 
are going side by side as intelligent Christians, brushing away our dif- 
ficulties, if we have them, and holding fast in our unity. The hardest 
problem is the financial problem. Our churches are maintaining their exis- 
tence by loading themselves with debts, but we hope that the present strain 
will be lightened soon, if not entirely,at least partly. 

We have promising mission fields, and are waiting the outcome of the 
New World Movement. Our churches without any exceptions are inter- 
ested in this great missionary enterprise. We wish this could be said of 
all our English-speaking churches. 


THE ITALIAN BAPTISTS 


Notwithstanding the inevitable losses sustained as a consequence of the 
recent war, many of our young men leaving the churches for foreign ser- 
vice and never returning, there are certain outstanding results, during the 
past year, which give us reason for gratitude to our Master, and for new 
courage to go on with our God-given task. 

There has been development of a new zeal and a feeling of a deep sense 
of responsibility for the building up of self-supporting and. self-directing 
churches. Marked progress along. these lines has been made in Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, Fordham, N. Y., Providence, New Haven, and Newark. 

» The evangelistic efforts have been richly blessed of God for the conver- 
sion of men and women. In the vicinity of the metropolitan area alone, 
during the past twelve months, over 150 persons have been baptized. In 
the number of conversions see in contributions, this year will be the 
banner year. 

Tue Norwecian Baptists 

Reports will show that the percentage will be large of members added 
to our churches by baptism the last year. Perhaps we should mention the 
glorious revival on our Artichoke field. The appointment of Rev. J. Simp- 
son as general missionary for our field i is an important step in advance. 

Two of our churches have built new and very good church buildings. 

; ) More.than, two-thirds of our work is done in the English language. 
Outlook. We have large fields and are better known. We will be a 
blessing according to the extent to which God gets his way with us. 
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One outstanding need is workers. We need many more. 
We should have one more general evangelist on the field. 
There are several new fields that should be entered upon for work. 


ROUMANIAN Baptists 


We have had an unusually hard time this year, many of our people being 
out of work. It caused quite a few hardships. But in spite of all these 
hardships, we are holding our positions well in all our missions. An 
awakening is being observed among the people on the outside. We have 
many new faces in our meetings, beautiful Sunday schools are being con- 
ducted in English, and many of our members are becoming citizens. There 
are numerous conversions and baptisms. 

Nearly all our members have brought their families here. Our young 
people are becoming more and more educated, so that it will not be long 
before we too shall have trained leaders in our churches. 

Our brethren are thankful to the Home Mission Society for the Inter- 
national Seminary, where a Roumanian Department has been made possible 
for us, in which our missionaries are being trained. This will be a great 
factor. We are determined in the future to give our people the best we 
have in America—the Bible. 


THE RUSSIAN BAPTISTS 


After being separated from,relatives in the old country for years, many 
» of the men have taken the first chance to return and look up their families. 
As no new immigrants can come in, this means a great reduction in our 
numbers, but many of those who go from our missions are doing splendid 
(volunteer) missionary work in Russia. 

In spite of smaller numbers and the industrial depression which has hurt 
our people cruelly, we are doing what we can to help our friends overseas, 
and a fund of ten thousand dollars is now being raised for that purpose. 

As to the future, only God knows what that is to be for any Russian 
people anywhere. We cannot see much that looks encouraging just now, 
but our people are loyal to the gospel, zealous in evangelistic effort, and, 
according to their means, generous in giving. With God’s help the work 
will grow. 

As Russian Christians we thank God for America where most of us 
first found him, and we dedicate our lives to his service. 


THE SWEDISH BAPTISTS 


The most striking feature in the life of the Swedish churches is their 
rapid drift into the English language. In many churches it is already 
100 per cent. English. I think the average will be about 75 per cent. now. 
Ten years from now one will have to look very carefully for a single 
church which will be purely Swedish. In fact, it is somewhat difficult to 
find such a church even now. The progress of the churches spiritually 
and numerically is proceeding with the same vigor as usual. 
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The Committee recommended in its report last year that a representative 
of one of the groups of the Committee should speak in behalf of all. 
Last year Doctor Mangano represented the Committee. This year we want 
a representative of the German Conference to speak in behalf of all the 
groups.

218. The President introduced Mrs. Margaret C. Munns, 
Treasurer of the National Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
who addressed the Convention. 

219. Rev. C. S. Burns, of Michigan, offered. prayer. 

220. On motion the Convention adjourned. 

221. The annual banquet of the Baptist Brotherhood Federa- 
tion was held at the Claypool Hotel at seven o'clock. E. H. 
Rhoades, Jr., of Ohio, presided. Addresses were delivered by Rev. 
J. A. Francis, of California, and Rev, J. J. Ross, of Illinois. Rev. 
Joseph Novotny, of Czecho-Slovakia, and Rev. Carl Fuellibrandt, 
Commissioner from the Russian Baptist Union, were guests of 
honor, and addressed the meeting. 

On motion of Secretary S. Z. Batten, a resolution was adopted 
protesting against the Turkish. massacres of Christians, and re- 
questing that a committee accompany a delegation of seven mem- 
bers of the Northern Baptist Convention to present the resolution 
to President Harding and Secretary Hughes.

The Imperial Conrmission of the Christian Church 


Text: ‘Go ye, therefore, and make disciples of all the nations, baptizing 
them into the mame of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit, 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I commanded you: and lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 


When I communed with God and with my own heart about the message 
for the morning I determined to choose a text so great that, if we could 
get that and that alone, we would have a message of inspiration to carry 
back to our own tasks. I have chosen as such a text these words which 
form the Imperial Commission of the Christian Church. That commission 
is imperial by every test; by the presence of its Giver; by the occasion of 
its utterance; by the task which it proposes; by the power which it promises ; 
by the people which it includes; by the movement which it inaugurates. 
Here, in a real sense, human beings are called to be fellow workers with 
God in his program of redemption. 

We, who are gathered here today, may look back across the years to 
that hillside in Galilee. We are told that Palestine was important because 
it was where the caravan roads of the Orient crossed, where the currents 
of the world’s life met; but Galilee that day stood at the crossing of the 
highway of eternity. Nor is that scene so far away. That hillside has 
simply been pushed back. The thousands of years have simply increased 
the numbers of those who gather around him and call him Lord, but they 
have in no wise diminished the force of his imperial command when he said 
to those who followed him: “Go ye, therefore, and make disciples of all 
the nations, baptizing them into the name of the Father and of the Sun and 
of the Holy Spirit, teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I com- 
manded you: and lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 

There are certain great elemental things evident in the text upon which I 
assume we will all agree.

Preacher of the Convention Sermon 
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The first of these is that the great missionary spirit is not an incident of 
the Christian movement, it is fundamental. In a real sense it is the 
Christian movement. The essence of the missionary spirit is the impulsion 
in the soul of one who has experienced in himself God’s redemptive power 
through Christ to bring the good news of that saving power to others, to 
secure in them, if possible, the response to that offer, and then to teach 
them to observe the things that Jesus commanded. This impulse roots 
itself in the heart of God. Christ's coming was in a real sense a great 
manifestation of the missionary spirit. The whole Christian church has 
no explanation aside from the missionary spirit. The spirit is one, though 
its manifestations are many. It is as truly evidenced when the follower 
of Christ here attempts to bring his offer to the person here at home, and 
secure his response, and culture him in the Christian life, as it is when 
it is done on the foreign field; but while it does operate near-by it can 
never exhaust itself here but must extend to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
All bars are down, and his command drives us on until every last man 
who needs that gospel has it brought to him. 

The second great truth is that the Christian church, to be truly a Chris- 
tian church, must always be evangelistic. We are to make disciples of “all 
nations.” There is an extensive ministry, and this Commission of the 
Master drives us, in loyal obedience to him, to a most insistent evangelistic 
program, whether it be from the pulpit, or by the method of personal work 
here at home; whether it be by the dedication of time and money and 
consecration of talents for organization that enables us to carry that work 
on to the ends of the world. When the Christian church stops deter- 
mining to press on and evangelize the world, it will have ceased to be in 
line with the definite purpose of the Christ. We need also to get clearly 
in mind that, no matter what other influences in the world may be helpful, 
and from whatever other sources people may have drawn inspiration, 
Christianity is proclaimed by its founder to be needed by all the world, 
and that “there is no other name given under heaven, or among men, 
whereby men must be saved.” 

The third great elemental truth that is clear in the text is that alongside 
its program that is extensive must go its program that is intensive. Along- 
side its program of evangelism must be its program of culture. We are to 
make disciples of the nations, then we are to teach them to observe all things 
that he has commanded. Christianity extends laterally over the world; 
it is also to extend perpendicularly up and down through society. 

There was to be, as Christ visioned it, no situation in the church like 
that which occurred in the war when a British general made his plans to 
advance but made no plans to hold the ground that he had gained, there- 
fore he immediately lost it all to the enemy. But this teaching is not simply 
that people may learn the commands of Christ, it is teaching people to 
observe them so that his commands become their inner manner of life so 
that the quantity of Christianity is transformed into the quality of Chris- 
tianity. We are to work for the same results for which Paul prayed: 
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“That we may be no more children tossed too and fro—but that we may 
grow up into him in all things, that is the Head, even Christ,” We are to 
work, not simply that people may confess Christ by word of mouth and 
be baptized, but that they may observe, in daily life, in every relationship, 
between man and man, in their relationships in society and in political life, 
and in international relationships and everywhere else, the commands and 
spirit of Christ. Christianity will be judged far more by its quality than 
by its quantity. The deepest law of teaching is that the one taught must 
not only be impressed by the teacher, but must, himself, be able to express 
the thing taught. We may impress by our teaching, but we must secure 
expression by service. 

There are those in the church today peculiarly qualified to lead along 
one or the other of these two lines. Today, as of old, he gives some to be 
evangelists, and some to be teachers, but their work is not mutually ex- 
clusive. They are to be complementary. If, at times, when we have the 
evangelistic spirit we are impatient with those who have the task of teach- 
ing, let us remember that the Christ himself won very few but spent most 
of his life culturing those whom he did win. If others are inclined to 
put the emphasis upon the teaching function and ignore evangelism, let us 
bear in.mind that the primary act of religion is the personal and willing 
submission of the individual will to Christ, and without that act as a basis. 
any informational structure we may erect is a house that is built on the 
sands. But holding these three conceptions that our text makes clear as 
our background, I want to bring before you the challenge which this Com- 
mission presents to us as a denomination at this particular moment in the 
world’s history, a summons to us today to rededicate every element of our 
power to its achievement. 


I 


First, I emphasize it in its world-wide application. Through the course 
of the years, by the vision and prayers of our forefathers, the great world- 
wide missionary enterprise has been pushed forward until it has planted 
its front-line trenches in almost every foreign nation on earth. As in the 
war, the advance has been marked by the shed blood of our fellow workers 
and the sacrifice of our sons and daughters. That enterprise has represented 
the treasure-house into which thousands of people here at home have brought 
their investment of prayers and treasure. There is not a missionary field 
that does not represent the accummulated deposits of faith and hope and 
prayer and treasure that make it priceless beyond compare. In-spite of this 
today, we come face to face with the fact that we are retrenching in many 
a field. Our gifts have fallen off. Our debts are piled up. Work is cur- 
tailed, and missionaries are asked to give up advance ground. We are 
allowing the flag to fall back rather than to adyance.. We are standing 
before the world, at time of its greatest need, to reverse the processes that 
have been set forward by our forefathers, and this in a day when we have 
more power than we haye ever had before. We have more money at our 
disposal than we have ever had in the history of this nation. We have money 
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for automobiles and movies, for face-powder, silk stockings, cigars, theaters, 
and everything else, and yet the missionary flag is called back. 

It is one of the tragedies of the times that this should be the moment of 
retrenchment rather than of advancement. I call you back again to that 
Commission under which we operate, “ Go ye, and disciple all nations.” There 
is no limit there as to color, to red, or yellow, or black, or white. Before 
its sweep all bars go down. It is an objective that calls for an increasing 
rather than for a retrenching program. We are told that our Board of 
Promotion has planned too largely; that those who dreamed the dream at 
Denver attempted too much and led us into wild and impracticable plans. 
The question I raise when I read this text is this: If we were to say that 
they were impractical to prepare an aggressive program for the carrying 
of the gospel more adequately to some of the nations of the world in a 
day when they had 1,750,000 people to carry out their share of that program, 
with wealth almost unlimited at their disposal, what shall we call the 

- Christ who, on that Galilean hillside, two thousand years ago, with onl) 
eleven men upon whom he could depend, and all of them poverty-stricken, 
prepared and launched a program that involved the evangelism of a// nations 
‘and which extended even unto the end of the world? Let us admit freely 
that while those who planned our advance program may have gotten beyond 
us, they have not as yet caught up with him. 

The missionary spirit is the thermometer of the church’s spiritual life and 
of its trueness to the Christ. I make no distinction between the missionary 
spirit aS it evidences itself at home or abroad, but I am convinced more 
‘and more that the foreign missionary enterprise is the most dramatic 
exhibition of that spirit and as such it is more easily indicative of our 
condition. And let us make no mistake, we cannot fence the foreign mis- 
sionary enterprise away from the home. The same spirit that will allow 
that to retrench will eventually indicate itself in the retrenchment of 
spiritual power and evangelistic fervor at home. The retreating tide that 
‘will leave the boats stranded on the foreign shore will leave our local 
churches here high on the beach. 


There has been no method known as a practical way of achieving peace, 
and progress, and spiritual power in a local church that can compare with 
‘the results that are obtained when the members of that local church are 
inoculated with the world vision, and carry the burden of the entire world 
upon their shoulders, rising with prayer on the lips, and sacrificial fervor 
“in the heart, to dedicate themselves to the’ world’s redemption. In the 
presence of a great motive like that the small bickerings, the petty jealousies, 
the inner difficulties, of many a church slink out of sight. When the war 
‘was over the nation forgot the great cause and the danger of the enemy 
abroad, and we rapidly sank into small factions and selfish contentions. It 
will be so, if we are not careful in the religious world. We need to keep 
‘our face to the enemy and the line advancing for the sake of our own 
morale as well as because it is the Master’s command, i 

There have been things to disturb; there have been differences of opinion. 
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There have been sometimes differences of counsel, but can we admit for a 
moment that in the face of the needs of the world and the program of 
Jesus Christ we cannot set our faces toward the enemy, square our shoulders, 
and say of these enemies of God, ‘‘ They shall not pass.” To such a stand 
this challenge calls us. 

I am thinking foday of Paul, Carey, and Judson, and of the long line of 
men who carried the flaming cross in their hearts and went forth to the 
ends of the earth in the missionary cause. I am thinking of a grave in 
China which, today, marks the resting-place of a classmate of mine who 
for this cause paid the last full measure of devotion. I am thinking of 
that great company of our missionaries now on the field who have offered 
their lives in the faith that we would back them if they went forth and who 
today stand in the midst of their work wondering whether the structure 
they have builded is not to be pulled down over their heads, and they are 
to be asked to abandon the trenches they have captured. I am thinking of 
that man and wife who three weeks ago stood by me with their little lad, 
three years old, their only lad, in his father’s arms. They were about to 
leave for Africa. I said, “ What about the lad?” They said with tear- 
dimmed eyes, “ We are kissing him good-bye for seven years. We are 
going back to the work and leaving him here with a friend.” 


They went, and the little fellow is here. My friends, whose task is it 
that they are going forth to do? Is it theirs? No, it is ours. There 
is no law which makes this Commission demand more of them than of 
you or of me. So far as responsibility is concerned, shall we argue that it 
is their task to face hardships while it is ours to stay in the midst of 
safety with the comforts of civilization with our children by our firesides. 
If Christ makes such a division of responsibility, it is not clear in the 
text. No, the task is ours as well as theirs. But if they go, the least we can 
do is to back them with a sacrifice that will stand unashamed in their 
presence, and yet—we are going back—we are retreating. Can we tolerate 
this another year? We cannot. The Master calls, and the Master calls 
advance. We cannot sound retreat. 

I am not ignorant of the difficulties. The rising tide of nationalism on 
the foreign field, the political complications and suspicions of our ulterior 
purpose, create problems that are difficult of solution. On the home field 
we see a spirit of divisiveness, an inability to cooperate for the achievement 
of great ends, that threaten paralysis at this end. There are problems that 
face us all. But can we admit for a moment that any of them are suf- 
ficient for us to turn back from the imperial program to which Christ calls 
us in that Commission? I am convinced that the time has come for us 
to set ourselves with all our power and turn the tide that has been going 
the wrong way this year into one of victory. 

When the war was at its height and the German invasion had swept down 
over France, showing by the marks on the map an advancing position of 
the German army week by week, and month by month, there was one point 
that they never passed, and that was the hilltop of Verdun. Against it the 
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Germans hurled their best men; over against it the Crown Prince encamped. 
The crests of some of its hills were actually blown off by the explosion 
of bombs by the enemy, but no matter how severe the attack, the enemy 
never passed that point. When we came to inquire the reason we found 
that down underneath the ground of that hill was a great cave cut out of 
solid rock, where the leaders of France came together day by day for 
counsel. The soul of the nation was incarnated in those men, and the 
spirit they recognized in the nation’s heart was manifested by them when up 
over the council table around which they had sat day by day they carved 
into the solid rock the words of the nation’s determination with which we 
are all familiar, ‘“‘ They shall not pass”; and, thank God, they never did pass. 


Il 


But there is another reason in this same field why I feel that we must 
rededicate ourselves to the accomplishment of this purpose. The text has 
the remarkable phrase in it, “ Disciple all nations.” While we agree that 
this process is to operate through individuals, it nevertheless suggests an 
attitude toward the people of other nations that we must weigh carefully. 
The war has thrown the question of international relationships into the fore- 
ground. We have to pay attention to it whether we want to or not. Secre- 
tary Hughes said a short time ago of us, “ We have only begun to think 
internationally, and we find the attitude of the public mind to be still ill 
adjusted to the magnitude of our financial power and to the international 
interests that we have suddenly accumulated as the result of the World War.” 

There are two conceptions in this field struggling for the mastery. One 
is best typified by the spirit and program that Jesus outlined in this Com- 
mission: namely, that the people who owned the sway of the Christ should 
go into all the nations to preach the gospel and teach the Christ life. In 
other words, that the representatives of this nation should go out as the 
emissaries of the gospel with its spirit of good-will and kindly service, rep- 
resenting the very best elements of the nation. The results of their labors, 
where they have so gone, have been to lay the foundation for national rela- 
tionships that will conduce to understanding and cooperation and friendship. 
How largely our friendships for China and Japan are affected by this im- 
pact can hardly be overestimated. It is a type of approach that best illus- 
trates the Christian principle that the strength given any nation is given 
for service and not for exploitation of those who are weaker. The mission- 
ary cause in a real sense has created as a by-product a right atmosphere 
in which to settle many of our vexed international problems. Its spirit is 
constructive. Its method is service. Its result is peace. The cause today 
is asking for more money, and for the service of our boys and girls and the 
dedication of ourselves. 

Over against this conception is another type, the older type, based on 
the idea that a nation’s strength is given it for selfish aggrandizement; that 
the nation’s representatives shall go out to seek to exploit those who are 
weaker, to utilize commercial and political power to override those who 
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are smaller. The spirit of this is the selfish use of power. It creates 
hatred and suspicion; it leaves ill-will in its wake. Its ultimate appeal is 
to force and it ends in war and destruction. 


These two ideas are struggling for mastery today. The representatives 
of the latter system are not silent. There are those in commercial life and 
in political life, those who control large sections of the press, who are 
fanning the flames of suspicion and hatred between us and other nations. 
They are operating under the type of a Commission that would say: “Go 
ye into all the world and get control of everything. Build up American 
supremacy regardless of how other nations suffer.’ There is a great group 
of our population today which feels called upon to create ill feeling with 
nations like Japan, to override Mexico, and fan the flames of distrust be- 
. tween our nation and others. It is not so long ago that an ambassador 
of this nation to a foreign court deliberately gave the impression that the 
only reason America fought was for her own selfish interests, regardless of 
any principle or ideal, or any attitude of service to humanity. 


Let us make no mistake. If this conception of our approach to other 
nations has its ultimate fruitage it will drag us into war. If we are to sit 
proudly and coldly today among the wreckage of the world, the one rich, 
prosperous, powerful people, and take such an attitude as shall ignore the 
needs or the cry of the rest of the world, and even exploit their weakness 
for our gain, then, let it be said clearly, we are riding for a fall. We 
are building a wall of hate and suspicion around ourselves, and when that 
next war comes it will find the rest of the world alienated from us, and 
we shall have to fight as we never dreamed of fighting before. That war 
will ask for our sons and daughters, not by tens, but by hundreds of thou- 
sands. It will ask for our money, not in terms of missionary contributions, 
but in confiscation of all that we have, and it will utilize those lives and 
that money, not for the purpose of constructive helpfulness to the 
rest of the world, but in the damnable business of cutting the throats of 
humanity. 

Jesus’ program means salvation not only to individuals but to the world. 
It is a significant thing that Jesus’ words were that we are to go and 
“ disciple the nations,” and his process of affecting the nations by a new 
submission to his will on the part of the individuals who make up those 
nations is the most statesmanlike proposal on the horizon. The missionary 
program stands over against the war program. By so much as we let the 
missionary program go down by that much we let the war program go up. 
We hate war and its method of destruction. A short time ago a Baptist 
President of this Republic and a Baptist Secretary of State summoned 
the nations of the world together and had adopted a program for cutting 
down expenditures looking toward war. That was a great advance. But at 
best it was more or less a negative program. The Baptists here today need 
to supplement that with a positive program; such a program as shall send 
out over all the world the ambassadors of Christ who shall by the nature 
of their work, stablish the forces of good-will, create ties of friendship 
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and fellowship, and enlarge the confidence of the world in America’s spirit 
of disinterested service. If we want peace, let us spend money to get peace 
as well as refuse to spend money to create war. 


III 


But we need a rededication of our strength and energy to the carrying out 
of this Commission, not simply because of its effect in the “ uttermost 
parts” of the earth, but we need it in our Judea and Samaria, that is, right 
here in America. There is a great moral objective in the command. We 
are to teach people to observe and to do the things that he commanded. 
What a vision of society that opens up. What a vast change it would make 
in any given community in this land if the people were to observe and to 
do what things Jesus commanded, if his sense of sympathy and kindly 
service for humanity, if his sense of fairness and fair dealing and equity, 
could be observed. If the great moral conceptions that he incarnated in 
himself and came to proclaim could be followed by the members of 
society, what an immense change would take place. Yet this is one thing 
Jesus holds before us, one great object for which we work, and God 
knows we have never needed to have that result obtained any more than we 
do today. With painful clearness we now see how essential it is for the 
protection of society and of civilization that this end be achieved. Moral 
ideals form the controlling power both for individuals and the nation. 
When the moral conceptions of a people fall below a certain point, the whole 
stability of the commonwealth is put in jeopardy. Let me illustrate what 
I mean. An automobile has a power system, an engine that drives it, and 
a control system, the steering-gear and brake that holds it. If these are 
in balance, we have a safe machine. If not, we are in danger. You 
cannot hold the power system in a Packard car with a set of Ford 
brakes and a Ford steering-gear. 

The same necessity for holding the power and control in balance is evi- 
dent in the personality of a man. A man has his power system, built up 
of ambitions, intellectual capacity and financial resources, political influences 
and other factors. A man also has his control system—the body of ideals 
that keep him honest, just, and true to the things that are fine. When these 
are in balance he is a safe man. When they are out of balance he is a 
dangerous man. The most dangerous people we have in society today 
are not our weaklings, no matter how bad they are, but men of influence 
and wealth, intellect and large capacity, who are unprincipled. The tramp 
may steal from the back door, but the man of influence will wreck the 
community, 

The same principle holds good in a nation. There are things that make 
it powerful, and there are the bodies of ideals that control it. When 
these are in balance a nation is safe for itself and for others. When 
they are out of balance there is a terrific price to pay. This is the thing 
that happened to Germany. She increased her power system and decreased 
her control system. She increased her army and navy, enlarged her forti- 
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fications, and speeded up her fighting machinery; at the same time she put 
her people through a definite process to depress the ideals of mercy, of 
honor, of the sanctity of their treaties. Her power system went up, and 
her control system went down, and when she broke loose she drenched 
the world in blood. 


The thing we, in America, need to realize today more than anything else 
is that our balance is being greatly disturbed. Our power system, in the 
last ten years, has increased five to ten times. We used to owe everybody, 
now everybody owes us. We are rich beyond compare. They used to sneer 
at our army, but nobody does that now. They used to laugh at our 
navy, now it is the pride of the world. America used to be on the side-lines 
in world questions. Today the world waits for America’s nod before it 
proceeds. We are powerful beyond any possible dream of ten years ago. 


The question we need to face is this: Has the body of ideals that con- 
trol the average citizen risen to balance the increased power that we have 
achieved? It has not. On the contrary, it is evident that we are passing 
through a period of lowered idealism. The present wave of crime and law- 
lessness staggers our officials; the dishonor as to contracts, the fraudulent 
failures, the illegal fires, the bogus stock schemes, have left the business 
world gasping and fearful. The willingness on the part of supposedly good 
citizens to jeopardize even the fundamental law of the land for personal 
gratification has amazed us, and the liberties demanded by youth are turned 
lightly into license. These, and scores of other indications, point to a 
lowered idealistic vitality rather than a higher. If this continues it will 
undermine our credit, shake the stability of the law, and threaten our 
civilization. Our very power will be a source of danger to us and to the 
world. 

America has no greater need today than to have her great moral concep- 
tions revitalized. But where shall she turn for this revitalizing of her 
moral idealism? Can she manufacture it in her factories? Will she dig it 
from her mines? Every sane man knows that no adequate supply of 
moral idealism can be obtained, aside from God himself, the source of 
morality and the religion of the Imperial and Perfect Master, Christ. 
You get more and better morality as a by-product from a life lived in sub- 
mission to Christ than by any attempt to create it directly without that as 
the source of its inspiration. Let no man deceive himself, what America 
needs is to confess her sin and turn to God today, and have a national 
heart-searching, till a revival of religion of the plain old-fashioned variety 
breaks out, that will purge us from evil, make us keep our word, honor our 
contracts, be true to our home obligations, and renew our faith in each 
other’s integrity and in God. 

Never in our history has the Christian church faced graver responsibility 
nor more imperial opportunity. Whatever friend or foe may say in criticism 
of the church, nevertheless it is the institution in society which alone is in- 
tended and equipped to rise and meet this need. Our Imperial Commission 
from the Christ is to preach the gospel and teach people to observe and to 
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do the things he commanded. And only as we rise in new power to fulfil 
this duty, will the danger be averted. 

It is a time for the church to summon all Christ’s followers to forget 
differences and address themselves to this tremendous need. And it is time 
for the man in the street who stands aloof from the church, to stop 
spending his time finding fault with it, and get in and at least to do what he 
can to help meet a need that is his as well as the church’s, for if this lack 
is not supplied the price of failure will be paid, not only by those who 
are in the church, but by every citizen of the nation. 


Long ago a great prophet challenged his nation, ‘ Beware lest ye forget 
God.” Some great prophet needs to rise and fling into our faces today 
this challenge, “ Beware, America, how you forget God.” 


It is time for the church at large in the nation to summon all Christ's 
followers to forget differences and address themselves to this tremendous 
need. We, as Baptists, have a great share of that responsibility. We have 
always contended for the separation of Church from the government. We 
have fought to prevent the teaching of religion by the State. We have 
done this in spite of the fact that a democracy, above all other forms of 
government, depends for its stability on the high moral standards of its 
citizens. We have done this in spite of the fact that we knew that the Chris- 
tian church constituted the one great factory in which that necessary 
morality could be produced, 

I am not objecting to the separation of Church and State, but I am saying 
that if we, as Baptists, say to the State, “ You keep your hands off 
religion, we will tend to that,” then in the name of common decency let us 
tend to it. As it is now, half the children of the next generation are grow- 
ing up without any religious instruction whatsoever. The need of the nation 
as well as the command of Christ should send us back to every city and 
village of this fair land determined by God’s grace and the power of his 
gospel to produce new quantities of Christlike character in the men and 
women, boys and girls, whom we can reach and thus avert the danger which 
threatens our national! safety. 

We have a senseless optimism in this country which can be expressed 
by the paraphrase, “God Almighty takes care of children, fools, and the 
United States.” But there is a deep law which says that the nation that 


forgets God shall be destroyed, and this nation is no exception to that 


rule. We need a new recessional for America, and its theme should be, 
“ Beware, America, lest you forget God.” 


IV 


_ And, last of all, we need to rededicate ourselves to the carrying out of 
this Imperial Commission because in a whole-hearted determination to 
respond to it we shal! find a real platform upon which we can achieve the 
denominational solidarity that we should have. It is a platform of action 
in loyalty to the command of our common Lord, and of cooperation with 
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him in his redemptive purpose to save the world. While we are on that 
platform we cannot get far apart. 


In a series of studies in “ The Teachings of Jestis and His Apostles,” by 
Dean Bosworth, which came under my eye as a student in college, I re- 
member this sentence: “ The things that bind men together most closely are 
to have in common an intimate friend, to share deliverance from a common 
peril, to share a great common hope, and to share a great common work.” 


This Commission calls into view every one of those elements which 
unite men. It ties us in intimate friendship to Christ, our Master. It binds 
us together in our sense of a mutual deliverance from sin; it plants in our 
heart the magnificent hope of the coming of his kingdom for which are to 
strive and pray, and lays upon us the common task of carrying his redemp- 
tive message and power to the ends of the earth. What other platform 
can offer more hope of enthusing us all and commanding our allegiance? 


Historically, also, it is on this basis of a common task that we have 
been brought together and developed. Our great societies were organized 
around the idea of carrying out this Commission. Ultimately it was this 
missionary motive and the desire better to accomplish its ends that drew us 
into this cooperative relationship known as the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. Our entire structure has been erected with this purpose in mind, 
and so far we have prospered, and our hope for the future lies along this 
line. 

I am not unmindful of the ends many desire to accomplish by creating 
a platform of similarity in doctrinal belief upon which we may stand, but 
I cannot find myself looking with hope to that conception as the real basis 
for our unity. In the past, as I read it, it-has not been the emphasis on 
uniformity of belief, that has compacted us as “a body. Indeed, in that 
quotation from Dr. W. J.. McGlothlin, made use of lately in the “ Watch- 
man-Examiner,”’ it would appear that the emphasis on doctrinal uniformity 
among the English Baptists in 1888 caused the Spurgeon disaffectation 
under which he withdrew from the Union, producing more differences 
rather than less, whereas the emphasis on a great task drew them together 
again. I quote: “Then came the work of Carey and the beginnings of 
foreign missions, with the rise of the practical tasks of the Sunday school, 
Bible societies, tract societies, and similar organizations. Men’s minds 
were turned to the practical side of Christianity, and their horizon was 
suddenly enlarged to include the whole world in the vision of their obliga- 
tion and opportunity. They turned away from theological controversies and 
‘formulas. The Armenian and Calvinistic wings by degrees approached each 
other. The rancors and contentions of former years were gradually for- 
gotten in the presence of the great thrilling tasks of the nineteenth century. 
Finally, in 1888, the great majority of both parties dropped party names and 
united in a working compact for the furtherance of the King’s business.” 
It is our common service for the Master that is the tie that binds us 
together. 

Y find my own confidence in the uniting power of this Commission 
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strengthened when I study my own mind and heart. If I put myself into 
the mood for the discussion of the intellectual differences that I have with 
one of my brethren, I find immediately that my mind stands over against 
his, sharpened to meet his point of view, and the intellectual process on 
both sides separate us. But when we turn our minds away from our dif- 
ferences of theological opinion and stand face to face with the crying 
need of a world where millions of people are dying without a Christ, of a 
world scarred with sin, of a world racked, torn, bleeding, starving, as a 
result of the war, with weakened peoples down-trodden in other lands 
and evil rampant here, our theological differences seem childish and out of 
place. And, when we turn from that need and look into the face of our 
common Lord, and realize that his power is vouchsafed to us, and his 
comradeship guaranteed when we go out to meet that need and, in his name, 
to bear the message of the gospel of his grace, I find my heart warming 
toward my brother, our differences grow smaller, and we are bound to- 
gether until nothing can separate us. What is true of the individual is 
true of the mass. Here is the hope of our unity. 


My brethren, we are facing another year of denominational life. We are 
going back from this place to our fields, I to my task, and you to yours. 
We shall meet our people, and what will be the word that we shall carry? 
Is it to be a message of controversy? Are we to go back to chuckle and 
claim victory for one side, or to go with depression because of defeat for 
the other? My brethren, if the main message that goes back to our 
churches from this convention is of the victory of a party, then both 
sides have lost. Neither of us has gained unless out of this convention can 
come a new unity for the real tasks of the kingdom that we both love. 
What is the real genuine platform on which we all do stand? Is it not 
that we love the Saviour and know that the world needs him, and we are 
eager to bring his saving power into the world? I have talked with men on 
both sides of this theological controversy, but there is one thing I find 
common to us all. We do love Christ. It is that Name above every name, 
the One altogether lovely, that warms the heart, whether we call ourselves 
“liberals”? or “conservatives.” Can we not, ere we separate here, stand 
together again in his presence, looking upon his face with the glory of its 
love, and then go back knowing that we have been with him? 


Let us go knowing not only that we have been in his presence but that 
he goes with us back to our tasks. It is his promise, “Lo, I am with you 
alway.” I know we shall face difficulties. The forces of evil will be 
against us; the tendency to suspicion and fear of faction, and doubt of each 
other will come upon us; but with his presence we need not fear these 
enemies. 

When my little lass, my first-born, who has since passed on into the 
presence of him who said, “ Suffer the little ones to come unto me,” was 
but two years of age, at that independent age when they feel so capable 
of taking care of themselves, and when she did not want to be carried, I 
took her with us on the train. When we got into the trainshed of the 
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station, the train was not in. She insisted on getting down and running 
around, so amply able to take care of herself. But when the Empire 
State Express came thundering down the track with shrieking of whistle 
and grinding of brakes, after one look she fled in terror to me and put 
her hands for me to take her. She nestled in my arms with a sense of 
safety and said as she looked at the train, “ Daddy, no let it hurt Baby.” 
And, my brethren, whatever may be the difficulties and enemies that face 
us this year let us always be conscious that there is One near us with a 
form “like unto the form of the Son of God” to whom we can go as a 
little child goes to its father and there, in his presence, we may find that 
calm, quiet confidence that he will not let it hurt us. 

Let us go back in the spirit of prayer to our common Master. Let us 
pray for each other; particularly, let us pray for those on the other side 
of this controversy, that our confidence in that Master may be strengthened, 
that our suspicions of each other may be allayed, and that the spirit of 
our common love for the Master may crowd out every unworthy word 
and thought. Let us go back to bring our people such a message as shall 
hearten them, and make them bow at the feet of the Master, thrilling to 
the challenge of yielding time and strength to carry out this Commission so 
long as it is his will. Let us go back determined that so far as the field 
of each of us is concerned, the record written this year shall be of a year 
of increased turning to Christ and advance in the work of the kingdom. 
Each one is to determine his share of the record to be written. Will it 
be a further retreat this year? Shall the flag fall back again? By every 
power of our being let us say “No” to these questions, and we shall 
come back at the turn of the year having recorded a time of unprecedented 
victory.

Report of the Delegates to the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Cooperative Christianity is coming to its own. In the Home Missions 
and Foreign Missions Councils many societies and boards work together 
happily and in the Federal Council thirty-two denominations show the 
highest type of cooperative service national and international in scope. 
Created not by boards or societies, but directly by the churches after the 
most careful consideration, the autonomy of the constituent bodies is so 
assured and their liberty is so real that the least is often first. 

In the recent years of unrest and destruction the Federal Council has 
augmented its capacity for service and exhibited such an example of 
worth-while cooperation as to influence and encourage churches in other 
lands to follow it, and councils based upon the principles and methods 
which govern us have been formed. 

Some church-members only work when they lead, see nothing being 
done in the church unless they are doing it, and find many questions or 
objections when others are planning special forms of work. This attitude, 
harmful enough in the local church, is at its worst when a Christian 
body plays such a part. The Federal Council’s existence lessens the num- 
ber of denominations foolish enough to pursue such a policy and draws 
them into united endeavor. Our habit of calling the moderators of the 
various church assemblies into conference also avails for unity. 

The Washington office, with Bishop McDowell at its head, and the 
Western office, with Dr. H. L. Willett as its executive, save church bodies 
much money and time and confusion. Belgium and France are richer 
and many churches in the newer nations of the Near East are stronger 
because of our efforts on their behalf during the past year. All our 
machinery was set in motion at Mr. Hoover’s call, bringing to his trea- 
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in Europe especially with reference to Belgium, France, and Germany. 
Lord Riddell, the distinguished press officer of the British Delegates to 
the Washington Conference, said recently: “Since coming to America 
I have been particularly impressed by the work of the churches. Their 
campaign of educational publicity through the Federal Council of the 
Churches has been one of the most effective pieces of work in behalf 
of peace that I have seen.” 

For the outstanding event of the year, the Washington Conference, for 
which men of all faiths petitioned our government, the Council made 
ample preparations. Its pamphlets on ‘The Church and a Warless 
World,” “A Declaration of Ideals and Policy,” and later “ The Achieve- 
ments of the Conference,” distributed by hundreds of thousands, became 
the texts of sermons, addresses, editorials, and letters innumerable, and 
received the heartiest commendation of men high in government circles. 
It was our great privilege in the.name of American Christianity to 
secure the opening and the closing with prayer, to suggest some of the 
special counselors chosen, and to enjoy conferences with our own dele- 
gates and those of other countries. 

The recent annual meeting of our Executive Committee, one of the 
most important in its history, we gave to the widest outlook upon world 
interests. President Harding wired this message, “Let me express my 
deep interest in the work of the Federal Council of the Churches and 
the hope that its future accomplishments may meet the expectations of 
a people newly made conscious of the higher achievements through rever- 
ence for God.” 

Addresses were made by some of the most eminent Christian leaders, 
and from abroad came Hon. D. Tagawa, of the Japanese Parliament, 
and Dr. Tien Lu Li, secretary of the Chinese delegation to the Wash- 
ington Conference. The general theme of the meeting, “ The Church and 
World Brotherhood,” showed the practical worth of the gospel in the 
economic, racial, and international realms of our social life. The opening 
session emphasized personal discipleship to Christ as the basis of real 
brotherhood. 

Organizations having national and international interests meet increased 
difficulties when the world is tumbled up and down. The past year has 
been one of toil and triumph, of hindrance and providential maintenance. 
Keeping to the policy agreed upon in ¥920 that the churches in their 
larger assemblies would make appropriations for our work, we have been 
at times as between two granaries without getting food from either. To 
say that in such perplexing conditions we have overcome is to confess 
the goodness of God and the confidence of those who first constituted 
the Federal Council. 

To win men to God and to train them as Christ’s disciples, to build the 
City of God by redeemed and obedient lives, is our business as churches 
of Christ. In contrast with former isolation “getting together by work- 
ing together in loyalty to Jesus Christ,” we are now united to advance the 
kingdom ‘of God: When clearer light brings deeper shadows, when indif- 
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ference to evil is matched by indifference to good, and when the roar of 
the street is mistaken for the voice of God, it is no slight benefit to have 
such a Stabilizer as the Federal Council earning world-wide respect for 
its work. Steady-going and prudent, courageous and constructive, the 
Council shows how much better many things are being done together than 
they could be done separately and looks forward to ministries exceeding 
all that it has hitherto wrought. 


We recommend: 


1. That the Northern Baptist Convention adopt as its own the declara- 
tion of the Federal Council under the title “International Ideals of the 
Church of Christ.” 


1. “‘ We believe that nations no less than individuals are subject to God’s 
immutable moral laws. 

2. “ We believe that nations achieve true welfare, greatness, and honor 
only through just dealing and unselfish service. 

3. “ We believe that nations that regard themselves as Christian have 
special international obligations. 

4. “We believe that the spirit of Christian brotherliness can remove 
every unjust barrier of trade, color, creed, and race. 

5. ‘“ We believe that Christian patriotism demands the practise of good- 
will between nations. 

6. “ We believe that international policies should secure equal justice for 
all races. 

7. ““ We believe that all nations should associate themselves permanently 
for world peace and good-will. 

8. ‘We believe in international law, and in the universal use of inter- 
national courts of justice and boards of arbitration. 

9. “ We believe in a sweeping reduction of armaments by all nations. 

10. “ We believe in a warless world, and dedicate ourselves to its 
achievement.” 


2. That the Northern Baptist Convention join in the suitable observation 
of the Tercentenary of the Walloon-Huguenot Settlement in the four 
middle States of Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jersey, and New York in 
1923, and that there be referred to the Executive Committee of the Con- 
vention with power, the details of our participation.

The Continuation Campaign Committee and the women of the country 
who have worked so loyally to secure $2,000,000 for the whole task of the 
denomination are neither disheartened nor dismayed by the fact that we did 
not reach the goal. We do not know how much we received, and we may 
never know. Conditions which were beyond our control contributed largely 
to our seeming failure, and of necessity we felt the pressure of the financial 
situation throughout the country. 

But there are times and circumstances when money is the smallest factor 
in an undertaking. The women of the country have “undertaken great 
things for God” and have been greatly blessed in the results which have 
been reached. 

We have a complete organization from the district to the key-woman in 
the local church, ready for our use in the campaign of the present year. 

The women are strengthened, encouraged, and inspired by their united 
effort of the past year, and are eager and enthusiastic for the coming cam- 
paign. No word of reluctance, no imitation of holding back, has come 
from any part of the country. 

But better still, the victory through faith and prayer has given us a new 
hold upon God, a deeper realization of the “abundance of God,” and an 
increased reliance upon his power. The prayer groups are still praying, 
more women will serve as intercessors this year than in the past year, and 
a closer fellowship with our Lord will be the foundation and inspiration 
of our work, 

Stewardship will be stressed throughout the year in every church, and in 
this building for the future as well as in working for the present needs, 
we go forward in the name of the Lord our God.

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Report of the Committee on Resolutions 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Tue Hospitatiry of INDIANAPOLIS 


We express to the Baptists of Indianapolis our deep appreciation of 
their hospitality. Located at the center of the population of our country, 
their beautiful city has been an ideal place for one of the largest conven- 
tions thus far in the annals of Northern Baptists. Although the time of 
preparation was brief, our hosts organized a welcome which in complete- 
ness and efficiency of arrangements we have never seen surpassed. We 
assure them of our heartfelt gratitude for their ministries to our needs 
and for the inspirations of our friendship in Christ. 


THE ABOLITION OF WAR 


We record our conviction that war as a method of settling international 
‘disputes is barbarous, wasteful, and manifestly contrary to every Christian 
ideal and teaching. We reaffirm our belief that our country should have 
its part in an association of nations for expressing our common humanity, 
adjusting difficulties, and outlawing any nation that resorts to arms to 
further its own interests. 

We earnestly petition our national government to participate with other 
mations in the World Court of Justice and to take whatever other steps 
may be necessary to secure such cooperation on the part of the peoples 
of the earth as will bring about a stabilizing of world conditions and per- 
manently banish war. 
J ARMENIA 


We view with profound pity and horror the extermination of the 
‘Christian peoples—Armenian, Greek, Syrian—now in progress at the hands 
of the Turks. At the conference at Versailles the United States was re- 
quested by the allied nations to assume a mandate for Armenia and to 
protect her faithful and heroic people. The Northern Baptist Convention 
makes a solemn protest against the ruthless starvation and massacre of 
the first nation to accept the Christian faith. We hereby petition our gov- 
ernment immediately to adopt measures to secure united action on the part 
of the United States and European governments looking to the deliverance 
and security of imperiled Christian peoples in the Near East. 

We recommend to the Convention the appointment of a committee com- 
posed of the officers of the Convention and such additional members as 
may be deemed best to convey these resolutions in person to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the Secretary of State, and respectfully to 
request that everything possible be done to secure the governmental ac- 
tion desired by this resolution. 


Near EAst RELIEF 


We commend the efforts of the Near East Relief to feed and protect 
the victims of Turkish cruelty in Asia Minor, and we ask our churches 
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to support this work. We request the Northern Baptist Convention to 
authorize a Committee on International Justice and Good-will, consisting 
of three representatives of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, 
and twelve additional members, to represent us in promoting this work of 
mercy and fraternity. 


EuropEAN RELIEF 


We give our hearty approval to the work of European relief as carried 
on by the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, and we urge our 
people to continue most liberally their support of this noble work. 


OBEDIENCE To LAw 


We favor the strict and impartial enforcement of the Volstead law. 
The violation of the liquor laws, especially by members of the so-called 
influential classes, breeds a contempt for all constitutional and statutory 
authority and is a potent factor in the spread of the lawlessness which 
in many great centers of population menaces American institutions. We 
urge also the enforcement of all laws whose infringement imperils our 
right to a day of rest and worship. The commercialized Sabbath is a 
foe to the health, morality, and happiness of the American people. 


INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


The principles of the gospel must be applied to all industrial relations. 
It is therefore necessary for our pastors and churches to proclaim these 
principles in order that public opinion, informed and guided by the teach- 
ing of Jesus, may become effective in abolishing the curable ills of indus- 
trial life and in promoting cordial and just cooperation between all the 
forces of economic production. Capital and labor alike owe obedience to 
the laws of the land, and lawlessness on the part of either of them in 
advancing their interests should be discountenanced by the church with 
equal firmness and impartiality. 


The economic and moral interests of the country demand a better 
method of adjusting labor disputes than now obtains in the use of strikes 
and lockouts. One of the remedies worthy of our study is courts of 
industrial relations, which, though they are not perfect in form or opera- 
tion, may yet prove effective in certain classes of disputes. The greatest 
need is for the parties engaged in industrial enterprises to develop within 
themselves organizations of peace, good-will, and cooperation based upon 
mutual confidence, honest respect for mutual rights, and frank recognition 
of mutual obligations. 

CuiLp Lapor 


We believe that the evils of child labor are so serious that something 
must be done to remove this blot on a Christian civilization. If Federal 
legislation is unconstitutional, then it is urgent that the citizens of the 
various States vigorously demand legislation which will protect the rights 
of children.

RACIAL JUSTICE 


All good citizens north and south deplore lawlessness in the form of 
lynching and mob violence in the treatment of Negroes, and all un- 
Christian as well as illegal discriminations of race against race. We favor 
all legislation which helps to remedy these conditions. Much can be ac- 
complished by interracial conferences to consider plans for the betterment 
of relations between the Negroes and the whites, both north and south. 


Our DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS 


We recognize in our institutions of learning a most important agency 
for the furtherance of the cause of Christ. A much larger number of 
young people from Baptist homes should avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities presented by our schools in order that we may have more trained 
workers in church and society. We urge those entrusted with the man- 
agement of Baptist schools and colleges to cultivate the highest scholar- 
ship, to emphasize a true evangelism, and thus to awaken and to deepen 
the religious life of students. In every Baptist educational institution a 
strong department of Bible study and religious education is a prime neces- 
sity. Young people who purpose to devote themselves to distinctive Christian 
work, particularly to the ministry, are urged to secure the most thorough 
training possible and to pursue these special studies in our own schools, 
colleges, and seminaries. 


Tue BIBLE IN THE LIFE OF THE PEOPLE 


We favor the removal of the disability in certain States that prevents 
the reading of the Bible in public schools and recommend such reading, 
without comment, as a helpful agency in the training of our young people 
in the principles and practises of morality. 

We heartily approve of the work being done by an increasing number 
of Baptist churches in Daily Vacation Bible Schools. Our people should 
be encouraged also to establish Church Week-day Schools wherever possible. 
The effective coordination of these schools with the public school in the 
matter of credit for work done opens a new era in the religious instruc- 
tion of our young people, but care should be taken to maintain our 
traditional position with reference to the separation of Church and State. 
We recommend to all our people the use of the educational literature of 
our American Baptist Publication Society. 


Tue Baptist Woritp ALLIANCE 


We share with Baptists in all lands a deep interest in the meeting of 
the Baptist World Alliance in Stockholm, Sweden, in July, 1923. We 
recommend that plans be made for our representation at this important 
gathering. To this end we request the appointment of a committee con- 
sisting of one member from each of our missionary societies and of two 
members from the Convention itself. 
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EVANGELISTIC ADVANCE 


We hold that the basic fact in the advance of the kingdom of God is 
the work of the Holy Spirit in the heart of the individual. The present 
wide-spread unrest affords peculiar opportunity for the effective presenta- 
tion of the gospel of Christ. The large ingatherings reported by the 
churches in our Convention field are pledges of yet greater advance. It is 
incumbent, not only upon pastors but upon all believers, through prayer 
and testimony, to win our fellow men to Christian discipleship. 


Our MIssIoNARY ENTERPRISE 


We have been thrilled with the news of the progress of the Baptist 
cause in Europe and the great ingatherings in our missions in Africa 
and India. In the light of these large opportunities and responsibilities 
for Northern Baptists, we feel the need of all our people supporting 
our own denominational work. We reaffirm our conviction that the 
goals of the New World Movement are not too great for Baptist re- 
sources consecrated to the uplifted Christ. The Convention hereby calls 
upon its entire constituency by a more thorough-going stewardship of 
life and money to carry our great enterprise to a victorious conclusion. 
We appeal to all our churches to support our world-wide program. In 
loyalty to Christ and the gospel, to our Baptist heritage and task, we 
find our true unity and fulfil our divine calling.

270. The following report of the Board of Education was pre- 
sented by Secretaries F. W. Padelford and W. A. Hill, and Secre- 
tary F. W. Padelford moved that the report be received and the 
recommendations adopted: 


Report of the Board of Education 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Board of Education herewith submits its eleventh annual report, 
the second since its incorporation with the American Baptist Education 
Society. No unusual events have marked the progress of the year, but 
there has been a steady development of our work. 

The Chairman and the Executive Secretary have been absent from the 
country for a large part of the working year, having been sent to China 
as the Chairman and Secretary of the China Educational Commission 
to study the educational situation in that great republic. During their 
absence the direction of the work has been in the hands of the Associate 
Secretary, Rev. George R. Baker, and the Secretary of Missionary Educa- 
tion, Rev. William A. Hill. Great credit is due these men for the able 
and successful manner in which they have conducted the business of the 
Board. The Board gladly makes public acknowledgment of its apprecia- 
tion of their services. 
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The Board of Managers held frequent meetings during the session of 
the Convention in Des Moines, and has held two meetings since the ad- 
journment, one in New York in November and one in Chicago in May. 
More frequent meetings of the Board would be highly desirable, but the 
large and widely scattered membership makes the meetings expensive, 
and the Board has preferred to entrust much of the detailed business to 
the executive officers, making more funds available for the development 
of the work. 


STUDENT ENROLMENT 


Immediately following the close of the war, there was a marked increase 
in the enrolment in all American colleges and universities. Many insti- 
tutions went forward by leaps and bounds. This increase was not unex- 
pected, for many boys had left college in the midst of their courses, and 
it was anticipated that a good percentage of them would return to com- 
plete their work. But it was not expected that this increase would con- 
tinue. On the other hand, it was fully expected that there would soon be 
a falling off.in the enrolment. It is interesting to discover that instead 
of falling off, the attendance has been constantly increasing. Despite the 
business depression, when large numbers of our people have been forced 
to live on greatly reduced incomes, the enrolment of our American col- 
leges has been greater this year than at any time in their history. A study 
has recently been made of thirty typical universities. In twenty-nine the 
gain for this year over last year has been seven per cent. in full time 
regular students and seventeen per cent. in the grand total enrolment. 
‘The gain in attendance over that of five years ago has been fifty-five per 
cent. The gain in the last ten years has been one hundred and thirty-nine 
per cent.; from 94,412 students to 226,421. This makes the greatest de- 
velopment in educational interest in the history of any nation. 


Our Baptist colleges have not failed to share in this remarkable progress. 
The figures indicate that all of them have a larger enrolment than a year 
ago and a decided increase over a period of five years. 

Some things are now settled. We have not too many colleges in 
America. In fact we are already discovering that we have not educational 
facilities enough now to meet the present demand, and the demand 
grows greater with every passing year. One of the greatest educa- 
tional problems facing America is as to how we can develop our educa- 
tional plants fast enough to meet the demand. The tax-payers are 
already protesting against the huge educational budgets. The limit is 
not yet reached, but the question is sometimes raised as to whether it is 
not approaching. 

The great universities are already -protesting against the coming of 
more students, especially the young undergraduates. In a desperate effort 
to meet the situation many cities are adding the first two college years 
to their public high schools. We are at the beginning of a great expan- 
sion in this field of education. But one thing is now certain. The fu- 
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ture of the Christian college is now assured. If the college has sufficient 
equipment and income to give a good education it need have no fear for 
the future. The demand for its service is demonstrated. 


This assurance lays upon us now an obligation to equip and staff these 
colleges in such a way as to enable them to promise to prospective stu- 
dents a high-grade education. There must be no deception here. If our 
colleges are prepared to give a first-class education, even though it may 
be limited in its scope, there will be no question about their having all the 
students they can care for. 


In the One Hundred Million Dollar budget the educational item is 
thirty million dollars. This has seemed to many an enormous and exor- 
bitant amount. It is often forgotten that this is for fifty different insti- 
tutions. When divided among so many the amount for a single institu- 
tion is not large. The demand upon our schools is growing so rapidly 
that, were the full thirty millions secured, it could scarcely meet their 
needs. 

The Christian forces in America are now squarely facing a definite 
issue. We have long professed our belief that besides the system of 
state education there must be a system of Christian education sufficiently 
strong to make a compelling impression upon the state system. That 
system is now developing so rapidly that unless the Christian system is 
greatly strengthened it cannot possibly exert an influence sufficiently strong 
to effect the moral and religious standards of the state schools. Nothing 
that we have achieved in the past is sufficient to meet the present demands. 
Unless we greatly strengthen our Christian schools we shall fail to mect 
the opportunity and the demand of this hour. The opportunity is ours, 
but we must grasp it if we would possess it. 


None of our schools is perfect. They all have their defects. But this 
is no time to quibble over mint, anise, or cummin. This is the time to 
rally to the support of our schools and make them what we wish them 
to be. If we spend too much of our time finding fault and criticizing 
we shall alienate our schools from us and we shall alienate those who 
ought to be their stanch and generous supporters. Any school ought to 
welcome the most intimate investigation and any amount of constructive 
suggestion, but there is serious danger that too much general and indefinite 
faultfinding will cost us heavily in the not distant future. We call upon 
our constituency for a loyal, sympathetic, and generous support of our 
Baptist schools. They have an opportunity now which they never had 
before to effect a. determining influence upon our great American system 
of education. But to grasp this opportunity they must have the loyal 
support of those who believe in Christian education. 


Our STUDENTS FOR THE MINISTRY 
Cur theological seminaries had a most agreeable surprise awaiting 
them as they opened their doors last fall. The survey that had been 
made in the spring seemed to indicate that there were few men in the 
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colleges who were planning to go on to the seminaries in the fall. But 
when fall came a surprisingly large number of new men _ presented 
themselves for matriculation at each seminary. It is not clear yet 
where they came from, but the surprise was a most welcome one. Most 
of the seminaries report that their new men are of an unusually high 
grade. 


These facts would seem to indicate that the call of the ministry is be- 
ginning to lay hold again upon many of our strong young men. We 
could not believe that the call of the kingdom would long fall upon deaf 
ears when there are so many young men in all our colleges moved by the 
altruistic spirit. The response has been more rapid than we expected, 
but we thank God and take courage. 


Our StupENT SECRETARIES 


It is a pleasure to record the services of our student secretaries, Dr. 
Allyn K. Foster and Miss Frances P. Greenough. They have now com- 
pleted two years as our representatives in the student field. They have 
visited a large number of institutions and touched the lives of thousands 
of students. Miss. Greenough has visited fifty schools. She does not 
confine herself to Baptist institutions but goes wherever she can find a 
group of Baptist girls. By addresses at student assemblies and by per- 
sonal conferences innumerable, she has sought to help the girls in their 
personal lives, to tie them up more closely to the local Baptist church, 
and to interest them in the great undertakings of the kingdom. Miss 
Greenough has commended herself highly wherever she has been, 


The work of Doctor Foster is unique. No other man in the student 
field is rendering a similar service, or a service at all comparable with it, 
so far as its value to students is concerned. Everywhere he has gone he 
has been received most enthusiastically. College presidents have fre- 
quently written us that no man has been on the campus who has been so 
helpful to students. Nearly every school has asked for his return at an 
early date. The Board heartily rejoices in the service which it has been 
able to render to hundreds of students through the unique service of 
Doctor Foster. This work ought to be continued indefinitely, for each 
year brings forward a new generation of students, with their intellectual 
problems, who need just such help as Doctor Foster has been giving, and 
as no one else is giving in any large way to the students of America. 


THE UNIverSity PASTOR 


Our work in the student field has gone on steadily during the year. 
When the Board of Education undertook this work nine years ago, pioneer 
efforts had been made in only two universities—Michigan and Wisconsin. 
This past year we have been operating in forty colleges and universities. 
The list of institutions with the names of our representatives will be of 
interest.

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We have no hard-and-fast methods for this work. We are seeking to 
adapt the work to the peculiar local conditions of each institution. It will 
be noted however that our methods of work divide themselves naturally 
into three classes. In some cases we are cooperating with the local 
churches in the payment of salaries of pastors who can give a considerable 
portion of their time to students. In the large universities we are co- 
operating with local churches and State bodies in the employment of full- 
time men. In still other cases where the number of our Baptist students 
is small, we are uniting with other educational boards in the joint employ- 
ment of one man. There are places where each one of these methods 
seems best adapted to the local conditions. We have tried to find the 
best method for each place. This field is capable of almost unlimited ex- 
pansion. There are many institutions where this sort of service ought to 
be inaugurated. 


THE CHRISTIAN INFLUENCE OF OUR SCHOOLS 


The Board has felt that so far as our Baptist institutions are concerned, 
the responsibility for the care of the students rests directly upon the trus- 
tees themselves and not upon this Board. We have sought to impress this 
upon the college authorities and in only three or four cases have we as- 
sumed any financial responsibility. We are convinced that no greater ob- 
ligation rests upon the trustees and officers of our schools than this inti- 
mate care of the students entrusted to them. 

We have learned that three of our colleges have recently taken steps 
to provide for this need. Denison University has erected a department 
of religious education and called a man to the chair. He is not to be 
merely a teacher but is to have a definite responsibility for the religious 
life of the students. Shurtleff is also erecting a similar department. 
Colby College has called back one of its own graduates, not as a teacher 
or head of a department, but as a pastor to the students. The president 
of Colby has several times declared that he believed that the first income 
on the funds received from the New World Movement should be devoted 
to this purpose. 

Without question our colleges are awakening to the fuller realization 
of their obligation for the moral and spiritual development of their student 
body. Other colleges than those which we have named are giving serious 
thought to these great problems. The Board of Education has often 
pointed out to the schools themselves and to our constituency the impera- 
tive necessity that our schools should be Christian not merely in name but 
even more in the character of their faculty, the spirit of their environ- 
ment, and the impression which they make upon the student body. Much 
depends upon the teachers themselves. We repeat with emphasis what 
we have frequently asserted before, that our schools should give first con- 
sideration to the Christian character of their teachers. If by their char- 
acter, their attitude, or their teaching they are in any way compromising 
the Christian influence of the institution, they should be invited to depart. 
Difficult as it often is to secure the right kind of teachers, trustees and 
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officers should rest content with no teachers who are not earnestly and 
actively Christian. Our Christian schools have only one excuse for their 
appeal for students, one excuse for their appeal for large funds, and that 
is that under Christian teachers, in an environment that is Christian, they 
are able to give an education that is Christian in spirit and in passion, 
and that sends forth men and women who have caught the spirit of their 
Master. 


Misstonary EDUCATION 


It is now three years since the Board of Education took over the depart- 
ment of missionary education. We are deeply gratified over the develop- 
ment of this phase of our church life. For some time prior to this period 
there had been no systematic missionary education in the denomination 
save such as had been carried on in the women’s missionary circles. 
These three years have seen a complete change. This phase of our edu- 
cation has been developed to a high degree of efficiency. Hundreds of 
churches now have a thorough system of missionary education that runs 
through all departments of the church. It is in no sense of boasting that 
we report that today no other denomination has a finer system of mis- 
sionary education, better articulated or better adapted. to our various 
types of churches. We do not claim perfection for it, but the churches 
have given it a most hearty welcome. 

We are especially proud of the development of the World Wide Guild 
and the Children’s World Crusade since this work among young people 
was turned over to us. The numbers of chapters of each organization 
have very largely increased, and a healthy life is being developed. Their 
record of giving during the past year has been a source of great Satis- 
faction. In the campaign to raise extra funds this year the women asked for 
chapters of the World Wide Guild to assume a responsibility for $50,000 
over a period of three years. The reports indicate that during this first 
year the Guilds have already paid in $37,000. The Crusaders had an allot- 
ment of $6,000 for the three years, and they have turned in $9,518 in one 
year. This is a splendid record for our young women and children. 
A fuller report of the work of this department of Missionary Education 
will be found attached herewith. 


Tue One Hunprep MILttion DoLLtaR FuNnD 


One year ago we reported that our schools had received from the New 
World Movement the sum of $2,150,784.40. This year the receipts have 
been much smaller. We have received from the Board of Promotion 
and distributed to the schools and colleges $1,510,328.95. In addition the 
schools have received $399,465.09, or a total of $1,909,794.04 for the year 
and $4,060,578.44 for the two years. 

This sum is considerably smaller than that to which the schools are 
really entitled. Had the money all been divided upon a pro-rata basis, 
according to the allotments in the survey, they would have received 
$630,690.94 more. This difference is due to several facts. First of all, 
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the institutions have had to share with all other organizations in the cost 
of the campaign and of the Inter-Church World Movement. Secondly, 
when at Buffalo it was discovered that, because we had not secured the 
full One Hundred Million Dollars, to pay on the basis of the percentage 
in the survey would involve some of the national missionary organizations 
in serious financial difficulty, the schools and colleges consented to re- 
ceive funds on a reduced percentage, with the promise of a future 
adjustment. 


At the meeting of the Board of Promotion in Indianapolis in Novem- 
ber, 1921, it was realized that it would not do to postpone the adjustment 
longer, therefore the Board returned to the original percentage in the 
survey and has been distributing on that basis since then. Hereafter, 
therefore, the schools will receive their full percentage of all future 
receipts. 


Our FINANCIAL SITUATION 


We have recorded the achievements of the past year for which we are 
deeply grateful. It has been a year of real progress. We face the future, 
however, with the greatest anxiety. Owing to our reduced receipts we 
shall be forced to make serious reductions in our work next year. We 
are now adjusting our budget to the level of our expected income. 


The denomination is entitled to know the reasons for this situation. 
Our original allotment in the budget of the One Hundred Million Dollar 
Fund was $1,930,000. In order to satisfy the demands of three or four 
colleges that their allotment in the budget should be very much increased, 
the Board of Education surrendered one million dollars of its allotment, 
leaving it only $930,000. This means that it is entitled to only ninety-three 
one-hundredths (.0093) of one per cent. of all the funds raised. This 
percentage is so small that with the reduced receipts from the churches 
the income for the Board of Education is not more than one-third enough 
to carry on its work. During the first two years and a half of the New 
World Movement payments were made on the basis of the approved an- 
nual budgets of the various organizations. Because the Board of Educa- 
tion insisted on developing its work no faster than its income would war- 
rant, we were able to carry over a balance last-year of over sixty-three 
thousand dollars. But because of the change of the basis of payments 
this year and the decreased receipts of the Board of Promotion, the 
balance of last year has been almost entirely wiped out. Moreover, the 
Board of Promotion has now discovered that by reason of the payments 
for the first two years on the basis of operating budgets and not of the 
percentage in the One Hundred Million Dollar Fund, the Board of Edu- 
cation has been overpaid by fifty-five thousand dollars. This amount, 
equal to the expected receipts of the Board for one year, must be deducted 
from our receipts for the next two years. It is apparent that this leaves 
a very meager fund with which to conduct the operations of the Board 
for the next two years. Unless at the Convention some means or adjust- 
ment can be found for inéreasing the receipts of the Board, there is 
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nothing to do but to reduce our expenditures to the level of our expected 
income, for the Board is determined that it will not involve the denomina- 
tion in indebtedness which will remain as an unpleasant memory after the 
New World Movement is over. 

At the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention in Buffalo the 
duties of the Committee on Standardization of the Ministry were trans- 
ferred to the Board of Education. We append herewith the report of 
a joint committee of the Board of Education and of the Pastors’ Con- 
ference of the Northern Baptist Convention regarding the subject of 
Ministerial Standing. This report with its recommendations has been 
adopted by the Board of Education and is submitted to the Convention 


for its approval.

Reports on Schools and Colleges 


(Abstracts from reports submitted by the institutions. Schools not 
included failed to respond to request for statement.) 


BERKELEY Baptist Divinity SCHOOL 


The enrolment has been twenty-nine. Each graduate this year received 
the degree of B. D. The life of the school has been characterized by its 
fruitful intellectual activity and cordial cooperation between faculty and 
the student body. The high level of spiritual life and the high-minded 
seriousness of the students have been marked characteristics of the year. 


CROZER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Student enrolment of sixty. There has been a volunteer band of seven 
members. The evangelistic bands have had an unusual number of cam- 
paigns and have been cordially received by the churches. There is a 
greater demand for graduates of this school as pastors than the institution 
can supply. 

KAwnsas City THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The year has been highly satisfactory. The attendance has been seventy- 
six, as compared with seventy-five last year. The entering class was 
thirty-one and included a good number of college graduates. The four- 
year course for non-college graduates is doing fine things for this class of 
students and demonstrating its usefulness. An earnest spirit of evangelism 
and missionary interest pervades the school. The students are doing a 
large amount of pastoral work in the vicinity of Kansas City. The school 
is about to erect new buildings on a new site. 


NEWTON THEOLOGICAL INSTITUTION 


Total enrolment eighty-seven, including twenty-seven non-resident students 
doing graduate work. There are six women taking work in the school. 
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The religious life and activities of the students has never been more 
satisfactory. The missionary and evangelistic spirit has been execellent. 


RocHESTER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The school has had one of the best years in its history. Entering class 
was large and of excellent quality. All of the men have been active in 
religious work. ‘The spirit of the school has been excellent. 


CuHIcaGo TRAINING SCHOOL 


The one-year course has had an enrolment of twelve students, ten of them 
college graduates. In the two-year course there have been seven students, 
and the third-year course, thirty-five. Many of the students are graduates 
of normal schools or have taken part of their course in college. The record 
for the year in scholarship and service has been satisfactory. The student 
body does a large amount of work in the churches of Chicago. 


DANISH THEOLOGICAL SCHOOL 


Enrolment eleven; largest in the history of the school. Students are 
much interested in missions and denominational work. Attendance at 
prayer-meetings is unusually good. The school is developing some new 
courses. 

BETHEL INSTITUTE 

Enrolment has been two hundred and eighteen in the Academy and twenty- 
eight in the Seminary. A number of students have been converted during 
the year. Religious activities have been most encouraging. The school has 
developed its courses in Bible study. 


BATES COLLEGE 


Thirty men volunteered for service on the deputation teams and conducted 
meetings in twenty-two different communities. There are twenty-three 
student volunteers. They have made six week-end trips to neighboring 
churches. Forty students are engaged in religious work in the local 
churches. The average attendance of the Y. M. C. A. has been fifty, and 
of the Y. W. C. A., fifty. The Y. M. C. A. raised $1,000 for the support 
of the missionary in China. The Y. W. C. A. is doing much social service 
work. 

Brown UNIVERSITY 

Enrolment is as follows: 
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‘The year has been good. Students are getting back to “ normalcy.” 
Christian Association has been effective under the leadership of an ordained 
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minister who is secretary. Sherwood Eddy conducted a series of meetings 
and made a profound impression. Students raised $2,500 for the support 
of “Brown in China” at Shanghai. They are maintaining a social settle- | 
ment among factory operatives. 


BUCKNELL UNIVERSITY 


The enrolment of college students, eight hundred and sixty-seven; eighty- 
three other students in the School of Music. Special attention has been 
given to the development of the Christian Association. School has twice 
the number of students for the ministry it had last year. Atmosphere 
shows distinct improvement. 


CoLGATE UNIVERSITY 


Enrolment has been six hundred and seventy-eight, of whom seventy- 
one are students for the ministry and fourteen for missionary work in the 
foreign field. Two hundred and forty-five men elected courses in Bible 
study this year. Doctor Foster conducted a most successful series of 
meetings just preceding Easter. This has been followed by a campaign 
of personal evangelism conducted by picked students. Nine men have 
joined the church on confession of faith this year. 


Des Mornes UNIVERSITY 


Total enrolment ior the year one thousand two hundred and sixty-five, 
including four hundred and seventy-eight in College of Liberal Arts and 
Education. The school has been permeated with a distinctly religious spirit. 
Trustees have erected a department of Biblical literature during the year 
with an ordained minister in charge. Eighty students have been enrolled 
in Bible courses. A Baptist church has been organized in connection with 
the university. The university has a student ministerial association with 
membership of forty-seven. ; 


GRAND ISLAND COLLEGE 


The enrolment is one hundred and fifty-four, an increase of eighty per 
cent. over last year. One hundred and sixteen students in the college depart- 
ment have organized a Christian service league for students who propose to 
do Christian work. Sixty-two students are doing different types of Chris- 
tian work—nearly half of the total enrolment. Chapel attendance is com- 
pulsory with excellent results. A good many of the students are planning 
to undertake Christian work. 


HILispALE COLLEGE 


Enrolment four hundred and sixty-eight students, representing twelve 
States and four foreign lands. Women’s dormitory has been remodeled, 
chemical laboratory erected, and other material improvements. There 
‘have been substantial additions to the endowment and equipment funds of 
‘the school. A distinctive gain in the spiritual life of the students. Mem- 
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bers of the senior class occasionally conduct chapel—practise found good. 
Twenty-five students contemplate Christian life service. 


KALAMAZOO COLLEGE 


Enrolment three hundred and sixty-four. Religious life of school has 
improved decidedly. Twenty-two student volunteers. Bible classes enrolled 
seventy-three. Genuine progress in religious life has been made this year. 


LINFIELD COLLEGE 


Enrolment two hundred and forty-eight, three more than last year. The 
college students increased to over two hundred. Spirit more satisfactory 
than usual; harmony and cooperation. Debt of college has been fully 
paid, a new gymnasium erected at a cost of $25,000, and other material 
improvements. Expect to add three new members to the faculty next year. 


Ottawa UNIVERSITY 


Enrolment has been sixteen per cent. in advance of last year. The enrol- 
ment of the freshmen class is forty-two per cent. in advance. The enrol- 
ment in the academy is decreasing, and this department will be dropped in 
the near future. The college has a man giving his entire time to the 
department of Bible and religious education. Religious life of the students 
has been wholesome. 


UNIVERSITY OF REDLANDS 


Total enrolment three hundred and seventy-nine, an increase over last year 
of three hundred and fifty-one. Sixteen men preparing for the ministry 
and twenty others for missionary service. Religious atmosphere has been 
good. 

SHURTLEFF COLLEGE 

Total enrolment one hundred and ninety-two, a gain of thirty per cent. 
College has the best teaching force in its history. College has got back to 
pre-war type of students with result that work is much better. College made 
definite efforts to bring claims of Christian service to the students. Twenty- 
one students for the ministry and six others for missionary work. 


WILLIAM JEWELL COLLEGE 


’ Enrolment three hundred and seven in the college and forty-one in the 
academy. Students have done better work than at any time since the war. 
Religious attitude of the faculty never better. Most members doing 
active Christian work in churches and vicinity. The Y. M. C, A. is con- 
ducting an evangelistic campaign with good results. Twelve students 
volunteered to conduct mission study classes and daily prayer-meetings, 
many of the students engaging in pastoral and other religious work. Have 
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preached two thousand four hundred and thirty-eight sermons during the 
year, with about two hundred conversions. Sixty-two students are studying 
for the ministry in the college and thirty others in the academy. 


Broappus CoLLeGE 


The enrolment was two hundred, majority Christians. Have strong Chris- 
tian Association and excellent Bible classes and personal workers’ group. 
Nine students for the ministry; seven young women for missionary work. 


CoLtoraApo WomAN’s COLLEGE 


Enrolment slightly better than last year. Religious life normal. Board 
of Trustees have taken recent steps to strengthen the religious life and 
activities of the institution. 


KEUKA COLLEGE 


Opened last fall after being closed several years. Enrolment exceeded 
expectations; forty-one members in the entering class. Prospects for next 
year most encouraging. Six students are volunteers. Y. W. C. A. is 
active. The teachers conduct a school of religious training in near-by 
city. The school is a great success. During the summer the school of 
religious education will conduct a pastor’s conference and World Wide 
Guild house party. 


CoLtspy ACADEMY 


Enrolment one hundred and thirty-eight. Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. 
have done excellent work. Have daily chapel service devoted to devotional 
exercises. 

CopurN CLAssicaL INSTITUTE 


Has had excellent year. Enrolment of one hundred and seventy, of whom 
sixty are seniors who are entering college in the fall. Students do much 
work in near-by churches. Raised considerable amount for the Students’ 
Friendship Fund. 

HeEsron ACADEMY 


Enrolment one hundred and sixty-two. Teachers report spirit of school 
the best it has been in years. Trustees voted to make Hebron a school for 
boys only. 

MAINE CENTRAL INSTITUTE 


Enrolment two hundred and seventy students. Improvements have been 
made in the buildings. 


Department of Missionary Education 


The Department of Missionary Education herewith submits its third 
annual report. Acting upon the conviction that missionary education must 
go on in some form, no matter what changes in denominational promotion 
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might occur, the Department has sought the missionary cultivation of the 
churches according to the following definition of its task: 


1. The general cultivation of the sense of the importance of missionary 
education. 

2. The personal cultivation, through correspondence with individuals and 
churches, of the ideals and aims of missionary education. 


3. Initiation and pursuit of cooperative efforts to stimulate attention to 
missionary education in other societies. 


4. To correlate existing plans into effective unity of program. 

5. To produce and promote such materials as present programs and 
activities require—a near objective. 

6. To lay foundations for a larger acquaintance with the materials of 
missionary education for the oncoming generations—a far objective. 


7. To develop and cultivate the leadership necessary to carry out these 
objectives. 


A growing volume of correspondence reaching from coast to coast is the 
silent but convincing witness to the fact that churches all over the land 
are realizing that missionary cultivation is necessary for the carrying out 
of a large denominational program. Much of this correspondence has also 
confessedly shown how utterly inadequate have been the plans and devices 
employed in many local churches for conveying missionary information. 
The Department is much gratified for this changing attitude about mis- 
sionary education on the part of hundreds of churches, but is also in- 
creasingly impressed with the importance of the task yet to be accomplished. 

We are convinced that on the part of churches and individuals, their gifts 
to our missionary enterprises are commensurate with their programs of 
missionary education. That churches in increasingly large numbers are 
paying new attention to this prerequisite of giving, is cause for gratifica- 
cation, and we look forward with hope and expectation to a Baptist con- 
stituency more largely and genuinely concerned with its missionary and 
spiritual cultivation, which eventuates in normal and hearty financial 
support, than in devices and expedients and high-pressure methods, which, 
however excellent as such, react to make more difficult the very object 
which we seek to achieve. 


Some RESULTS 


Special attention has been given to the cultivation of intensive mission 
study class work, and reports of field secretaries indicate that churches 
are now differentiating between study classes and program meetings. 

The Department has extended its field organization during the year — 
until there are now thirty-two State missionary education secretaries ren- 
dering voluntary service, in the closest affiliation with the representatives 
of the Woman’s Societies and with the State Headquarters. State goals 
have been determined in a number of States, and definite plans made 
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operative for their attainment. Miss May Huston, Assistant Secretary, 
is in charge of this important part of the work, and has rendered very 
efficient service. 


The Sunday school graded materials were used by one thousand schools 
not having previously used them. Much needed booklet and pamphlet 
material has been prepared by the Department for use in Sunday schools, 
young people’s societies, and adult groups. Two new books used during 
the past year, and three new books in preparation for the coming year, 
have been edited by the Department. 


The Church School of Missions, the new and satisfactory method of 
cultivating missionary intelligence, has already shown itself a superior 
method. The idea is growing rapidly and an abundant correspondence 
favoring this new method is the convincing evidence of its success. The 
plan will be promoted strongly the coming year. A total of three hundred 
and thirty-two Church Schools of Missions is reported for the year, rep- 
resenting an increase over a year ago of sixty-nine per cent. 


The reports of Reading Contests and Courses indicate that the number 
of churches entering the reading contest was increased by fifty-three per 
cent., and the number of books read represented an increase of seventeen 
per cent, over the figures of a year ago. The Department is furnishing 
teachers for fifty-three training-classes in the various Summer Confer- 
ences and Assemblies to be held during July and August. A large 
number of churches have been encouraged to send delegates to summer 
conferences. 


We take pleasure in reporting a total of five thousand five hundred 
and sixty-seven study classes conducted during the year, exclusive of 
those in the young people’s societies and not reported. This represents 
an increase on record of one thousand one hundred and twenty-eight 
classes for the year. There were in addition one thousand seven hundred 
and twenty-five adult groups and four hundred junior groups which used 
the study books in program meetings. 


The Costumes Section of the Department has had a very profitable 
year. It has more than taken care of itself financially. Upwards of five 
hundred costumes of mission lands have been used by the various Protes- 
tant denominations. There is an increasing interest in missionary dra- 
matics, and we are fortunate in having the most thoroughly equipped 
costumes department in New York City. 


THE Worip WiInE GUILD AND THE CHILDREN’S CRUSADE 


Miss Alma J. Noble, reporting for the World Wide Guild, shows the 
_ organization of five hundred and thirty-nine new Chapters during the 
year, or an increase of one hundred and thirty-five new Chapters over a 
year ago. Three of these were in the Orient, at Huchow and Swatow, 
China, and Mandalay, Burma; and one in Cuba. One hundred Chapters 
qualified in the reading contest, or thirty-three more than a year ago. 
This means the reading of five missionary books by every member of 
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the Chapter. One was a group of Chinese girls in Portland, Oregon, and 
one an Italian Chapter in Philadelphia. The Guild girls met in six hun- 
dred and ninety-eight study classes during the year, in addition to regular 
program meetings. The World Wide Guild also assumed a three-year 
goal of $50,000, as a part of the Continuation Campaign just closed, and 
to date reports gifts of more than $37,000 for one year. 

Miss Helen Crissman, Field Secretary of the Guild, has spent practically 
all of her time on the field, and calls for her services have been constant. 
She has rendered noteworthy service both in her field work and in her 
teaching in summer assemblies, and on State Convention programs. 

Miss Mary L. Noble, in her report of the activities of the Children’s* 
World Crusade, quotes the sentence uttered by Mr. Herbert Hoover, 
“The race is marching forward on the feet of little children.” Five 
hundred new Crusader Companies and Herald Bands have been organ- 
ized during the year. Almost invariably the Crusader Companies study 
the Junior Mission study books. Thirty-seven traveling libraries of mis- 
sionary books are now in constant circulation and the waiting list is large. 
There are State Secretaries now in every State except Oregon. The 
conspicuous achievement of the year is the Crusader campaign for its 
three-year goal of $6,000 of the Continuation Campaign. Toward the 
year’s quota of $2,000 the Crusaders gave in cash over $10,000, represent- 
ing a gain of 500 per cent. Many of the children earned their foot of 
dimes and one little girl added, “I hope all Crusaders will get a foot of 
dimes to pay the way of the missionaries so none of them will have to 
come home.” The enthusiasm and consecration with which these organi- 
zations have plunged into the campaign are not only worthy of special 
notice, but significant as a factor in the future leadership of the church. 
In the midst of their campaign they held closely to their educational aims 
and goals. 

} PLANS 


' We believe that the largest results cannot be reached until our pastors 
and churches take much more seriously than they do now the matter of 
careful and patient missionary cultivation of their people. To the end 
that much larger results may be achieved in the coming years, we believe 
that the curricula provision for missionary training in our schools and 
seminaries should be strengthened. The New World Movement has shown ° 
that many ministers are not sufficiently sympathetic nor well prepared to 
assume the responsibilities of missionary leadership in their churches. 
The most effective way to overcome this situation is to strengthen their 
interest and increase their sense of responsibility during the student period 
of their preparation. 

A partial investigation of these conditions made during the year has 
shown some important results, which have appeared in a series of public 
statements submitted to our denominational press. The Department will 
continue its study of this most important question throughout the coming 
year. 
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In order further to press the importance of missionary education in 
the local church, the Department has conducted during the Convention 
Home and Foreign mission study classes for Juniors, Intermediates, 
Young People, and Adults, using the new study-book materials. This is 
the first time in the history of the Convention that study classes have been 
provided for all ages. 

Missionary education is at present being carried on in the local church 
in a great variety of ways. A special study of these plans and methods 
is being made in order to determine the types of education which may 
best be suited and recommended to the churches seeking advice and direc- 
tion. These results should be of great value for future plans. 


CONCLUSION 


Missionary education holds a peculiar relationship to our denomina- 
tional work. It is expected to do three things: To conserve from the 
past the materials and methods which have been proved of value, to pro- 
vide such materials as may best suit the denominational program needs 
of the hour, and it is expected to see far enough into the future to project 
a program which will be of value to the oncoming generation. By its very 
nature it must continue. Whatever changes may occur in denominational 
procedure, whatever new agencies are constituted and old ones annulled, 
missionary education must continue if the missionary enterprise continues. 
To try to develop missionary interest by any other method than an in- 
telligent study of missionary facts and history, is as futile as it was to 
try to make bricks without straw, or to get a crop without seed-sowing. 
If missionary education is important when all goes well, what is its im- 
portance when the success of the missionary cause itself is jeopardized? 
In spite of all the discouragements of the hour, we believe that our con- 
stituency is sensing that the real and ultimate way out of all our diffi- 
culties is a better acquaintance with the missionary message of the Bible, 
the missionary history of Christianity, and the new literature of modern 
missions. We must learn missionary facts as we must learn any other 
facts—we must study them. We never needed trained missionary leaders 
more than now. 


From another point of view, missionary education must continue. We 
must set ourselves to the task of making a new denominational constit- 
uency. The boys and girls, young men and women, rightly interested and 
directed now, will not fail to support our great missionary enterprises 
tomorrow. 

In the light of the fact that the young people of the denomination as 
represented in such organizations as the Baptist Young People’s Union, 
the Christian Endeavor Society, the World Wide Guild, and the Children’s 
World Crusade have so quickly and enthusiastically responded to the 
missionary appeal of the denomination, both in respect to its educational 
and its financial features, we should not fail to utilize to the utmost every 
educational means to minister to that growing part of our constituency 
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which must carry the responsibilities of our missionary societies, and 
from which must come our denominational leadership and support. 


It is the conviction and purpose of the Department of Missionary Edu- 
cation to regard_its program for the young people as fundamental in the 
carrying out of our missionary enterprises and in the building of a new 
Baptist constituency. 

It is our belief that the Convention mission-study classes have been of 

_such great importance and have been so well supported that they should 
continue to be a part of the regular program of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. We devoutly hope that this excellent plan may be continued.

Standardization of the Ministry and Ministerial Standing 


At the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention held at Buffalo in 
1920, the duties formerly required of the Committee of Standardization 
of the Ministry were transferred to the Board of Education. (Item 101. 
Minutes 1920.) The Board of Education found that there are several 
committees in existence charged with the same matter, viz., a committee 
appointed in 1921 by the Pastors’ Conference of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, a committee of The American Baptist Publication Society. 
also committees from several of the State Conventions. The Board of 
Education has conferred with these committees and the representatives 
of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, The Board has con- 
sulted letters from thirty-two State Convention secretaries. We believe 
that the following recommendations are in close agreement with the views 
of all the organizations consulted and that they represent the view of the 
State Conventions which have expressed themselves in this matter. They 
will also be found to be in harmony with the action already taken by the 
Northern Baptist Convention. (Convention Annual, 1917, p. 35; 1918, 
pp. 87, 88.) 


RESOLUTIONS 


WHEREAS, There are no common standards recognized by the churches 
of the Northern Baptist Convention as to prerequisites for ordination to 
the ministry, nor is there any common procedure regarding recognition 
and standing; and, 


Wuereas, It is very widely felt that uniform standards should be 
adopted for the sake of maintaining a worthy and well-equipped ministry, 
and that there should be protection for The Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Fund; be it 

Resolved, That the Northern Baptist Convention recommend to the 
State Conyentions within its territory that they adopt the following 


plans: 
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STANDARDIZATION OF THE MINISTRY 


1. That all candidates for ordination, who have not already had its 
equivalent, shall be required to complete a two-years’ course of study that 
shall include: 


(a) Elements of English language. 
(b) A course in the English Bible. 
(c) Biblical theology. 

(d) Baptist principles and history. 
(e) Homiletics. 

(£) Modern missions. 

(g) Religious education. 


(A suggested curriculum for such a course was presented in 
the Convention Annual, 1918, pp. 88-90.) 


2. That the examination in this course be conducted by a committee of 
the State Convention, in such manner as each Convention may determine 
for itself. 


3. Where a church is served by an unordained minister, he should be 
licensed to preach by the church for a limited period. He might also be 
authorized during this period to administer the ordinances, but ordina- 
tion should be postponed until he has satisfactorily completed this course 
of study. 

MINISTERIAL STANDING 


State Conventions are asked to pass resolutions: 


1. Refusing financial aid to churches which shall not in the future con- 
form to the educational standards for ordination adopted by the Northern 
Baptist Convention. 


2. Refusing to recognize as ordained ministers those who have not the 
minimum educational requirements for ordination adopted by the Northern 
Baptist Convention, this action to apply to ordinations bearing date sub- 
sequent to this action. 


In order to make the foregoing regulations effective: 


1. The Conventions are requested to ask each Association to appoint 
a committee on ministerial standing. "These committees should secure 
lists of accredited ministers residing within the bounds of the Associa- 
tion and should publish a ministerial list eack year. These Associational 
committees should seek to prevent unfit men being settled as pastors of 
churches within the bounds of their associations. 


2. A pastor accepting a call to a church outside the bounds of ° the 
association in which he has been settled shall be expected to secure a 
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certificate of ministerial standing from the committee of the Association 
and present it immediately on settlement to the committee of the Asso- 
ciation in which his new charge is located. 


3. Each State Convention is asked to appoint a committee on ordina- 
tion and ministerial standing. This committee might be composed of the 
chairmen of committees in the several Associations of the State. It should 
be the duty of this committee to receive credentials from ministers before 
settlement in the State, either as pastors of churches or as heads of other 
denominational units operating within the State. This committee should 
present to the Convention for publication a list of accredited ministers. 
This list should contain only the names of ministers who have Associa- 
tional standing, as interpreted in the foregoing statement. 


4. Pastors going from one State to another shall be expected to present 
their certificates of standing before being employed by any church or 
other denominational institution operating within the State. 


5. We recommend that State Conventions avail themselves of the assis- 
tance offered by The American Baptist Publication Society and the help 
of such theological seminaries as are willing to render service in pre- 
paring and directing preordination courses of study for those who have 
not had seminary training. 

6. State Conventions are asked to instruct committees of their own or- 
ganizations appointed to work with The Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board, that they decline to recommend any grants for men who 
have failed to comply with the minimum requirements for ordination 
adopted by the Northern Baptist Convention. This action to apply only 
to those who are ordained subsequent to the adoption of this resolution. 

We recommend that The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board 
adopt rules to conform with the above recommendations. 


7. State Conventions are urged to keep the subject of standards for 
ordination and ministerial standing before their constituency, and to take 
‘advantage of the present interest in the matter to secure action in the 
direction indicated.

and community life. As such it is the social expression of the Christian 
spirit, and is a name for that spirit of philanthropy and service which is 
inherent in the gospel itself. 


It finds its warrant and inspiration in the life and teaching of the Master. 
In the Nazareth synagogue Jesus, in stating his mission, says: “He hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings to the poor; he hath sent me to pro- 
claim release to the captives, and recovering of sight to the blind; to set 
at liberty them that are bruised; to proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord.” In his teaching the Master laid great emphasis upon the duty 
of loving people, of helping them as they have need and we have oppor- 
tunity. 

Social service is essential for the reason that it seeks to interpret the 
social obligations of life, and suggests ways whereby love may be set to 
work in the most effective way. Christians are called to live in the law 
of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus. Whatever they do in word or deed, 
in church or in society, is to be done in the name of Christ and for the 
good of men. They are bound to accept the ideal of Christ and seek 
to realize it in the world, to conduct life on the basis of his will, and to 
apply his principles in all relations of society. 

Above all is the Christian conception of the kingdom of God, which 
never means anything less than a redeemed and righteous society on earth. 
They who seek this kingdom are committed to the task of applying the 
will of Christ to all human affairs and of organizing life in all of its rela- 
tions according to the will of God. 

Social service is thus implied in the very nature of the Christian life, 
and is a necessary outcome of the Christian spirit. It holds a place in the 
Christian program beside evangelism, missions, and education. It demands 
the confidence and cooperation of all who are seeking the kingdom of 
God. 

Social service, it is perhaps needless to say, is not a substitute for the 
gospel, but an expression of its essential spirit. It never thinks of itself 
as a substitute for evangelism or as the equivalent of regeneration; but 
rather thinks of itself as the outcome of evangelism and as an aid to 
regeneration. It is in this sense that the Social Service Committee has 
always used the term; and it is in this way that the Committee would 
have our people use this term. 


II. Socrat SERVICE COMMITTEE 


The Committee has many functions, and these may be briefly mentioned : 


1. Interpretation. The Committee seeks to interpret the social contents of 
the gospel and the nature of social service. 

2. Representation. It represents our Baptist people in conferences and 
committees in the field of temperance work, social reform, and inter- 
national relations; and members of this Committee have attended many

III. Stupy, or CREATING A SoctaL MIND 


“The foundation of every state,” we are told, “is a way of thinking.” 
Government in a republic is government by public opinion. The thoughts 
men have are the parents of the things men do. As a people thinketh in 
its heart, so is it. 

The events of the past years show clearly the need of a change of mind 
and heart on the part of men. We therefore affirm our allegiance to 
the fundamental evangelism of Christ with its demand for a change of 
heart. But this evangelism must not limit itself to one relation of man’s 
life; it is not complete until all the obligations of the new life are fully 
presented and all the relations of man’s being are rightened. 

We therefore recommend that the ministers, so far as they may be 
able, restudy the principles of Jesus in their social bearings, that in the 
public ministry they may broaden the Christian messages so as to help 
the people to relate their thinking and conduct to the moral needs of the 
hour. 

This does not mean the turning of their pulpits into platforms for the 
discussion of social reforms. But it does mean that the pastor of today is 
under obligation to help his people solve their pressing social problems in 
the light of fundamental morality and the teachings of Jesus Christ. 
Never were the voices of true prophets more needed than in the midst of 
the perplexity and disorder of the present time. Events of today have shown 
the superficiality of much of our teaching and preaching. The essentials 
of religion and life must be made clear from the pulpit and Sunday school 
class; and the application of these truths to real life must be presented 
in more certain light. 

The pastors may well lead their people in the consideration of such 
subjects as these: 


The Christian view of the state and the obligations of citizenship. 
The Christian view of work and industry. 


The Christian view of recreation and amusement. 

The Christian view of stewardship and the moral obligations of 
property. 

The Christian view of nationality and patriotism. 

The Christian view of war and its causes. 


The Christian view of world brotherhood, of international morality, 
and world citizenship. 


Further, we would suggest that classes be utilized for the study of the 
world today. Jesus charged his disciples: ‘Lift up your eyes;” “The field 
is the world.” It is essential that the facts be known and that principles 
which are pertinent to them be recognized and applied. Women’s classes 
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for the study of good citizenship and a sane consideration of sex problems 
would seem to be most timely and promising. In some places the open 
forum, held at convenient times for the discussion of vital human prob- 
lems, might be adopted with profit. 

In some communities where many foreigners are found, the church 
building should be put at the disposal of groups as a social center for pur- 
poses of Americanization. Close touch with foreigners in our communities 
should be more definitely cultivated. Many a church became of incal- 
culable worth as a community asset in war-time. Every church may well 
seek to render the largest possible service to all the people of its neigh- 
borhood. 


The field of conscience is the special field of the church. It must there- 
fore do everything that is possible to make people informed concerning 
the will of God, to create in the minds of men a body of Christian ideas 
and principles, to develop in men a Christian attitude of mind for all 
the relations of life. All other tasks of the church find their consumma- 
tion here; as the church succeeds in this work it is succeeding in its total 
work, 


IV. CiTIzENSHIP 


Popular government rests upon the conviction and conscience of the 
people. It assumes the competency and the interest of the citizens in the 
affairs of government. Many things indicate that there is a pitiful neglect 
of the obligations of citizenship on the part of large numbers of the people. 
Respect for law, we are told, is at a low ebb. As we all know, crimes 
of all kinds are all too common, and especially crimes of violence and 
murder. The facts here are most disturbing. 


According to the carefully prepared volume by Raymond B. Fosdick on 
“ American Police Systems,” ‘Police statistics show that crime is far 
more prevalent in American cities than in the cities of England, France, or 
Germany.” “The statistics furnish startling evidence. London, in 1916, with 
a population of seven millions and a quarter, had nine premeditated murders. 
Chicago, one-third the size of London, in the same period had 105, nearly 
twelve times London’s total. In the year 1916, indeed—and it was not 
an exceptional year—Chicago with its 2,500,000 people had twenty more 
murders than the whole of England and Wales put together, with their 
38,000,000 people. The Chicago murders during this year total one more 
than London had during the five-year period from 1910-1914 inclusive. 
In 1917, Chicago had ten more murders than the whole of England and 
Wales, and four more murders than all England, Wales, and Scotland. In 
1918, Chicago had fourteen more murders than England and Wales. In 
1919, the number of murders in Chicago was almost exactly six times the 
number committed in London.” ‘In the three-year period, 1916-1918 in- 
clusive, Glasgow had 38 homicides; Philadelphia, which is only a trifle 
larger, had during this same period 281. Liverpool and St. Louis are 
approximately the same size; in 1915, St. Louis had eleven times the num- 
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ber of homicides that Liverpool had, and in 1916, eight times the number. 
Los Angeles, one-twentieth the size of London, had two more homicides. 
in 1916 than London had for the same period; in 1917, she had ten more: 
than London had. Cleveland, Ohio, one-tenth the size of London, hadi 
more than three times the number of homicides in 1917 and approximately 
twice the number in 1918.” 

In other respects there is a serious disregard of life in our cities. Thus. 
“during 1921, 664 persons were killed in Cook County, Illinois, by auto- 
mobiles, an increase of 122 over the preceeding year. Of these, 242 were 
children, 151 of whom were killed in the middle of the block. Forty-nine 
were under the age of five, and 139 were less than ten. There were 213 
children fifteen years of age and under, left dependent by the death of a 
parent. Unfortunately Chicago is no exception in this respect, but practically 
the same alarming reports come from other cities.” 

It is admitted by all careful students that in many parts of our land 
gross abuses have developed in the execution of law, and especially in the 
administration of criminal law. Many recent notorious verdicts by juries- 
have brought the jury system under suspicion and censure. 

In all parts of the land there is a fatal neglect of civic obligations on 
the part of citizens. In many communities less than twenty-five per cent. 
of the voters attend the primaries and secure the nomination of worthy 
candidates and the approval of good measures. Thus many good causes. 
go by default. 

The Social Service Committee in cooperating with other agencies is mak-. 
ing a careful study of this question of citizenship. Here we simply sug- 
gest the following items: 

We may lay upon the people and especially upon our church people, 
the claim of citizenship and enforce the obligation of doing their part. 

We urge our people to study the jury system in their communities, to- 
note its defects; and we ask them to accept jury service whenever called. 

We ask our people to support in every possible way public officials who: 
are conscientiously fulfilling the duties of their office; and we ask them to: 
accept no excuses from officials who are derelict. 


V. PROHIBITION AND LAW ENFORCEMENT 


The adoption of the Eighteenth Amendment by our nation is one of 
the outstanding triumphs of the century. It probably represents as great a 
gain for human progress as was ever made by one single piece of legislation. 
The task before us now is that of grounding the policy and value of pro- 
hibition in the conviction and conscience of the nation and of securing 
an adequate enforcement of the law. This demands several things of our 
people. 

There must be continuous and diligent instruction of the people in the- 
policy of prohibition, its moral, social, and economic benefits. 
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We must sustain by our sympathy and cooperation all public officials 
who are seeking to enforce the prohibition law. 

We must secure the selection, by election or appointment, of officials who 
are in sympathy with the law and will secure its adequate enforcement. 


We must disapprove the conduct and actions of many otherwise re- 
spectable people who smile at evasions of the law and who associate with 
those who are evading the law in the use of alcoholic beverages. 


VI. InpustTRIAL RELATIONS 


The condition of the industrial world today is well calculated to awaken 
questioning if not alarm. The industrial system, as we know it today, 
is full of strife and unrest. This system has divided men into two groups, 
and has depersonalized the relations between them. It has brought an 
uncertainty of employment and has lessened the permanence of residence. 
It contains all of the conditions which produce misunderstanding, friction, 
and strife. 

During recent years a number of excellent volumes interpreting the in- 
dustrial situation, have been published, and some of these are most worthy 
of careful study. Among these books are the following: 


Ellwood, “ The Social Problem.” 

Hobson, “ Work and Wealth.” 

Tawney, ‘The Acquisitive Society.” 

King, “Industry and Humanity.” 

After the War Committee, ‘‘The Church and Industrial Reconstruc- 
tion.” 

English Archbishops’ Fifth Committee, “The Church and Industrial 
Problems.” 

Ward, “ The New Social Order.” 

Williams, “ What’s on the Worker’s Mind?” 

Parker, “‘ Living with the Working Women.” 


In this connection we call attention to the resolutions adopted by the 
Northern Baptist Convention; and commend these to the thoughtful atten- 
tion of our people: 


“ Resolved, That as a denomination which has always been recruited 
from the working and middle classes of society, and holds in its 
membership large numbers of those who toil for a livelihood; recog- 
nizing also the fact that the labor question is one that can be settled 
on the basis of democracy and common justice which have always 
been guiding principles of our denominational life, we hereby express our 

belief in the following applications of these principles: : 

1. The right of labor to organize.

2. The right of labor to deal with capital on the basis of collective 
bargaining, reserving the right of every man to sell his labor as he will. 


3. The right of labor to an increasing share in the profits of labor. 
4. The right of labor to the best and latest forms of welfare work. 


5. The right of labor to the various kinds of compensation and 
social insurance which have now passed in other countries and in some 
States of our Union beyond the experimental stage into social duties. 


6. The right of capital and labor alike to all the best kinds of publicity, 
arbitration, and social helpfulness. (Annual of the Convention, 1916, 
p. 215.) 

“WHEREAS, We see, as a result of modern industrial revolution, ten- 
dencies at work which produce an autocratic control of industry, which 
make wealth the end and human life the means, which divide men into 
opposing groups and depersonalize the relations between them, thereby 
creating conditions threatening social disintegration; 

“ Resolved, That we affirm the sacredness of man, and demand that 
the industrial system in its processes, motives, and results be brought to 
the test of its contribution to human life and spiritual values; 


“ Resolved, That we afhrm our conviction that all parties in industry— 
investors, managers, workers, and the community—are partners, and that 
this calls for the creation of a constitution or charter for each industry, 
defining the terms and conditions of labor, providing for redress of 
grievances on the basis of social justice, and insuring a progressive par- 
ticipation by all parties in knowledge of the enterprise, a voice in its 
direction, and an equitable sharing in the proceeds.” (Annual, 1919, 
p. 294.) 


“Recognizing in the words of Christ, ‘One is your Master, even 
Christ, and all ye are brothers,’ the abiding charter of democracy, and 
seeing in this the summons to realize the democracy of all life, we be- 
lieve that this Christian principle applied to industry implies that in- 
dustry is a social service whose ruling motive should not be the profit 
of the few, but the welfare of all, and that the service motive must be- 
come the dominant spirit in both the methods and processes of industry. 


“We believe, hence, that men are brothers in industry and their rela- 
tions must be such as to express and promote brotherly fellowship; that 
industry is a partnership whose successful working depends upon the 
participation and cooperation of all parties; that all the partners in 
industry should have a voice in the direction of the enterprise, either 
directly or through chosen representatives; that the distribution of the 
product and profit should be made on accepted principles of equity 
which represent the eal arate and claims of all parties.” (Annual, 1920, 
p. 266.) 


We also call attention to Resolution 74 in the Pronouncement of the 
Lambeth Conference, 1920: 
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“The Conference regards it as*an outstanding and pressing duty of 
the Church to convince its members of the necessity of nothing less 
than a fundamental change in the spirit and working of our economic life. 
This can only be effected by accepting as the basis of industrial relations 
the principle of cooperation in service for the common good in the place 
of unrestricted competition for private or sectional advantage. All 
Christian people ought to take an active part in bringing about this 
change by which alone we can hope to remove class dissensions and 
resolve industrial discords.” (Resolution No. 74, Lambeth Conference, 


1920.) 


In fuller interpretation of the industrial situation with some suggestions 
of a remedy, the Committee is preparing Bulletin 32, “ Brotherhood in 
Industry.” 

VII. INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


The allied forces who fought in the World War were inspired with the 
hope of a better world. They believed that this was a war to end war. 
It is for us to keep faith with those who gave their lives in that war. 

The Conference on the Limitation of Armament, called by our President 
and held in Washington, is one great step toward the realization of these 
hopes. We record our sincere appreciation of the effort made by our 
representatives to devise measures which shall make for a reduction of 
armament and the peace of the world. The ratification of the various 
treaties places our government on record in favor of disarmament. All 
this, however, simply suggests some new tasks on the part of the churches. 
On this subject we submit a statement prepared for the Federal Council 
Commission on “ International Justice and Good-will”’: 


“The ratification of the Treaties creates a new world situation and 
a new danger. People may think that ‘the job has been done’; that since 
peace in the Pacific is now assured for a term of years we need not 
worry further nor strive. 

“The fact is that the Washington Conference only made a good 
beginning: Mighty tasks still face us. Misunderstandings, suspicions, 
animosities, hatreds, still persist between nations. Big armies still exist. 
Though poison-gas warfare is forbidden, vast appropriations for gas 
preparedness are still being asked. No limit has been placed on the 
building of submarines and airplanes. 

“The ten-year naval holiday is a God-given ‘Day of Grace. The 
churches now have opportunity, free from the excitement and abnormal 
psychology of war-time patriotism, to reexamine with care the whole 
question of their responsibility in regard to war, and for the creation 
of international institutions of justice, liberty, and law that will ulti- 
mately outlaw war. Christian leaders and organizations can now calmly 
consider their duty for creating in the masses of professed Christians an 
intelligent comprehension of international life and a vivid sense of 

- personal responsibility for international policies. 
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“The churches of the world can stop war if they will, and will go 
about it with intelligence and determination. If they now fail to 
grapple effectively with this frightful evil, this terrible menace to man- 
kind, if they do not cultivate right international attitudes of mind and 
heart, and create the essential institutions and processes for world 
justice, liberty, security, and equal economic opportunity for all, the 
world again will be overwhelmed in frightful tragedy, and the people 
will again lament the lack of vision and the incompetence of the leader- 
ship of the churches—because of which they perish. 

“As the next immediate step toward a better world, should not 
America become a member of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice? Should we not unite in all international commissions of a 
humanitarian nature, such as those which deal with the traffic in opium, 
in liquor, in women and children, and with the private manufacture and 
trade in munitions? 

“ And should not America unite with all other nations in providing for 
the codification and universal acceptance of international law with a 
view to the effective outlawing of war? Should we not, moreover, help 
establish world institutions of justice, liberty, security, and equal eco- 
nomic opportunity for all? 

“The Commission on International Justice and Good-will of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America is planning a large 
and strong and clear-cut program for the ten-year drive for a Warless 
World. A compact volume is being prepared, ‘The Christian Crusade 
for a Warless World,’ which will present the salient facts and issues 
and suggest the path of advance. ; 

“But it matters little how vigorously the Commission may work, 
we shall not get very far unless tens of thousands of American 
churches, with their scores of thousands of pastors and their millions 
of practical-minded members, both men and women, shall unite with 
passionate enthusiasm in a sane and practical program for the Chris- 
tian ideal of a Warless World. Each church must work. All must 
work. And all must work together. 

“In every national ecclesiastical gathering and assembly and in every 
summer school and conference of Christians throughout our land, the 
practical steps to a Warless World should be seriously studied. Tens 
of thousands of young people should be promptly enlisted in the 
Christian crusade to end war. Mission study classes and every kind of 
adult Bible study group should make the ‘Warless World’ a major 
topic for study and prayer. 

“When in each denomination the ecclesiastical authorities, pastors, 
and consecrated laymen and women and young people, grapple as ear- 
nestly with the program for a Warless World as they did with their war- 
time commissions and their support of the government to win the 
great war, and as they long have for evangelism, for foreign missions, 
and for Christian education, we may hope to accomplish real results. 
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Prohibition was put into the Constitution only because millions of Chris- 
tians became intelligent and determined to end the drink curse.” 


The Social Service Commission commends the cause of world justice 
and peace to the attention of our people, and urges them to consider fully 
their responsibility in this field. 


RECOM MENDATIONS 


1. We commend to our churches the principles of humane work as it 
applies to protection of children, helpfulness to the aged and infirm, and 
kindness to animals; we favor humane education in the public schools and 
public institutions generally, in the principles of kindness to all creatures; 
we commend the work in behalf of humane education and conduct as con- 
ducted by the American Humane Association, and we commend the organiza- 
tion of a Band of Mercy in each church, and that the Social Service Com- 
mittee be authorized to cooperate with denominational and the other agencies 
in promoting humane education and service. 

2. We urge our people to unceasing effort in behalf of temperance edu- 
cation and the dissemination of facts showing the success of prohibition; 
and we further urge our people to cooperate with all right agencies in 
upholding the sanctity of law and in securing an adequate enforcement 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

3. In view of the fact that human values are involved in industry and the 
industrial question is a moral and religious question, we strongly urge our 
pastors and people to make a careful study of the issues unsolved, to en- 
courage classes to study these questions, and to use such literature as is 
available in reaching a right understanding of the issues at stake; and to 
promote conferences of employers and employees for the consideration 
of industrial questions and the adjustment of human relations. 

4. We urge upon the Christian heart of America sympathy and respon- 
sibility for the suffering childhood of the world; that our people loyally 
support the established, recognized relief agencies, such as the Near East 
Relief, Russian, and European Relief organizations. The hungry and 
destitute child is America’s challenge to serve Christ. 

5. We record our profound appreciation of the efforts of the President 
and the Secretary of State to secure a limitation of armament, and see in 
the treaties adopted a step toward this desired end. We recognize fully 
the responsibility of the churches to educate the people in the evils of war 
and to promote a federation of all peoples. We urge our pastors and 
people to study the principles of international morality, and to seek to 
create a Christian attitude of mind in international relations.

The following report of the Committee on City Missions 
was presented by Rev. C. A. Sears, of New York, and on his 
motion was received : 


Report of the Committee on City Missions 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


A NEw EmpHASsIS 


In the organization of City Mission work the emphasis has shifted from 
cities of the first class to the smaller cities. For years the reports of this 
Committee were concerned largely with cities of the first class, and in all 
cases with cities of 100,000 population or more. Under the standards adopted 
by the Convention one year ago, it is practicable to organize a society of 
appropriate grade in every city where there are three or more Baptist 
churches. The development of the future will almost certainly be in the 
smaller cities, that is, societies of Grades B and C, and in cooperation with 
State organizations. According to the new standards a society of Class A 
can be organized only in cities having a half million population or more 
or in cities having a Baptist church-membership of not less than 10,000. 
The number of such cities is necessarily very limited, and it is the judgment 
of the Committee that conditions affecting the organization of societies of 
Class A should be strictly adhered to. 


PuRPOSE OF A City MIssIon ORGANIZATION 


Churches in small cities, as well as large, may profitably associate’ to 
cultivate acquaintance and sociability, to undertake definite tasks according 
to need, and to promote adoption of an intelligent “ City Plan” in founding 
new churches and in meeting the religious and social needs of the city. 


VOLUNTEER SERVICE 


A primary purpose of a City Mission organization is to stimulate volunteer 
service, to create in the minds of the members of all of the churches 
a sense of responsibility for the religious life of the city as a whole and 
thereby to counteract the tendency to become self-centered and to overlook 
needs immediately beyond the doors of the churches. The very heart of 
the matter is to create a sense of responsibility for local city work and to 
establish a kind of reciprocity of service between church and church, be- 
tween community and community, between home and home, and between 
individual and individual, for the free exchange of sympathy and mutual 
helpfulness and for the cultivation of the higher values of life generally. 
There is opportunity for such volunteer service in connection with committee 
and board assignments, but more especially in actual field service through 
personal contacts with the less favored in Christian Centers, Church Vaca- 
tion Schools, Industrial Bible Schools, Americanization Classes, and through 
other types of personal ministry. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CITY AND ForEIGN WorK 


Your Committee would urge upon State Conventions particularly in 
States having a large number of cities the wisdom of organizing a City 
and Foreign Work Department to give particular attention to the organiza- 
tion of work in these cities. Experience has shown that the churches in 
a given city must work in cooperation if they would perform the largest 
service. The spirit of cooperation should find expression in a denomina- 
tional fellowship, in the inauguration of work in neglected areas, or in 
behalf of forgotten or backward peoples, in the promotion of laymen’s 
activities and the organization of women’s work and work for young people. 
Such cooperative work can best be done through a local committee or board 
preferably in direct affiliation with a State organization. These organiza- 
tions may be related to the Northern Baptist Convention as Standard City 
Mission Societies of Class A, B, or C, by conforming to the standards 
adopted at Des Moines. 


WOMEN’S ORGANIZATIONS 


That the women of our churches are better organized than the men is a 
truism. They are better organized for cooperative church work than 
are the churches as a whole. In the cities as elsewhere women’s organiza- 
tions are in the main union societies of the Woman’s Home and Woman’s 
Foreign Mission Societies. These city organizations have not been con- 
cerned, generally speaking, with local work. In many instances there has 
been a strange overlooking of local missionary needs. In several cities, 
however, through subcommittees these unions are cooperating with local 
City Mission Societies. In most cities there is no attempt to create new 
Women’s Auxiliaries for City Mission work only. Notable exceptions 
are the Women’s Auxiliaries of New York and Brooklyn City Mission 
organizations. These Auxiliaries are empowered by the City Mission So- 
cieties to administer certain departments of City Mission work and to 
expend considerable sums of money which are a part of the budgets 
of the City Mission Societies. These Auxiliaries then stand in a different 
relationship to the City Mission Societies than do the women’s committees 
of union societies to the City Mission organizations in their respective cities, 
though in several instances these committees of union organizations cooperate 
with the City Societies in doing certain definite pieces of work. 


This Committee would urge that the women of churches in small cities 
as well as in large, through such organizations as they may deem proper, 
give attention to work of a missionary character in their own cities. Prob- 
ably this can be brought about through committee organization of union 
missionary societies. 


The following reports regarding cooperative work in cities in various 
- sections of the country having three or more white Baptist churches, but 
exclusive of cities of the first class, indicate the need of better organiza- 
tion in city work: 
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Connecticut. Doctor Coates reports: 

“Organizations in New Haven, Hartford, and Bridgeport which might 
qualify in Class B. 

“Three cities, New London, Norwich, and Waterbury, which might 
qualify in Class C; there is no organization.” 


Indiana. Mr. Dinsmore reports: 

“Indianapolis, 22 white, 37 colored churches; good city organization. 

“ Evansville, 3 white, 5 colored churches; joint committee not very strong. 
“Fort Wayne, 4 white, 2 colored churches; good organization being set up. 
“Terre Haute, 5 white, 6 colored churches; good organization.” 


Maine. Doctor Mower writes: 

“We have no City Mission Organization in Maine. Portland has recently 
organized a Greater Portland Extension Society. We have four cities in 
which there are three Baptist churches and which might therefore organize 
inaGlass C.” 

Massachusetts. Doctor Waterbury reports: 

“Worcester, Fall River, New Bedford, Cambridge, Lowell, and Spring- 
field would qualify in Class B. 

“Lynn, Lawrence, Somerville, Brockton, Holyoke, Haverhill, Malden, 
Chelsea, Newton, Quincy, Fitchburg, Pittsfield, Everett, and Salem would 
qualify in Class C. 

“It is my expectation, if we are able to carry out the plan of having 
Baptist Unions organized in other cities, that in certain instances we will 
make combinations, as for example, Salem and Beverly Baptist Union, 
Fitchburg-Leominster Baptist Union, Malden-Melrose Baptist Union, Law- 
rence-Methuen Baptist Union. In each instance there are local problems 
on which two cities could unite.” 


Michigan. Doctor Gleiss reports: 


“Grand Rapids, 6 white, 1 colored church; no cooperative effort. 

“Flint, 4 white, 2 colored churches, one strong mission; no cooperative 
effort. 

“Saginaw, 3 white, 1 negro church; no cooperative effort. 

“Lansing, 5 white churches, 1 colored church; a fairly successful city 
Union. 

“ Kalamazoo, 3 white churches, 1 negro church; no cooperative effort. 

“Jackson, 6 white churches, 1 colored church; city Union not func- 
tioning very strongly. 

“Bay City, 3 white churches, 1 colored church; city Union not func- 
tioning very strongly. 

“Pontiac, 3 white churches, 2 negro, city organization, only two churches 
cooperating. . 

“Port Huron, 3 white, 2 colored churches; city Union with some vitality.” 
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New Hampshire. Doctor Jenks reports: 
“No City Missions in New Hampshire; no city has a population of 


100,000. 
“Two cities, Concord and Manchester, have 3 churches; I doubt if we 
would feel that there is a call for a City Mission in either of these places.” 


New York. Mr. Sears reports: 

“In New York State, in addition to the four Standard City Mission 
Societies, Brooklyn, Buffalo, New York (including Yonkers, Mount Vernon, 
New Rochelle, Portchester, White Plains, and Tarrytown), and Rochester, 
there are City Mission Organizations cooperating with State Convention 
and Home Mission Society, but not yet recognized as ‘ Standard’ Societies. 

“ Batavia, 2 white churches, 1 mission; Utica, 5 white churches, 1 mission; 
Syracuse, 6 white churches, 1 colored. 

“Tn the following cities there are no organized City Mission societies: 
Binghamton, 5 white churches; Albany, 6 white churches, 1 colored; Troy, 
5 white churches; Auburn, 3 white churches, 1 colored; Elmira, 4 white 
churches, 1 colored; Schenectady, 5 white churches; Oswego, 3 white 
churches; Poughkeepsie, 2 white churches, 1 colored.” 

Rhode Island. Mr. Livingstone reports: 

“We have two cities where there are more than three churches; Paw- 
tucket has four; Providence, 23. 

“We have had a temporary organization called ‘A City Commission’ 
studying the situation, but may have a more definite and permanent organ- 
ization under the Convention in the near future.” 

Vermont. Doctor Davison reports: 

“Our largest city in Vermont has a population of only 23,000, and in 
no city are there three Baptist churches.”

308. The Corresponding Secretary presented the recommenda- 
tions of the Executive Committee relating to amendments to the 
Convention By-laws, recorded in Item 216, and on his motion 
they were adopted. 
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309. The Corresponding Secretary presented the following 

communication from the Executive Committee recommending an 

amendment to the Convention By-laws: 


The Executive Committee recommends that Section 10 of Article IV of 
the By-laws be amended by inserting the words “or of a Standard City 
Mission Society” before the words “ other than a pastor.” 


310. The following recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee was presented by the Corresponding Secretary, and, on 
motion of Secretary P. C. Wright, was adopted: 


The Executive Committee recommends that the thanks of the Conven- 
tion be expressed to the local press in Indianapolis for generous space 
given to reports of our meeting; also to the New York Times, the’ Boston 
Globe, the Chicago Tribune, and the Worcester, Mass., Telegram-Gazette, 
which sent special representatives to report our meetings. 


-311. On motion of Rev. H. T. Stevenson, of the District of 
Columbia, it was voted: 


That the President be requested to appoint a committee of seven per- 
sons whose duty it shall be to study the contributions made by Baptists 
to our country, and to civilization, and to Christ’s cause, and to report to 
the next Convention, with recommendation of the best way to perpetu- 
ate the record of the sufferings, sacrifices, and services of Baptists.

ARTICLE VII 


Section 1. On all ballots for officers and for members of the Board of 
Managers there shall be reserved a space after the name of the nominee for 
each office, and after the names of the nominees for the Board of Managers, 
in which spaces may be inserted the name or names of any other person or 
persons to be voted for, as the case may be. 

Section 2. (a) When any motion is pending before the Society, its 
consideration may be temporarily suspended by a motion that a vote on the 
subject shall be taken by the delegations from the States, and such a motion 
shall be deemed carried when supported by one-fifth of the delegates 
voting; and upon the report of the result by States, a motion to concur 
shall be in order; and in case it shall be decided in the affirmative, the 
matter shall be deemed settled; but if the Society votes not to concur, the 
matter shall be dismissed from further consideration at that meeting of the 
Society. 

(b) On a vote by States, each State shall be entitled to as many votes 
as it has State Conventions, and an additional vote for every ten thousand 
members of Baptist churches within each State Convention in affiliation 
with the Northern Baptist Convention. 

If in any States there be no State Convention in affiliation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention, but there be in such State twenty-five Bap- 
tist churches which contribute money for said Society, said State shall be 
entitled to one vote and an additional vote for every ten thousand members 

of such contributing churches. 

(c) The vote of each delegation from a State shall be determined by the 
majority of its delegates voting. 

(d) A motion to vote by States shall be in order at any time while a 
motion is pending, shall not be debatable, and shall not close debate on the 
original motion. 

(e) The statement of the number of votes to which each State shall be 
entitled, prepared by the Statistical Secretary of the Convention and ap- 
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proved by the Executive Committee therefor, shall be authoritative for 
this Society. 


AR TIGER VaR 
AMENDMENTS 


These By-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members 
present and voting at any annual meeting of the Society, provided written 
notice of the proposed amendment shall have been given at the preceding 
annual meeting of the Society, or such amendment shall be recommended 
by the Board of Managers. 


338. The following Standing Resolution was presented by Sec- 
retary W. B. Lipphard, and, on his motion, was adopted: 


PROCEDURE IN A VOTE BY STATES 


Resolved, Whenever a vote by States is ordered, as provided in the By- 
laws, either of two undebatable motions shall be in order: 

(1) That the debate now close, that the Society recess for fifteen min- 
utes to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Convention 
to meet in their designated places on the floor to take the vote, and that 
at the close of the recess the vote be reported to the Secretary, recorded, 
and announced, or 

(2) That the vote by States be reported, recorded, and announced at a 
certain hour at some future session of the Society, that the delegates from 
the territory of each State Convention meet at the Close of this session 
of the Society, in their designated places on the floor, and either then and 
there take their votes, or provide for further discussion within the delega- 
tions at their convenience at some other time and place, before the hour 
of reporting the vote as above provided. 

In case the second of these motions should prevail, debate on the main 
question may continue at the pleasure of the Society, but a motion to close 
the debate shall be in order at any time. 

When the vote by States has been reported, recorded, and announced, 
the motion to concur, provided for in the By-laws, shall follow immediately 
without the intervention of any other business and without discussion.
